Issues are same 
in papa! selection 



w;fsHlNGTON(UPI)— Pope John Paul 
I s ragn was too short to have had an 
impa'* on the poHcies of the Roman 
Caih^ic Church, but it seemed to have a 
tonic Htect on Catholics worldwide. 

ThQ hard issues that have troubled and 
divided Catholics for a decade — birth 
conirt.il, women's ordination, a militant 
tradlt^)nalist movement — still remain. 

Buii John Paul's style of simplicity and his 
rejection of pomp gave the faithful a new 
vi sion of the pope w pastor.

"His style was very well received, " said 
Biship Thomas Kelly, general secretary of 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and its action ann, the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. 
*^ut style is not the end all." Kelly said. 
We ^re looking for a s^taal father and 
ve loved him as a spiritual father . . . We 
^ ere' looking forward so much to his 
oadership." He said that, while it is 
lifficuh to project what Jdin PtuFs papacy 
would have been like, it was **likely tfie 
ccumencial dimension would have been

But he said he believed the church 
"would not have seen any major doctrinalor 



disciplinary change." 

At the time of John Paul's death, 
conservatives and liberals within the church 
were still trying to puzzle out the direction 
his papacy would take. 

Liberals, in particular, were at first 
disappointed with the new pontiff — a 
disappointment underscored by the Vatican 
newspaper L^Osservatore Romanovs bio- 
graphy, that painted him as an 
ecclessiastical conservative. 

But the National Catholic Reporter, an 
independent but influential U.S. journal, 
took a second look at John Paul's career as 
cardinal of Venice and earlier as bishop of 
Vittoria Venice. 

It found he was committed to the reforms 
(rf Vatican II and rated him "open minded 
and friendly." 

In any event, Kelly predicted the new 
conclave of cardinals will look once again for 
the * 'spiritual father" it found in August in 
its selection of John Paul. 

Some observers were speculating that the 
cardinals would divide along liberal-con- 
servative lines and would not quickly find 
the kind of compromise candidate Jotn Paul 
represented.

Nader back in town to bolster consumer group

Rali^ Nader, the utkm's foremost 
watdidog of consumer intcfesta, wiU he 
speaking at FSU Wednesday aHenioon 
promoting his latest ia a long series of 
public interest causes — Ac Florida PiMc 
Interest Research Group (FPIRG). 

Nader will be in town stumping for tlie 
Florida branch of the inteniatioiial 
consumer research organkatioA whose 
goal is to document abases in the 
marketplace and publish Information 
valuable to the consumer. He will speak at 
12:30 p.m. in Ruby Diamoi^ Au^ortem 
as part of a statewide tour. 

"He's here to speak for us/* said FSU- 
FPIRG director Tom Quinn. "Nader is kind 
of a founding father." 

Nader, head of the Center fof the Stwiy 
of Responsive Law, has no formal *«« ^ 
any statewide PIRG organizatioBS, tim^ 
he^ did develop the concept of a student 
research group and helped found the fillt 
PIRG in 1970 at the University of Oregoa. 
The organization now has chaptefi oa 150 
campuses in the United States as wcB as 
branches in Canada. Britaifl. and 



Australia. 

"FPIRG is not a policing organization," 
Quinn said during an interview last week. 
"An we do is research and investigate a 
given question, look at all sides of the 
questiofi, publish our findings and turn 
them over to the appropriate pohdng 
agency." 

An FPIRG project three years ago that 
revealed discrepancies in interest rates 
quoted by banks to customers over the 
phone is one FPIRG victory cited by Quinn. 

Of 175 banks surveyed statewide, 116 
were not givhig accurate infonnatiofi about 
their rates. 

"We published our results," Quinn 
said. *' After that, all but nine of them caaie 
into line, tfid tiw nine that didn't were 
turned over to the Federal Deposit 
faMtaace Corporation and state banking 
agencies for further action." 

The consumer group has also done 
leseardi into the sale of generic drugs. 

**llie aeope of the FPIRG operathNi is 
just CB^ess," Quinn observed.

FPIRG currently must share about 
$8,500 administered by the Student 
Consumer Union with two other student 
organizations: the Consumer Complaint 
Bureau and the Environmental Action 
Group. Under the proposal, an additional 
$2 would be automatically included in the 
cost of tuition under a "mandatory 
refondable" plan. 

"Everybody would contribute $2. 
Anybody that doesn't want to participate in 
FPIRG could get their money back during 
the second or third week of classes," 
Quinn explained. FPIRG would not partake 
of Activity and Service fees and the 
accompanying constraints. 

"This way, the only thing the university 
does is act as a collection agency for 
FPIRG," Ouinn said. He added that is the 
method other PIRG chapters across tlie 
country use to fond their research. 

**With this money, we would hire 
professionals to guide students in research 
and investigation in fields students think 
need looking into." Quinn said.

Overall, the new traffic control system instituted last fall 
lerc at FSU has been very successful. It has minimized cm 
ampus congestion and been far more effective against 
student abuse of parking privileges that the practice of 
picketing. However* one area of the new pn^ram over the 
}a$t year has proven to be grossfy in error. This area is die 
>ate regulated parking area behind the chemistry 
:lassroom building. . 

As a resident of Smith Hall, I walk through this parking 
i\ rea an average of three times daily between the hours of 

a.m. and 5 p.m. Since shortly after the new system came 
|nto existence 1 have counted the number of empty spaces 
ach time I walk through and found some shocking results. 
In more that one occasion I have counted over 125 empty 
irking spaces while 87 empty spaces has been the 
linimum. I feel this shows an error in judgement has been 
lade by someone. Many of the spaces in this parking area 
rc formerly student parking spaces and 1 feel these 
tioulil be returned to the students. 

The residents of Smith, Salley and Kellum halls arc 
ronstantly engaged in a search for a parking space in the 
[iiadcquaie parking areas provided them around the 
lorms. Many times these students must settle for spaces 
rartroni their residence halls which means they must walk 
it>t le late at night or carry their grocieries half way across 
-inipus. practices which are dangerous and impractical. 

Hciurning these unused spaces to these dorm residents 
• ouid certainly eliminate this problem. If the University is 
nuerely concerned for the students safety and needs, it 
ill correct its mistake immediately.

MEXICO CITY (UPl>~More than JOOO 
Mexican army troops yesterday 
'Operation Condor" — a sweeping 
down on marijuana growers and traffickeis 
which has resulted in the seizure of drugs 
worth more than a half billion dollars. 

Beginning yesterday and for a five-day 
period, the soldiers will leave for the rugged 
northwestern region of Mexico, wlieie at 
least 70 percent of the drug is grown and 
prcKessed. authorities said. Other troops 
will be assigned throughout Mexico. 

Since Condor was first started 18 months 
ago, some 600 tons of processed marijuana. 
65 pounds of heroin, 25 pounds of cix:aine, 85 
pounds of opium and millions of toxic piUs 
have been confiscated, according to array 
reports. 

All these drugs are believed to be worth 
more than $500 million in the black market. 

Also more than 20,000 acres with pot and 
poppy crops have been destn^ed. 

In the 16 months nearly 6000 drug 
traders, including dozens of Americans. 



weapons, vehicles and light aircraft 
confiscated. 

Cruz Lopez Garza of the federal attorney 
generaFs ofFice. the coordinator of the 
drive, said in the past five months alone 
more than 84 tons of processed pot. 50 
pounds of heroin and 25 pounds of opnim 
were seized. 

As in the past, the drive will concentrate 
on the mountainous states of Sinaloa. 
Durango and Chihuaha, which account for 
at least 70 percent of Mexico's pot and 
poppy production. 

Culiacan. the capital of Sinaloa located 40 
miles inland from the PacifK, has been 
referred to as "the drug capital of the 
worid" and is considered to be the 
springboard for the introduction of 
Mexico's harvest into the United States. 

The Army will be aided by some 350 
agents of the Attorney GeneraPs Office, he 
said. Twenty three heUcoplers and 15 tight 
planes will be used in the resumption of the 
campaign.

One factor in the drug abuse picture is 
that the Pentagon, with agreement from 
Congress and President Carter, has 
lengthened overseas assignments to 
save money spent on transfers. 

Johns said the 30 months an 18- to 
20-year-old Gl spends in a strange 
environment in Europe contributes to drug 
abuse, and an effort is now under way to 
shorten the tour to 18 noiitlis. 

"The ghetto mentality overseas is 
definitely a factor," he said. "Outside the 
barracks there's no McDonalds, there's no 
drag racing. If a kid goes to a disco he can't 
understand the language or afford to get in 
because of the deflated dollar. 

Johns also said he believes alcohol is a 
more serious problem although it has gotten 
far less public attention.

CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) — President Carter, 
apparently setting the stage for public discussion of a 
strategic arms pact with the Soviet Union, yesterday 
acknowledged publicly for the first time the United States 
is using satellites to spy on other countries. 

Carter's calculated move presumably would allow the 
administration to discuss satellite verification methods 
that would be used in enforcing a new strategic arms 
limitation treaty. 

The president's statement, made during a ceremony 
honoring six American space pioneers at the Kennedy 
Space Cei^, came amid reports of progress in the SALT 
tafts. 



Secretary of State Cyms Vance, who met with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko earlier yesterday in 
Washington, said he hoped a pact could be completed 
within three months. Gromyko met with Carter for nearly 
five hours Saturday.

New study warns of contact with aliens 



(ZNS) A study prepared by the ISbniy of 
Congress has warned that making contact 
with extra-terrestrial beings might be 
harmful to our health. 

Pacific News Service reports diat die 
congressional study, titled ''The Possibility 
of Intelligent Life Elsewhere in die 
Galaxy." discusses the plusses and 
minuses of trying to establish radio contact 
whii creatures on other planets. 

The study extoUs the potential benefits 
of celestial messages but warns. "We 



should necessarily have to be cautious in 
accepting any advice initially. . .It worries 
us that the alien beings might tr\' to fool us 
by transmitting messages that appear 
beneficient. while their intentions were 
malevolent." 

The National Aenmautics and Space 
Administration is requesting S14 million to 
search the skies for mtelligent radio 
signals. Congress, however, has so far 
refused to make the money available.

student signatures are collected and 
certified by an independent accountant, 
the question of the $2 fee would be put on 
the October student government ballot.

Joit a Stone's Tknm Away, was a 
near-perfect debut. Carter sang sexy, gospjel-soul. jazzy, 
meloncholy blues, country rock and even disco is a voice 
that was fiinky, seductive and childlike all in the same 
song. Her great range in style gave a diversity to the album 
that kept it constantly fresh, yet lent the impression that 
yoo weren't listening to an album but some kind of 
promotional sampler. After all, lake away all the big-name 
back-ups and what have you got left? 

The voice. 

And that basically is what makes "Wild Child," 
Valerie Carter's new album worth listening to. 

Shorn of all the added studio-help and working instead 
with a single. LA session band. Carter has managed to 
stick to a similar style throughout. It's an obvious step of 
growth for any artist, yet with Carter it seems somewhat 
limiting. 

Instead of working in the most promising idioms 
suggested by "Stone's Throw," the soul-funk of "Ooh 
Child" or the mellow jazziness of "Back to Blue Some 
■ More," Carter has chosen to stay with a soulish pop 
format, that, while sounding smooth and classy, does little 
to challenge her vocal abilities or directly captivate the 
listener. 

Horns punctuate the best cuts, puttis^ shake appeal hi 
soags like 'Story of Love" and "Trying to Get to You." 
while Valerie's voice remaiss soft and sensual 
throughout— as on "What's Become of Us," a kind of 
matured lover's Uuneat about the passmg of time and 
reUitionships.

Most of the album just passes by too, and that's the 
problem. While nothing here is bland — no music for state 
office workers— just quiet, there are no real high points, 
nothing to blow anyone away. However, after a couple of 
listenings, the music, the voice, seems to sneak up on out 
and w hisper seductively into your ear. Where the outright 
funkincss of St— c *s Throw gets right down to the question, 
W ild Child simmers slowly, flowing by pure and easy, just 
hinting at possibilities. 

Which 1 guess makes it a good, mature album from a 
good, maturing artist. The lyrics for about half the songs 
are co-written by Carter and two or three other assorted 
writers and band members with other songs by various 
artists (Andy Fairweather-Low's **Da-Doo Rendevous" is 
included). Missing is a hoped-for cover of the excellent 
"Love Needs a Heart" that appeared on &0wiie*s, 
RuuiiBg on Eu^ty LP and was co-written by Carter. 
George and Browne. 

Nonetheless. WU OiU is a good album for those who 
get into its style, and. 1 suppose, a necessary step 
outward, but it's only a gentle step. ChedL out the first LP, 
or better yet go see Valerie Carter in concert. You can be 
dann sure that ifH MOVE you.

Nonetheless, for FSU it was a clear case of too little too 
late, as the Seminoles spotted the potent Houston veer too 
much in the tirsi half. The line of scrimmage belonged to 
the Cougar offensive line, creating huge gaps for the 
mercury -quick Houston running backs to squirt thfongli 
unscathed. 

"Our line did some fine blocking." said Emmett King, 
the games leading rusher with 142 yards. "They really 
moved FSU out.'* 

Cougar quarterback Danny Davis, an integral part of the 
Houston veer and a key element in the Cougars' success, 
also had praise for the offensive line, but pointed out the 
importance of having a clutch defense come up with sone 
big plays — plays Houston had to have. 

One of those big plays came in the fourth (^larter with 
FSU driving for what looked like the winning scofe. With 
the insertion of Wally Woodham in the game in the second 
half, the seminoles had gained the momentum (good ol* 
Mo, fickle as ever) and scored twice in the third quarter, 
moving to within six points. Willie Jones recovered an 
errant pitch by Davis at the Houston 33 and Woodham 
immediately hit Mark Lyies for 13 yards to the Cougar 20. 
But two plays later Woodham underthrew his man Grady 
King in the endzone and Houston's Gerald Cook 
intercepted at the goal line, halting the Seminoles once 
again. 

For an idea on how different the two halves were, one only 
has to check the statistics. Houston piled up 245 yards 
rushing in the first half to FSU's 77, while Jimmy Jordan 
was able to complete only 9 passes out of 15 attempts for a 
meager 68 yards. On the other hand, Wally Woodham 
completed 12 out of 18 attempts in the second half for 249 
yards, including a 72 yard touchdown strike to Jackie 
Flowers that helped FSU get back in the ball game. 
Houston could only muster 30 yards on the ground in the 
second half, a turn around Bobby Bowden found 
unexplainable. 

"Our kids played a great second half,** Bowden said. "1 
just can't figure out how someone can run up and down the 
field like they did in the first half and then we can stop 
them like we did. This game was really something." 

Something Bowden would most likely want to forget, is 
FSU looked less and less like the strong defensive team it 
was a year ago. Stopping Houston in the second half was

lAidridge is in no imme^ttate danger of having his 
i tence carried out and may now appeal to a federal 
ditrict court judge on other grounds. 
iAidridge's case was the <mly death penalty case from 
F| rida ruled on yesterday.

Mideast peace talks

WASHINGTON —The United Stales resumed Its role as a 
fall partner in the Mideast negotiating process yesterday to 
break an unexpected deadlock over the first — and easiest — 
of the Camp David frameworks for pemot. 

President Carter invited ferael and Egypt to negotiate In 
Washlnglon, settling a dispute that had blocked the start of 
talks toward a full-scale peace treaty between the two 
countries. 

White House spokesperson Jody Pdwell said ^ypt and 
Israel accepted Carter's Invitation and will send cabinet-level 
delegations to Washington Oct. 12 for U.S. -mediated treaty 
tatts. 

**Both of the parties want us to be more than observers," 
Powell said. 

He also said the president has tentatively accepted an 
invitation to go to Egypt for die eventual signing of the treaty, 
although no date has been set. 

Diplomatic sources said Egypt had proposed Al-Arish on 
the northern edge of the Sinai Des^ as a negotiating site, 
but insisted on an end to Israel's mflltary occupation of the 
town in advance of the tafts. 

The sources said Israel refosed to pufl its troops out of 
Al-Arish before the talks, forcing Carter to step In and 
suggest Washington as an alternative. 



Secretary of State Cyrus Vance is expected to head the 
Americaa delegatloo, bat he win have to leave early in the 
talks to go to Moscow for strategic arms finltatta taiki with 
the Soviet Uiiioa. 

The Egyptian delegation is etpeclmd to be headed 1^

The announcement of a negotiating site came a day after 
Jordanian King Ifessein warned Huit an Israeli-Egyptian 
peace treaty would cause ' 'an upheaval" In die Middle East. 

Bat the United States is coantiag cm the talks to cveale a 
diplomatic bandwag<m that will bring Hasseln and moderate 
Psiestlnian leaders into the peace process. 

The two other participants are needed to achieve the 
second goal of the two-part summit a greeme nt — the 
establishment of Palestinian setf-nile on the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip under Israefi and Jordanian ausploes. 

The Egyptian-Israeli treaty talks aie scheduled to finish 1^ 
Christmas, but the far more complei Pnlesttolan talks woold 
Hkely last several years. 

braeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin has said the 
Egyptian-Israeli talks are 98 percent complete. Carter has 
said the negotiators only have to agree on the fmal details of 
Israel's withdrawal from the occupied Sinai. 



Bundy chaiges sheriff with contempt; trial set today

Though both favor the death penalty, Graham's 
c wiiiiient to it seems more philosophical. We fear that 
She iin's extremism on the issue could turn Florida inlothe 
electrocution capital of the natkm. Wlifle the difference 
hetween the two candi^ites on tiiis question is sauM, it 
coiild literally nmm the difference between Kfe and death 
for the death-row inmates, several of whom, in years past, 
have been shown to be innocent. 

During his tenure m the Senate. Graham became one of 
Florida's few genuine experts on edncational finance and 
we think that knowledge would s^e us wefl in a <tecade 
mhen upgrading our universities is an imperative. 

Many of Shevin'^ crimmal justice proposals have a 
medieval ring. Though abrogating the civ il liberties of all 
for the sake of catching a few more criminals is viscerafly 
satisfying to some elements of our populace, we believe 

tiiis approach has been a dismal lutare in oAo* pbcei and 
k not Mteiy to work iM^ ^itiiCT. 

Our reservaticHis about Graham are considerable. We 
doubt that his hundred work days gimmick really taught 
the Miami millionaire much about the lives of ofdmaiy 
people.

The Humane Society of the United States, supporting 
the appeal, said spaying and neutering clinics are critically 
important to controlling in an effective and humane way 
the "millions of stray and uncontrolled dogs and cats" 
which create a "significant menace to the public health, 
safety and environment." 

Dogs and cats are "among the most prolific breeders of 
all mammalian species other than rodents." the society 
said, but the veterinar>' profession has historically opposed 
neutering and spaying clinics because they provide 
competition. 

The Humane Society said the national dog-cat 
population is about 70 million to 110 million, with an 
estimated birth rate of 2.000 to 3,000 an hour. It said 13 
million to 15 million unwanted or stray dogs and cats are 
destroyed in pounds and shelters each year.

Is somebody out there trying to tell us something? 
The National Aeronautics and Space Administntkm 
(NASA) thinks so. The agencv wants American taxpayers 
to spend $14 million over the next seven years trying to 
pick up alien broadcast signals because they believe 
there's a gocxl chance inteiligent life exists in outer space. 

But Congress doesn't agree, and NASA is facing the 
possibility that funds for the new program will be cut. 

Advocates of the Search for Extraterrestrial Intelligence 
(SETl) program are undaunted. They recently again made 
their case before a House Science subcommittee. NASA's 
budget request for $2 million to start the program was 
approved by Congress last year, but this year 
appropriations committees in both bouses cut the funds. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D- Wis., even singled out the 
program for his "Golden Fleece Award." 

Now NASA officials are showing the kind of plucky 
determmation that landed a man on the moon. They won't 
give up. They still have supporters in Congress and the 
scientific community, including celebrity asttoooaier Dr. 
Carl Sagan. 

Since the 1%0's, Russian and American scientists have 
made several attempts to pick up signals from civUizatkms 
in outer space. But. alas, they haven't heard anything yet. 

Are those outer space beings merely shy, afraid to say 
•*howdy" to the planet Earth? 

Probably not. says NASA. In one of its publications, the 
agency notes. "Other civilizations, too, could be seatchlng 
for intelligent companions." The scientists say previous 
listening attempts have failed because our radio teleKopct 
were beamed on too narrow a spectrum of stars and 
frequencies. The SETI program would be an aU^ 
all-signals search using existing and new tecbnology. 

Although subcommittee members expressed pi^imi- 
nary support after the hearings. Proxmire isn't impressed 
And. as chairperson of the appropriations subooandMee 
that has jurisdiction over NASA fiiads. his views cany a 
§ood deal of weight.

BIMINI. Bahamas (UP1>— Stella Taylor, after a dose 
encounter with a shark, swam far south of her Bahamas 
starting point Monday and after 25 hours was farther from 
Florida than when she began her marathoQ swim Soiiday 

morning. 

An apparent navigational error found the 46-year-old 
"swimming nun" at noon Monday about 45 miles south of 
Orange Cay. the tiny Bahamas island where she began her 
attempt to become the first person to swim across the Gulf 
Stream fn)m the Bahamas to the Florida mainland. 

Two mid-day fixes with a radio directional rangefinder 
put Miss Taylor's position at latitude 24.5 north and 
longitude 79.4 west, or bout 120 miles southeast of Miami. 
Orange Cay is about 100 miles southeast of Miami. 

Miss Taylor, who was suffering from increasing facial 
swelling from jellyfish and Portugese man-of-war stings 
Monday morning, was not told how far off course she had 
swum. 

She tried in August to swim to Florida from Bimini, some 
50 miles north of Orange Cay. but was pulled from the water 
after 31 V2 hours still some 18 miles off the mainland. 

Her course from Orange Cay, plotted with help from 
wind, tide and current tables supplied by the University of 
Miami, was supposed to take her southwesterly during the 
early hours of the swim, then swing to the west to offset the 
effects of the Gulf Stream, which flows northward at Uiree 
to five knots. 

"What can I say," spokesman Joe Edwards said after 
learning of the apparent navigational error. **You win 
some, you \oose some, some get raircd out and the Gulf 
Stream takes the rest of them." 

At dawn Monday, after 20 hours in the water, Miss 
Taylors safety divers had to kill a five-foot shark that began 



shimming cirucs around her Dniv six feet awa\. She clung 
to the dive platform of an escort boat while div er Ken Reed 
killed the shark %s ith a bang suck,'* a spear lipped with a 
bullet or shotgun shell. 

Miss Taylor, who became known as the "su immmg nun " 
because of her vears of study at a convent, skipped part of 
her feedings Monday morning, saying she was in a hurry 
"because I don't want to swim in the dark again." 

During the night Sunday and early Monday. obser\ers 
said Miss Taylor's mood varied from laughter to fits of 
sobbing as spotters stood on the stern of her escort boat 
mth rifles and spotlight to watch for sharks.

Bundy has pleaded innocent to 
murdering Chi Omega sisters Lisa Levy 
and Margaret Bowman and the beatings 
of three other college women last 
January. 

Bundy based his delay argument on 
factors he said interfered with the 
preparation of his defense: jail 
conditions, the complexity of the case, his 
failure to win representation by Atlanta 
lawyer Millard Farmer and a pending 
murder trial in Lake City have made it 
impossible for him to get ready, he 
argued. 

Asserting his innocence, Bundy said it 
would be wrong for the court "to rush to 
trial . rush to vengeance knowing in its 
heart that I am not ready to go to trial." 

Prosecutor Larry Simpson of the state 
attorney's office vainly fought the delay, 
saying Bundy previously told the court he 
was prepared and 119 state's witnesses 
were ready to testify. Included in that 
group were the three women who were 
beaten: Karen Chandler, Kathy Kleiner 
and Cheryl Thomas, who were present in 
the courtroom. 

Bundy acknowledged he said he was 
ready before, but blamed that on 
cockiness. 

"Mr. Farmer said I better get down to 
business . . . that I should not be 
overconfident . . . even if the state 
doesn't have a case," Bundy said. 

Farmer, reached at his Atlanta office, 
said the postponement was necessary, 
but called it nothing more than "window 
dressing, ' * to cover up past wrongs by the 
court. 

"He (Bundy) doesn't have a chance. 
This case is so complex that he couldn't 
represent himself in any way.'* Farmer 
si^. 

Attorney Joseph Nursey of the public 
d^endcr's office said lie felt Bundy did 
"exceptlonaUy well, considering the 
circumstances*' defending himself 
yest^day and added the "dungeon" in 
which Bundy is being held makes it 
impossible for him to prepare an 
adequate defense. 

••The state has had eight months (to 
prepare evidence).*' Nursey said, "while 
Bundy has had only two months. Now 
they're trying to force him to trial in only 
two more months. It's absolutely 

absurd." > . 

Bundy said later he wfll wait until the 
U S. Supreme Court passes judgement on 
whether Farmer wifl be allowed to 
represent him before making a decision 
on a public defender. 

"I'm going to stick to who I trust me 
most " Bundv said, ••and-thaf s me.*' 

But Nursev said it was "iBConceiva- 
ble' that the Supreme Court could rule 
on Farmer s status before the Dec. 4 tnal 
date. 



Carter wiU veto 
waterworks biU

WASHINGTON — President Carter 
declared yesterday he would veto the $10.2 
billion water projects bill as a waste of tax 
money. Congress* Democratic leadership 
vowed to fight, promising a major 
confrontation in the final days of the 
session. 

Carter called reporters into the Oval 
Office to announce what had long been 
rumored: that he would veto the bill in an 
effort to get Congress to kill $2.4 billion 
worth of new water projects in the measure. 

Carter listed several parts of the bill that 
he found objectionable — that it restores six 
water projects at a cost of $580 million that 
had been eliminated last year and added 27 
new water projects at a cost of $1.8 billion. 

Said Carter: "1 know the people of our 
country are tired of seeing the taxpayers' 
money wasted, and I am determined to fight 
against inflation and succeed. That's why I 
am going to veto this unreasonable bill." 

Speaker Thomas O'Neill and Senate 
Democratic leader Robert Byrd are 



expected to lead Congress' forces against 
Carter. 

"It is my hope that the Senate will 
override a veto of this important 
legislation." said Byrd. 

Sen. John Stennis. D-Miss., chairperson 

of the subcommittee that handles public 
works appropriations, said he regretted 
Carter's decision and that the measure was 
a "good, balanced bill." 

"If he should veto the bill. I hope the 
Congress will act quickly to override," 
Stennis said. "I will support efforts and 
vote to override the veto." 

Carter turned to the Republicans after the 
Democrats had reacted to his announce- 
ment with shouts of dismay, and found at 
least one ally in the opposing party. 

Rep. John Anderson. D-Ill., said he 
would vote to sustain the veto. "By realistic 
calculations, the overall spending commit- 
ment of this bill is $1 .8 billion more than the 
president's budget," Anderson fumed. 
"No federal spending measure passed this 
year by Congress is more outiageovs and 
indefensible than this bill." 



Tutorial program may 
suffer under budget cut

FSU's Office of Minority Affairs and 
Special Programs faces an overall 1978-79 
budget cut of roughly $44,000, a figure 40 
percent lower than the amount requested by 
office director John Burt. 

Burt said yesterday the appropriation 
made by vice president for academic affairs 
Robert Lawton may limit undergraduate 
tutorial services provided by the office. 

He added he plans to meet with Lawton to 
giet more money for the office. 

"Tutoring is going to suffer quite a bit, 
but we're going to try and continue to assist 
as many students as we can," Burt said. 

Lawton said the office's funding problem 
was not unique because of the university's 
tight fiscal situation, adding other programs 
and departments will also receive less this 
year. 

"They will just have to establish 
priorities." Lawton said. "We were able to 
fund the director of the Black Cultural 
Center and we're still working on some 
additional funds for the National 
Achievement scholarship program.

S!li?er unv tiled battleplans for 
upgrading thv quality of FSU at the 
annual fall faculty address to about 
400 of his colleagues. Riding high on 
his list of priorities is raising the 
issue once again of FSU as a State 
University System "center" of 
excellence.*' 

"If we're not careful, there will be 
only one flagship university in the 
system— or three to nine flagship 
universities." he said. 

Sliger was referring to the role and 
scope study conducted last year by 
the Board of Regents. One portion 
recommended making FSU and the 
University of Florida high level 
"centers of excellence." The plan, 
which would have eliminated 
doctorate programs at the state's 
other nine universities, was killed 
after strong opposition by University 
of South Florida President John Lott 
Brown and presidents of tbe other 
SUS universities. 

"There is a role for each of the 
universities in the state," Sliger 



cofit^oed. "but teie b a Hiecial 
role for two univenities. I woald te 
willing to share that rale with the 
University of Florida, but beyond 
that I am opposed to havmg three or 
nine (centers of excellence).** 

Sliger also criticized the Mte's 
method of funding universities by the 
number of full time students and per 
hour tuition fees as having "hurt 
some students and hurt FSU." He 
advocates a move back to block 
tuition fees. 

The most drastic and probably 
most difficult fight the president 
plans to undertake is to waive 
out-of-state tuition fees for FSU 
students who come from Georgia 
cities close to the Florida border. 

••Our location is detrimental for 
undergraduates on the borderline." 
he said, "this year we are working 
on a plan to waive out-of-state tuition 
fees for borderline students." 

Sliger acknowledged that such a 
move would be difficult — with 
opposition from both Florida and 
Georgia university officials. He 
added, however, that he feels the 
move is necessary. 

"Think of the student who comes 
from Thomasville w hich is only about 
30 miles or so away ... I find it 
unfair he has to pay staggering 
out-of-state tuition fees when he 
lives so close to FSU."

Apologizing for the decrease in 

this year's budget base. Sliger asked 
faculty members to "spend funds 
judiciously and to make do as best 
you can to provide the best 
educational experience as possible 
for our students." 

Sliger said that salary increases 
and new allocations for this year 
accounted for $3.14 million, which is 
greater than the total budget 
increase. This year's total budget is 
S61 million — about $3 million over 
last vear's S58 million.

C ardinal Terrence Cooke of New York 
entered the controversy saying he could 
understand the suspicion of some people, 
"but we're past the point of autopsies."

The demand by the traditionalist CivUu 
Cristiana came only hours before John 
Paul • s body was schedu led to be sealed in the 
three coffins in which he will be entombed 
following an outdoor funeral in St. Peter's 
Square today. 

Major Italian newspapers, led by the 
prestigious Corriere della Sem, have been 
running front page articles since Sunday 
questioning the Vatican's decision not to 
conduct an autopsy on John Paul's body. 

Pope John Paul died in bed Thursday 
night after an apparent massive heart attack 
at the age of 65. 



Hearst-nappers sentenced 



OAKLAND, Calif. (UP!)— William and 
Emily Harris. Symbionese Liberation Army 
kidnappers of Patricia Hearst, were 
sentenced yesterday to a minimum of ten 
years and eight month in prison for the 
1974 abduction and three related crimes. 

Whispering and laughing before 
sentencing, the Harisses appeared calm in 
the Alameda County Superior Court of 
Judge Stanley P. Golde. 

Golde handed down consecutive 
sentences, ranging up to life, for the 
crimes. The minimum time specified 
totalled ten years and eight months. Bud 
District Attorney Lowell Jensen said the 
state parole board could reduce the 



minimum terms by another three years and 
the Harrises could be out by 1983 or 1984. 

They had pleaded guilty to the 
charges — kidnapping Miss Hearst, kid- 
napping a man whose car was used in the 
abduction, robbing Miss Hearst's fiance. 
Steve Weed, and false imprisonment. 
Charges of physically injuring Miss 
Hearst, which would have called for life 
without parole, were dropped. 

William Harris stood up after the 
sentencing and told about 25 supporters in 
the courtroom: "Emily and I want to say to 
the folks who have supported us the past 
four or five years that we love you.

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Quake compounds tragedy

Acoordtng to Western new 
Agoides. a major earthquake hit 
ea^em han (ahout 400 miles 
southeast of T^ran) on Saturday 
niglit. September 16. causing 
extmsive damage. Radio BBC oi 
London estimated the death toll at 
15.000 while NBC News put the 
number at 18.000. Other sources 
have estimated the loss to 
be much higher, possibly 
reaching 50,000 or more. 

AP reported on Sunday that 
"The National Earthquake Infor- 
mation Service of the U.S. 
Geological Survey said in Golden. 
Colorado, that it measured the 
quake at 7.7 on the Richter 
scale." Yet on Monday, the AP 
and UPI quoted sources in the 
Teheran Geophysics Institute who 
claimed the strength of the quake 
measured 7.0 on the Richter 
scale. 

Thus only one week after the 
dictatorial regime of the Shah of 
Iran gunned down more than 
10,000 people in demonstrations 
diat brought 5 to 7 million people 
into the streets throughout Iran, 
another great tradegy has 
befallen the Iranian people. 

While the earthquake was the 
result of forces of nature, the 
massive death toll as well as the 
extensive level of injury and 
damage caused by it are a direct 
result of the extistence of the 
Shah's backward, feudal regime 
which has continually kept the 
population in a state of pov^y 
and under development. 

AP reports 'The same region 
was struck by a quake August 31, 
1968 that killed 12,000 people. 
That quake had a 6.5 
Richter-scale reading." That 
was exactlv 10 years and 15 days 
ago. After that quake the Iranian 
regime claimed to have rebuilt 
the area with homes and 
buildings able to withstand major 
disasters such as the one in '68. 
Yet despite all efforts of the part 
of the progressive and revolu- 
lionarv movement in and outside

estioned Smith's past fiaaiicial dealisgs. 
cker cited land Smith recently pmchased 
r>r the stete on St. George Island, his 
lirchase of an antique car from then- 
^omptraOer Fred O. '*Bttd*' Dkkinsoo, 
]nd his stance on oansttmerism. 

Becker produced several editorial 
endorsements of Sniitli from varicws 
I lorida newspi^iers, one wlri^ eneoofaged 
Him to be more active in consumer affairs, 
ccker said that Snuth expects consumers 
trust him, "even ^oogh he has spent Im 
fe screwing them." 

Apparently 'tmst me' is enough for a 
ouple of newspapers — I don't thiidL it's 
nough for the people of Florida," BedLer 
aid. 

Don North, Smith's press secretary, 
j rmed Becker's charges "balloon pice/' 
it's just nonsense," North said, "it's 
iker's only hope. He's running a slander 
mpaign — they're all lies." 
North said that Becker himself 
{purchased several thousand acres of land 
I om St. George Island, at a cost of $18,000 
)c r acre. The land Smith purchased for the 
fate was acquired at a price of SS,600 per 
icrc, North said. 

"Docs that represent a screwing of the 
stale?" North inquired. 

Becker also alleged that Smith is trying 
to buy the election. 

North responded that the reason Smith 
has collected more money is that he has a 
brt)ader constituency and has worked 
harder by appearing in every county. 

"He's (Becker) a one-constituency man 
— the condo vote in Miami," North 



diided. 

Smith's chief spokespmon poiitted out 
that his candidate has reeeived the 
endorsement of all the mi^ M|y 
newspapers in the state. 

"If Jim was gnaty of all this baloney , he 
Mildn't have got a siimle ewkxiement/' 
he said. 

North also criticized the press for Hm 
coverage of the campaign. 

"If Becker got up bi front of the capitol 
md said Jim Smith rapes baMes, woold 
you prbit itV North asked. 

At one point dvring the press 
conference, Becker predicted victory for 
camp. He cited a poll published Sunday 
in the Florida Times-Union which showed 
him only two percentage points behind 
Smith amongst those "most likely to 
vote." 

"We have the momentum and I dank we 
are going to peak between the hours of 
seven and seven on Oct. 5," Becker 
boasted. 

North countered by saying the first poll 
had Smith up by six percentage points, but 
the final poll results showed Snrfth wHh 47 
percent of the vote. 

North said if the second poll turns out as 
accurate as the first one, "We*re going to 
knock him (Becker) back to Miami Beach." 

Snnth has largely dismissed Becker's 
charges as those of a "desperate man." He 
has accused Becker of being a former 
Republican. 

"I may have been one, but I guarantee 
you, in his head, Jim Smith is cme," said 
Becker, who switched party affiliations in 
1971. 

Becker said he has around $50,000 left in 
his campaign treasury, which he will use 
mainly for television and radio 
advertisements. 

Smith has said he will invest an 
additional $91,000 in radio and TV ads 
before the Oct. 5 election.

WASHINGTON — With President Carter 
irking behind the scenes, the Senate 
iminated crippling amendments yesterday 
d cleared the way for passage of a bill to 
tend the deadline for ratifying the Equal

The Senate defeated an amendment by 
n Jake Garn, R-Utah, which would have 
t slates reverse themselves between now 
d June 30, 1982. the extension's 
adiine. The 54-44 vote against Gam was a 
r prise, and observers predicted the 
easure would pass easily when the final 
le is taken tomorrow. 

Tarter said later that he had made '*25 to 
calls yesterday to members of Congress 
a numberof legislative issues, mcludiag 
A. energy and water profects. 
Congress' relatiooshH> with Carter was 
^ focus of much of yesterday's actioii. The 
'use passed the $35.2 biflioo defense

House Speater Thomas O'NeiQ drew the

O'Neill even warned Carter that some of 
his cherished bills, like the long-stalled 
energy bill, could be threatened by the 
confrontation. "There has to be some 
bitterness. . .some rancor out there that I 
don't like to see brewing," the speaker 
said.

But all was clean sailing for Carter 
yesterday when ERA came up in the 
Senate. Thirty-five of the required 38 states 
have ratified the aiJiendment to ban 
discrimination because of sex, but ERA 
supporters say that without the extention, 
the proposal is likely to fail. 

Arguing against Gam's amendment. 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-lnd., said, "Giving the 
states the right to rescind at this stage of

The council's latest inflation update said that while food 
prices have eased " somewhat in recent weeks to give 
some relief to consumers "the inflation rate for the year as a 
whole will show a clear acceleration from the rate of the past 
two years.*' 

Wage freeze bill approved 

WASHINGTON (U PI)— Congress approved and sent to 
the White House yesterday a compromise bill freezing Ae 
salaries of members of Congress. U.S. judges and top 
federal officials and limiting pay increases for most other 
government workers to 5 S percent next vear. 

The salary provisions were contained in a bill appropriat- 
ing $9 billion to operate the Treasury Department, Postal 
Service, executive offices of the president, and some 
independent agencies in fiscal 1979. 

The Senate approved the measure 70-20, a short time 
after it was passed by the House.

OTAc 220 sabbaticals the mne state 
nniversities must share next year, however, 
only 20 are designated by the BOR UFF 
agreement as one-quarter leaves. The 
two-quarter option has been eliminated, 
and the other 200 arc three-quarter leaves 
at half salary. The BOR has not yet decided 
FSU's share. 

••FSU will get at most two or three of the 
20 one-quarter sabbaticals/' said Dean of 



Faculties Daisy Flory. "We will probably 
not get more than 25 or 26 of the 
three-quarter ones." 

With the favorite sabbatical reduced from 
18 to a possible three positions next year, 
the options left professors desiring a 
•'renewal break" are certainly less 
advantageous than a year ago, admitted 
faculty members. 

••The idea of three whole quarters at half 
pay would be very difficult for a lot of 
faculty members/' said FSU government 
professor Paul Piccard, blaming income loss 
for the difficulty. 

Piccard also decried the one-quarter 
option: **One quarter off is apt to be 
inadequate. One can't really get the benefit 
of a sabbatical, in terms of a general period 



Other faculty members not covered by 
the BOR UFF pact are not eligible for 
sabbaticals, according to FIofn . because 
there is not enough nKmey to begin a 
separate program. 

The law school faculty and department 
chairperst)ns of the home economics and 
business schiH)|s arc among those not 
covered by the agreement.

His legislative experiCTcc (12 vears in 
the House, 12 in the Senate) would be a valuable asset to one 
who would become furthur involved in the w orkings of state 
government. 

Beverly Dozier. Firestone's opponent for the Democratic 
nod to go against Republican Ander Crenshaw in the 
November electiiMi, has experience in state government 
too— plenty in fun, and most of it spent working in the 
secretary of state'soffice under previous secretaries of state. 
She ran unsuccessfully for the office four years ago against 
Bruce Smathers. 

Dozter*s expertise appears to be in the area of cultural 
affairs— an area where we tbxek she probably would shine 
brighter than Firestone. The operations of die cabinet 
bureacracies are quite a bit different than those in the House 
and Senate chambers, and Dozier's 15 years in the thick of it 
might give her a slight edge, initialy, on running a cabinet 
post over her opponent.

Not long tf^. a sharp decrease in enrollment at Catholic 
sthoois had many of the private schools system's 
ac^niinistrators worrying about their future.

Sister Margaret is the only nun presently working at the 
aAooL a hei which is indicative of a new problem facing 
may other Catholic schools. In recent years along with 
■P CT^e d student enrollment there alsohas been a rise in the 
nanber of secular teachers that Catholic schools must 
employ IB order to provide an adequate education. The 
increasing number of -hired" teaching staffs has strained 
many of the nuHicraieiy pnced tuitions levied by thefinvate 
schools. 
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At Trinity, the tuition charge depends on whether the 
family is affiliated with any of the three local Catholic 
churches and the number of children attending the school. 
For a church-affiliated family, the price is $605 a year for a 
single child, while for the child of a non-affiliated family, the 
price is upped to $900. 

"We are indebted to the community parish for their 
support." said Sister Margaret, who mentioned some 
cosi-cu tiing policies that have helped the school function at a 
cost per pupil much lower than at public schools. The 
students arrive at school, for example, via parent organized 
car pools and bring their own lunches, thus eliminatiiig the 
cost of bus maintenance and a cafeteria. 

The teachers at the school receive only 80 permit of the 
salary offered by public schools, but Sister Margaret was 
quick to add "There is a tremendous sense of dedication 
among our faculty . The only complaints that 1 receive are 
when 1 cut a teacher" s teaching hours in scheduling/* 

Another cost-reducing factor in the Catholic system abo 
offers the school an extreme amount of flexibUity. Since 
there is no nation-wide or even state-wide adarinistntive 
body for Catholic schools, administrative overhead is kept at 
a minimum and individual schools are affiaded modi 
freedom than in most education systems.

Wt call our 
equivalent of the PTA and Home and School Association/ ' 
she added, taking cm to emphasize that the small size of 
thcschoors governing body and its relation with the church 
made administrators easily accessible. 

Sister Margaret said she hopes present interest will 
continue and that expansion will soon be made into the 
second day realm. As it now stands, the students enrolled 
will have to leave the Catholic system after the eighth grade 
to attend public schools. 

Students are selected on a first come, first serve basis, and 
the present student body includes members of the Greek 
Orthodox sect as well as members of the Jewish religon.

FSU's Flowers proves he 
can catch as well as run

A gregarious sort. Flowers is remarkable 
in both his honesty and his expections . " See , 
I was a thug right up through junior high.

But in 
ivaoKX high we had this principal that was 
always calling my mother and upsetting her 
with what I had done, that 1 began to think 
about what I was doing. I realized it wasn't 
wortii it anymore, and I began then to try to 
make friends instead of enemies." 
. Making friends is important to Flowers, 
but pleasing his mother is more so. As a 
maintenance worker at Florida Junior 
College, she has been the sole support of the 
Flowers family for years. With his only 
brother "kind of slow** due to a childhood 
bout with ^rman measles, and his 
step-father paralyzed on the left side of his 
body, Flowers has been most appreciative of 
her efforts. "I want (someday) to be able to 
help her." 

Straightening out his act as a teenager is 
remarkable, but more amazing may be 
Flowers* career plans. "I want to get into 
aircraft maintenance or dielel mechanics. I 
wanted to do some of that when I was in high 
school, but my counselor said no, *you*re 
going to college* so I took other things. And 
FSU doesn't have anything like that." 

Though presently majoring in speech 
communication, and with the dream of "a 
shop of my own** fafa^y entrenched in his 
mind, he does not rule out pro ball. "I think 
every gut that plays college ball wants to give 
it a try." But Flowers adds. "When I was 
in junior high, I didn't know what playing 
high school ball would involve, and when I 
was in high school 1 didn't know what to 
expectof college ball. NowI'mincoflegeand 
I don't know what pro ball would be like. So 
I'll just wait and see." 

As a talented football/basketball/track 
performer in high school who was voted 
"Athlete of the Year" in Duval County his 
junior year. Flowers has to stand in awcof no 
one. Yet there is more than just a tiXKA of 
respect when he talks of this year's team. 

"This whole team is a bunch of fighters," 
he says. "We didn't get beat last week 
(against Houston), we just lost . The y 
weren't the better team. We just wcren t 
ready mentally. What they showedusis that 
you can ' t go out there like that. The way I sec 
it, wecan beat any team we play, but we can't 
Uke anv team for granted."

Askew won the Democratic nomination in 1970 after 
trailing then Anomey General Earl Faircioth in the first 
primary. Sen. Lawton Chiles did the same thmg two >ears 
later. 

But no candidate in state history ever overcame such a big 
deficit as Graham and won. 

Graham said voter reaction to Shevin's "negative" 
campaign was a factor in his victory. 

"The people of Florida are beyond that. " he said. "They 
are interested in the future of Fknida government and the 
quality of that government.** 

Issues almost were obscured by the campaign's acrimony, 
and almost led to blows in an election eve meeting in a 
Miami radio station — Shevin snatched a newspaper from 
Graham's hand. 

But Graham laid down a pretty substantial list off 
promises, headed by a commitment to push in the 
legislature a measure freezing all property taxes at the 1978 
level for two years while a tax reform commission studies 
the total state-local tax structure.

A feu weeks ago I listened to a National Public Radio 
reporter recounting a massacre in Teheran which he 
described as a clash bctueen Iranian troops and "fanatical 
Moslem traditionalists protesting the Shahs liberal 
reforms. " In response to a question he listed some of the 
reforms, including the promise of elections, freedom of 
speech, press, and assembly; secular law, and loosening of 
traditional restraints on women. 

I had already begun to find these reports about Islamic 
fanatics a bit cloying. Every country has a few fanatics and, 
doubtless. Iran is no exception, but when their numbers are 
chronicled in the millions, one would be wise to question the 
credibility of those who apply the label. Moreover, it seemed 
unbelievable to me that thousands of demonstrators would 
sacrifice their lives to protest against the prospect of freedom 
of assembly. 

I subsequently learned that about 4.500 (the Shah's figure 
is 56) people were machine-gunned to death during the 
"clash" in Teheran from Sept. 7-9. Further, the specific 
"modernization" they were protesting was the incineration 
of some 830 of their citizens in a theater fire in Abadan. 
Hundreds of eye-w itnesses agree that the patrons of the Rex 
Cinema could have escaped the fire if the Shah's troops had 
not ringed the burning building, locked the doors, fended off 
rescue efforts, and brutally murdered the few who managed 
to flee throut^h the roof. 

Though this behavior is certainly non-traditional, it hardly 
qualifies as a liberal reform. One must be wary of words like 
modernization and traditionalism. In the United States we 
have seen how environmental despoilers, for example, have 
begun describing their opponents as archaic intransigents, 
standing in the way of progress. Yet it is obvious to us that not 
every change is a change for the better, that some things are 
worth conserving. Likewise, our mass media have no 



business characterlztBg the innian people as bmkwaid or 
unenlightened if they seem to yearn for the good old days 
when they didn't have a government that burned them alive 
. and shot them down in the streets.. 

Conversations with Iranians in Florida and California and a 
reading of some of the literature on Iran indicate that the 
Shah's press releases about modernizing and liberalizing 
(uncritically reprinted by our wire services) serve as a 
smo.kescrecn for an effort to consolidate all power in the 
hands of the monarchy by weakening the influence of the 
clergy, the last independent power center in Iran. 

The Shah's vaunted reforms have been a hollow mockery. 
Relaxation of censorship for a few pornographers, for 
example, is no real advance in freedom of the press w hen it is 
accompanied by a ban on opposition newspapers and arrest, 
torture, or exile for the regime's critics. "Land reform" is a 
grotesque parody when its net result is to open farmland to 
foreign agribusiness, depriving the poorest peasants of the 
few rights the\ had in the countryside and forcing them into 
the cities to fight among themselves for the few unskilled jobs 
available. 

Freedom of speech is an episodic phenomenon, 
periodically allowed, then suddenly banned. Iranians say the 
Shah occasionally encourages dissent so the secret police can 
identify his leading opponents and arrest them later. The 
Shah numbers his political prisoners at 2,000 and declining, 
yet three new prisons are under construction. Time magazine 
estimates about 100,000 political prisoners. Other sources 
claim twice that number. The fate of many of these prisoners 
is almost unimaginably horrible. The "toaster," an electrk 
wire-covered bed frame, is only one example of recent 
technological innovations in the science of torture. 

Some observers describe Iran as ftie next Vietnam. The 
concern is not misplaced. American corporate investment in 
Iran runs in the billions. The U.S. has provided over $18 
billion in military supplies to Iran in the last 20 years. Our CIA 
eaiablished the secret police (SAVAK) in 1957 and conttnues 
to train them. American mUitary personnel in Iran number 
over 40,000, some of whcnn were reportedly semt dkecting 
helicopter operations against protestors in Tabriz test month .

The key problem of the Middle East, ancient crossroads of 
many civilizations and goal of military strategists and oil 
prospectors, wrote foreign policy expert Vera Micheles 
Dean in 1957. is the need to mesh Islam as a community 
with the thought processes and techniques of the modem 
world as developed by the West. 

Islam is a religion organized as a community on a political 
basis — with the state based on the sacred book of the 
Muslims, the Koran. It is a way of life, with every activity 
down to the smallest detail regulated by Koranic 
prescriptions. Dean wrote. And it is an interpretation of 
history which depicts Islam as having achieved temporal 
glory th rough militant application of its faith before its 
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decline in the 13th century. 

This complete integration of religion, political system, 
way of life, and interpretation of history makes it extremely 
difficolt to alter the institutions of the Muslim countries 
unless the priests, or ulema, who interpret the Koran, are 
favorable to proposed changes. If they oppose change, they 
may resort to fanatical resistance up to and including the 
assassination of would-be reformers, or so Dean wrote in 
**The Nature of the Non-Western Worid." 

If a strong political ruler decides to take the initiative and 
defy the ulema. he can do so, and succeed politically — as 
Kemal Ataturk did in Turkey in the 1920s, when he 
abolished the institution of the Caliphate and separated the 
state from the church, and Col. Gamal Abdel Nasser, 
premier of Egypt, did by outlawing the Muslim Brotherhood 
in 1 954 and depriving it of the powerful influence it had once 
wielded over political life. 

In Iran we have been watching a Muslim countr>' engaged 
in a struggle that will determine whether the rigid 
authoritarianism of Islam can be adapted to modem life or 
make the attempt, favored, by powerful Muslim leaders, to 
return to its glorious but vanished past. Islam never has 
experienced a process of intellectual change comparable to 
the Reformation in Europe, wrote Dean in 1957. h must go 
through such a reformation in our time if it is not to be 
rejected by the younger elements who want modernization 
And rejection holds the danger that Muslims uprooted fmn 
their ancient faith might feel disoriented and seek new roots 
m political movements which combine a way of life with a 
faith, notably communism. 

The street fighting in Teheran this summer obscures tiw 
fact that the Shah until now has been attemptlBg to 
conciliate rather than crush deep-seated unrest in Iran. lUa 
conciliation, of course, is relative lo the brutality of 
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Anti-Shah demonstration at FSU 

East politics, wrote the lead editorialist in the Sept. 13 issue 
of The Wall Street Journal. P^aps 1,000 people have died 
in clashes since the Qom riots in January. And m the face of 
mounting criticism, the Shah dismissed Premier J»insln<i 
Amouzegar with a promise to hold elections neit year. ^ 
complexity of theptoMenis tfiat beset the Shah should, bit 
will not, give pause to the shrill commentaries oo 
policy heard in the United States. 

Some aspects of the Shah's predicament are well eiw# 
known. The domestiodly endangered Iranian Studc«^ 
Association has been aptly vocal here and has pensi^ 
many Americttis to embrace its anti-Shah and aoti^ 
campaign. 

UnHl^ the masses In neighboring oil-rich nations. Irai's 
poverty-stricken 35 million people can absorb the n<« 
we^ all too readily. In fact, inflation and disruption of * 
agriculture that still supports most of them account for n"^ 
of tfie current trouble. Additionally, Iran has very laJ# 
Arabic. Turkic and Kurdish minorities whose secessid 
would, among other things, deprive the country of * 
oilfields. Relations with neighboring states have betf 
hstori^ly poor, and it is no surprise that American miM 
technkians are jokingly said to be the fourth- largest «» 
fr*iMaii ethnic groiip.

The AKAI is capable of recording on four 
separate tracks, all independent of one 
another, while also possessing an automatic 
reverse. 

"I could run it until the entire thing 
burned out without ever having to switch 
the tape," Ferri said. "At the time I bought 
it, it was one of the most elaborate 
recorders at a moderate price." 

That "moderate price" was approxi- 
mately $1,000. 

The four other source instruments 
include two turntables — a Dual electronic 
dimt drive and a PioiMer PL-50 — a JVC

If I go 
more than a third's volume or so, our 
neighbors begin to get uneasy." 

The instruments called on to handle the 
physical aspects of the system include a set 
of Pioneer CS-88 speakers and a set of 
audio-lab two way speakers. Both Ferri and 
Kennedy think the speakers make the most 
of any system. As they explained, the 



various arrangements of woofers, horns 
tweeters, and super tweeters are absolutel 
essential for proper differentiation of th 
electronic messages sent by their matri 
system. 

"It's not quad at all." Kennedy said 
"The matrix system improves over regula 
stereo by differentiating the sound better 
The four channels give you a mor 
'surrounding' effect and allow you to hea 
sounds otherwise lost in a regular system.' 

There are certain sounds, however, tha 
the stereo connoisseur regrets hearing 
such as the background hissing noise 
associated with anything from a poOTl; 
grounded turntable, or dusty stylus, to s 
low quality tape or recording. 

For these unpleasantries. Kenned; 
bought a Dolby (Dbx) Noise Reducer. Thi 
reducer eliminates many of the tapi 
associated sounds by "taking a frequenc} 
and compressing and expanding it," Fen- 
said. For a more elaborate explanation. h( 
refers to the 40-page manual that^Bawe witi: 
the component. 

"The quality of equipment is crucial," 
Kennedy commented. "You could get a lot 
more elaborate with a system, but this w9] 
do me fine for some time to come."

Menasco suggests buying systems that 
are matched to each other. You certainly 
don't want 40 watt wall-speakers hooked 
up to an amplifier that only puts out 10 
watts per channel. Or Technic's latest 
direct drive wonder connected to a pair of 
$50 speakers. 

Also, when making that critical speaker 
comparison, the buyer should make sure 
that it's done competently. 

When comparing only two speakers at 
a time, they should be placed side by side 
with the sound set on mono (to avoid 
differences in stereo effects) and on the 
same amplifier. The A-B comparison, as 
they call it in the stereo business, is then 
made by flipping the sound from one 
speaker to the other at the same volume. 
Then, presumably, the buyer can discern 
which box he or she most likes. 

FinaUy, after having made the 
momentous decision, it*s important to 
buy from a dealer who can give you fiill 
service. 

**You need to buy from someone who 
will work with you if you take your 
system home and it doesn*t work right, 
he should say, let*s fw it," Menasco 
adds. 

Once you're sure of a dealer that backs 
up tht i>»vjduct, you're ready to set up 
your system and try a do-it-yourself 
Memorex test at your next party.

Some profs are book-hogs

An FSU d<Ktoral tandidaie researching 
materials for ht-r dissertation stepped into 
Stro/.icr I ibrary recently only to find that 
six of the classic" studies d{>ne in her 
related field were currently checked out by 
faculty members. Ihis would not have 
botherrd her so much, but then she saw 
some ot the books listed were overdue by 
as much as four years. Suddenly, her 
dissertation appeared very uncertain. 

C urrent librarv policv tov^ard'^ faculty 
diH's not include any form of penally for the 
late return of books. With this privilege, 
many professors opt to keep books on some 
kind of extended-loan basis rather than the 
three-week period allowed students. (One 
book in a professor's possession has been 
out since 1972.) 

Lucille Higgs. assistant head of 
administration at the library, said in the 
ca.se of professors "we have tried to enact 
policies that would be more effective in this 
area, but the faculty claims this is 
restricting their 'academic freedom."' 

'"We reali/e these materials are 
sometimes needed by instructors doing 
research for extended periods. For this 
reason ue have no fines on overdue books 
checked out by instructors." 

It is impossible for anyone to find out 



exactiv who possesses checked out or 
overdue materials, but there are a large 
number of borrower s code number "A s ". 
indicative of faculty, in the sociology and 
humanities section of the library 's overdue 
computer sheet. 

' If a student requests a b(xjk a professor 
has overdue, current policy is to send a 
letter to the professor asking him to return 
the materials. " Higgs said. "Most of the 
time this is sufficient." 

Charles Conwav of the library science 
school added the problem is not unique to 
FSU. 

"Instructors are relatively immune from 
responsibilitv at libraries across the nation. 
Head librarians are therefore left to employ 
means that have only a varving level of 
effectiveness in returning materials." 

Basically then, the decision whether or 
not to return borrowed materials is an 
instructor's personal perogative. Higgs 
warned, however, all of this may change 
when the library installs a new check-out 
system sometime next year. 

"With the new system." she explained, 
"we will be able to stop the loan of 
materials to persons with overdue books 
right at the check-out counter as they try to 
borrow new materials." The question 
remains to be answered, however, how this 
new system will fare with "academic 
freedom."

The University Mental Health Center was 
organized this quarter by Leach to merge 
services offered by the Counseling Center 
in Bryan Hall with the Health Center into 
one centrally located unit. 

Former Health Center Director Dr. 
Phillip Rond. a psychiatrist, heads the new 
mental health center. The staff consists of a 
clinical psychologist (yet to be appointed), 
two counseling psychologists and a 
part-time psychiatrist. 

One of the foremost 'immediate 
objectives*' Kizirian. Leach and others 
agree on is the need to bring on board more 
professional staff. 

*i don't think there's any doubt (FSU 
counseling services are) understaffed ftwr a 
major university." Kizirian said. 

**I think we're doing pretty well. 
Nevertheless, there just aren't enough 
people." she observed. "We don't blame 
that on anybody, it's part of the university's 
problem. . .they don't have enough mmiey 
for anything." 

Kizirian, who holds a doctorate from FSU 
in marriage and family counseling, said the 
Mental Health Center's smaU professional 
siatf has forced student interns to bear a 
heavy caseload. 

"A lot of people come to us with some 
critical psychological problems and weliave 
to rely almost entirely on our interns." 
Kizirian said ' A lot of the interns are very 
good but thev haven't had the experience to 
deal with people who have really intense 

problems." . , 

Because counseling is designated an

Iran is becoming 
another Vietnam

As conditions in Iran come to 
crisis proportion, the truth in 
what Iranian students have been 
telling Americans for over a year 
is becoming more and more 
apparent.

On Sept. 10, 1978, The 
Washington Post printed that 
President Jimmy Carter had 
called the Shah of Iran from Camp 
David. Md., to express support of 
the Shah's actions in regards to 
the people's movement against 
the Shah. It is important to note 
that Prime Minister Begin, who 
was with Carter, expressed the 
same sentiments and has already 
followed through on his support 
by sending Israeli trcx>ps to Iran 
to strengthen the Shah s militia. 

The reason the 5hah is 



requiring aid from foreign 
countries, such as the U.S. and 
Israel, is that his own military is 
now becoming sympathetic to the 
pleas of the people. As was the 
case in Vietnam, it is probable 
that the Shah will be calling for an 
increasing amount of foreign 
troops to try to end the growing 
resistance to his regime. 

If the U.S. is to prevent 
full-scale involvement in Iran, 
such as we had in Vietnam, then 
the American people must voice 
their very real apprehensions and 
fears concerning Iran, as well as 
their anger in being brought into 
the situation. 

Writing letters to local 
newspapers and public officials, 
encouraging friends to do the 
same, and protesting U.S. 
support of the Shah are all very 
influential in manifesting the 
power of the people to decide 
what they deem important 
enough to become involved in a 
war for. Please help get U.S. out 
of Iran.

Renter gets a 
complex-cheap 

(ZNS) Here's a story that should delight 
anv apartment renter who has failed to 
have a clcanini; deposit returned after 
moving out and leaving a clean apartment 
behind.

"The Rattlers are on the move. . . FAMU is a WUUMBr, 
he often repeated before the 400-plus crowd gadiercd far 
•the president's convocation Friday. But he then also 
warned it was going lu take much more than atWrtirs to 
guarantee FAMU its place in the sun. 

••We have a foundation." he said, "but we wifl ooly 
receive (academic) recognition after we have 
c»nceptualized our goals." 

To do so. Smith said. FAMU should develop a 
•'systems " approach to the university, h is time the 
university "rethink its view of itself as many separate and 
autonomous departments, divisions and colleges," he 
said, "and begin to embrace the concept of a system." 

He pointed to some of the quality programs that afa^ady 
existed at FAMU, such as the pharmacy and nursing 
schools, and said that in the past "we have failed to 
capitalize on the natural relationships between (programs) 
in the university." 

He spoke in particular of developing a •'systems** 
approach in these health-related departments, saying he 
planned to bring all of these programs under the jiingle 
heading of the college of allied health. 

Smith also re-emphasized his support of FAMU*s 
agricultural department, pointing to its present studies in 
the feasibility of state-wide grape growing as evidence of 
an available niche for the program, which is dwarfed by 
the University of Florida program.

Using the university's centennial in 1967 as a target 
date. Smith said hb administration would do everjrtfaing it 
could to make the university one of the state's best by that 
time. 

He spoke of the administration's helping increase future 
legislative support of the school and spoke of increasing 
matching federal funds. 

•*We need to recruit and strengthen." he said, "to tap 
all available resources." He then added, however, that 
some of the responsibility would lie with the students 
themselves. 

"Doing your own thing at the expense of others is not 
the FAMU thing." Smith said. He then asked students to 
look about them at the *"all-Americans in academics — and 
ask these students how they do it." 

"The potential of this university is unlimited if we take 
this systems approach," he said, and then concluded by 
asking for students' support *;as we drive for oijir highest 
goals." 



FSU urban planners design 
mass nuclear evacuation scheme

Up to 140 milfion American lives could 
be saved in case of nuclear attack under a 
Crisis Rdocatioa Plaa recently prepared by 
a team of urban planners from FSU for the 
U.S. Defense Department. Ihe pfam 
involves an orderly mass of movement of 
urban population into the lower risk areas 
of smaller towns and rural regions. 

"hi crteis r^ o ci t i o B plannmg we plan for 
a three day maiimmn period of evacuation 
people are moved away from 
centers," explained Dr. 




Olsen 

William Olsen, a designer of the plan, and 
professor of urban planning at FSU. 

There are three categories of population 
oeoters that would be evacuated, according 
to Olsea. The first includes those areas 
near strategic bases because of their 
coooterattack capabilities. One such high 
probability target would be the Homestead 
(Florida) Air Force Base, which has a base 
for intercontinental bombers. Second 
priority target areas would be cities with 
nffitary support capabilities (radar, naval 
hases, etc.). The third category of high risk 



centers would include any metropolitan 
area with a population of 50,000 or more. 

Under the crises relocation plan, the 
target areas first were identified by the 
Department of Defense, Olsen said. Then 
the amount of destructive force needed to 
eliminate each area could be determined. 
In addition. Defense pinpointed which 
areas would be subjected to especially high 
doses of radiation. 

Lower risk counties, called host areas, 
are to be used as places of reception and 
care for the people who are moved away 
from high risk areas, according to Olsen. 
The idea, he said, is to move people from 
target areas such as Tallahassee or Tampa 
into "congregate facilities" using high 
schools, large department stores, 
warehouses and other large buildings. 

**It is hoped that crisis relocation 
planning would be a deterrent to a national 
attack," Olsen said. If a foreign power 
knew that there would be no population in 
our major cities to attack, the probability of 
an actual attack would be lessened. Thus it 
is assumed that negotiations would be 
successful." 

**The notion that there is going to be a 
nuclear strike from out of the blue, with no 
warning, does not receive a high 
probability in terms of the way our defense 
brains are thinking about it." Olsen added. 

**A more likely situation would be one 
where crisis situations will have 
emerged." he continued. "Negotiations 
will be under way. There, it is felt that the 
ability to evacuate high risk target areas 
can be an advantage at the bargaining 
table. The Crisis Relocation Plan is an 
option, to be used at the discretion of the 
President of the United States when he 
feels that the international situation is 
serious enough to warrant a serious move 
of this nature.'*

Donovan Is ptogimm director for Tallahassee radio 
statitm WTAL, which has just changed its nmmd focus 
from top-40, AM-style rod^ to what he describes as 
"oontemporury rock/* a sound more common to FM 
staticms. 

The move was made about a month ago in order to 
attract more hsteom and imptove a steadily sagging 
Arbttron rating, Donovan said. 

WTAL* tfie cky's oldi»t hkUo statwa, foimded tai 1914, 
Aras the t<iw9's sole rock and roll outlet for years before the 
adveirt of FM. ft even had a number one nmking among 
city statkms for ^ne years, Dcmovan said. 

However , as more and more listenm tuned ooio the ^ 
dial, WTAL's popularity began to drop. So <fid ^ Arbteoo 
ratings. Arbitron is an organization whkh determines 
number and make-up of station's audiences, sindlar to 
TV's Nieison rating system ki its influence on ^e industry. 

Finally , a year ago last June, the statitm, then located cm 
Philip's road, burned to the ground, forcmg rdocitfion to a 
new building nordi of town. 

That combmation, plus a dismal showing in the last 
ratings, finally caused tfie switohova. 

Donovan says he's fdeaaed wiOi the resuhs, howev». 

"We're gating ffX9t llstenar response, and I tiiink 
irttracting a l^er atufience," he said. 

The new fetmat sounds "ahnost Hke FM on AM" and 
features artists like Kenny Logglns, Bartoa Strosand, 
James Taylor and Dan Fogelberg, along with occasional 
album cuts and oldies, said Donovan. 

Althoui^ those tuning in shouldn't expect to hear the 
latest Stones or Boston or any other hard-edged nxk, ttoe 
shouldn't be much disco either, according to Donovan.

fa order to better compete with the city's FM stations 
which are generally fav«H-ed by listeners: becai»e of tiie 
better reception they fnovide fa ^ereo, WTAL has added a 
frequency separator to dlfi^ncntlate between high, 
mid-range and low frequency sounds. Most AM stations 
compress the high and tow range frequences fato one 
mid-range sound, whUe FM stations make the separation. 

In additton, Dcmovan expects to have programming fa 
stereo as soon as AM-stereo is ^vdoped, probably 
around the first of the year. Ccmgress has just approved a

execute on offense. Cincinnati was able to do all three 
against the Seminoles, but ail in a losing cause as FSU 
quarterback Jimmy Jordan, replacing starter Wally 
Woodham, culminated a brilliant second half performance 
with a 56 yard touchdown strike to speedy Sam Piatt with 
less than two minutes to play, providing FSU with the 
margin of victory in a 26-21 win Saturday night in 
Campbell Stadium. 

Until Jordan's heroics at the end. the game w^is a 
mercilessly boring affair that saw a disinterested FSU 
team nearly manhandled by a fired up. if somewhat 
inconsistent. Cincinnati squad coming off an embarrassing 
51-28 shellacking by the Richmond Spiders last week. The 
Bearcats played like a team anxious for a chance to prove 
itself, taking a 7-0 lead in the first quarter and giving the 
Seminoles notice that they were in for a fight, something 
the Seminoles didn't seem to realize until it was almost too 
late. 

During the Bearcats' mitial drive, the FSU defense

missed a crucial tackle at the Seminole 10 on UC 
quarterback Tony Kapetanis, setting a precedent that 
became commonplace as the game progressed. FSU coach 
Bobby Bowden was less than satisfied with his club's 
effort, but, after last week's loss to Houston, was pleased 
with the win. 

**We played a very unemotional game." Bowden said, 
restating the obvious. *1 didn't feel like we deserved to 
win." 

Wally Woodham. getting the starting nod after last 
week's fine performance, was simply not on his game, 
completing only 11 of 27 passes in the first half for 135 
yards and missing numerous open receivers. He did hit 
Jackie Flowers with an 18 yard touchdown to tie the game 
at 7-7, after missing on his first five attempts. 

' ' Woodham was as cold as T ve ever seen him, ' ' Bowden 
said. 

But. fortunately for FSU, wide receiver Jackie Flowers 
was not cold at all. While staying open most of the game. 
Flow ers made some acrobatic catches of errant Woodham 
tosses. in the first half, and played a big part in keeping 
FSU in the ball game until Jordan entered to rescue the 
game. The irrepressible junior from Jacksonville finished 
the game with 9 catches for 134 yards. 

After a similar performance last week, combined with 
the absence of Kurt Unglaub with an injury. Flowers can 
now be considered the Seminoles' number one offensive 
weapon. 

The Seminoles, despite their lack of enthusiasm, pulled 
ahead 14-7 in the second quarter and appeared to be 
pulling away, as the FSU defenders began getting to 
Kapetanis. But on a third and eight at the Cincinnati 38. 
Kapetanis escaped disaster in the backfield, waved his 
receiver behind a relaxed secondary and threw a perfect 40 
yard strike to Mike Cusumano for the tying score. 

So instead of putting the Bearcats away in the first half, 
FSU found itself suddenly in a tied game with the 
momentum on the Bearcats' side. 

A Woodham interception on the first series of the 
second half set up Cincy's go-ahead touchdown. The 
Bearcats drove 42 yards in seven plays, with Ellis Johnson 
going in from the three. With 9:07 left in the third quarter

Atlanta mayor leads protest 

against Rhodesian PM's U.S. visit 



ATLANTA (UPl) — Several hundred blacks led by Mayor 
Mavnard Jackson and the president of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference marched through 
downtown Atlanta yesterday protesting the visit to the 
United States of Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian Smith. 

Smith spoke in Washington yesterday at a Capitol Hill 
news conference before meeting with Secretary of State 
CvTUs Vance later in the afternoon. 

The Atlanta mayor told the more than 500 blacks, ' ' I come 
today as an African- American to protest the issuance by the 
U.S. government of a visa to Ian Smith. 

Jackson denounced the "illegal" South African 
government headed by Smith. 

"He (Smith) is a raci^ and we have enough laa Smiths 



already in this country, Jackson said. 

Calling Smith "a man who represents apartheid, 
oppression and the murder of black people in their 
homeland." SCLC President Dr. Joseph Lowery urged all 
"liberty loving Americans" to join in the protest. 

Lowery said blacks in America vigorously oppose Smith's 
presence, but he said "since Mr. Smith is here, we think he 
ought to have a message from black America. 

*'We do not believe that any settlement in southern Africa 
and particularly in Rhodesia — which should be called 
Zimbabwe — can work that does not include the negotiation 
and participation of the patriotic front," Lowery said. 

Bearing signs that read "march against oppression in 
Rhodesia." and chanting traditional civil rights songs, the 



group gathered at Central City Park for a rally that featured 
talks by Lowery. the Rev. Martin Luther King, Sr., and 
NAACP official Mrs. Jondell Johnson. 

Prime Minister Smith said at a Washington press 
conference yesterday that Rhodesia remains committed to 
hold general elections by December. 1978 and believes 
there is still a chance to restore peace. 

However, he later failed as expected to convince British 
and American officials, including Secretary Vance, of tlie 
value of his Internal solution to tlie Rhodesian proUem. 

The U.N. Security Council has called a meeting this 
afternoon to publicly express disapproval of Rhodesian 
Premier Smith's presence in the United States. 



Pro-casino forces deny crime would rise

Crime will not increase in Florida if casino gambling is 
legalized, the head of a pro-casino group of former law 
officers said yesterday. 

Speaking at a morning news conference at the Florida 
Press Center, Frank Smith, chaurperson of the newly formed 
Let's Help Florida Law Enforcement Committee, said 
Florida "has nothing but to gain** from legalized gambling. 

"Thousands of honest pec^le are employed in legalized 
casinos," Smith said. Stringent licensing and hiring 
practices would keep organized crime out, the ex-FBI agent 
insisted. 

"No casino license will be issued and no casino enrployee 
will be hired prior to a thorough and exhausting 
investigation,*' Smith said. •*! see no reason why it (casino 
gambling) will heighten organized crime.'* 

The 29-year FBI veteran chided Gov. Reubin Adcew and 
other state officials for their anti-casino stances. 

"To Gov. Askew, it is a personal, moral issue. He is 
'inenipting to impose his personal beliefs on the people of 
Florida." Smith charged. 

"Heel I am more knowledgeable in this matter than they 

(anti-casino leaders) are." he said. 

The Let s Help Florida coordinator acknowledged 
^^rganizcd crime has permeated much of Nevada's gambling 
"dustry. but explained that is so because when casinos 
^^re first legalized in Nevada, there were no controls over 
them. 

Smith said the "racket image" of Las Vegas came about 
l^efore 1959. when the State Gaming Commission was 
formed and assumed direct control over the state's casinos. 

He asserted that studies of Atlantic City, where casinos 
ll^re legalized earlier in the year, and Las Vegas, which has 
legalized gambling since 1931, prove casinos will not 
'"crease crime. ^ 
Smith cited the Uniform Crime Reports of 1977, which 
Las Vegas with 28.608 total offenses for the year 19// 
compared with 36,336 in Miami. Crime index figures, 
^^^ed on the number of crimes committed divided by the 
y population, also indicate a higher crime rate in Miami 
Us Vegas.

A large-scale drive to organize all 

Florida university employees, both publk 
and private, was announced yesterday by 
the United Facuhy of Florida. 

The UFF — the collective bargaining 
aycni for state university system faculty 
and professional employees — hopes to 
unifv support of the estimated 23,500 
public and private employees of the state's 
two- and four-year colleges, according to a 
statement released by UFF President Ken 
Mc^ili. 

The UFF drive will be held in 
coordination with the state's largest 
teacher union, the Florida Education 
Association/United, as well as the 
American Federation of Teachers and the 
Florida AFL-CIO. 

Megill, chairperson of the jointly 
organized project, said "the goal is to 
create a single, united organization to meet 
the needs of all higher education faculty 
and professional employees in Florida." 

The membership drive is headed by Joe 
Chulak, a 54-year-old organizer who has 
had union experience as the Florida 
director for the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employees. 

Tt is difficult to get some of these 
people to recognize the fact that they can 
be part of an organized labor situation 
simply because they fall into what has to be 
considered a white collar field,'* said

Chulak, who is just starting to evaluate the 
state-wide possibilities of organization. 

Chulak emphasized he felt he could show 
these groups "their particular needs are 
going to be fulfilled by their atfiliation with 
a larger labor movement*" 

These particular needs, explained by 
Megill, include "the basic protections that 
are available to other unionized workers 
like job security. . .honorable working 
conditions, and salary." 

Megill cited the growing relationships 
between private and -public colleges and 
universities as reason for the united 
organization. 

The UFF is convinced "in the future all 
institutions of higher education in effect 
will be part of a single system.**

In any case, we are saddled with Price for the next few 
years as the Distria 11 delegate to the House.

When 1 first began woridng for 
The Ranbcau as a general 
assigomcnt reporter.

I reasoned, it had little reason for 
being in the newspaper, and if it 
was afforded space, it should be 
relegated to the rear. 

Feature anicles. plainl>. were 
low on my list of priorities, and I 
resented the fov us ue '^ere giving 
at the time m The Flambeau to 
the \vork of a co-\'korker named 
Stephen Cassal. Cassai \^rote 
feature stories, and he \*roie 
them quite well, for thai maner. 
As far as I know, he may still be 
uTiting them somewhere, al- 
though I don't know where. 

Ca>,->al and I spent a good deal 
of time arguing back and forth the 
merits of hard news vs. the merits 
of features. Neither of us ever 
entirely convinced the other of the 
truth of oar rcrspective ccmvic- 
tions. ^ 

I recently came across a 
memorandum he gave me one 
day about three vears ago. 
extolling the virtues of feature 
writing and denouncing the 
failures of hard news. Since as 
editor I now find myself in a 
position of determining the 
priorities assigned to each. I was 
intrigued, reading Cassal's argu- 
ments again. 

Though I m still far from re- 
served on the qu^ion of priorities 
for the paper as regards hard 
news and features. 1 know a 
balance must exist somewhere, 
and 1 tend to agree with Cassal a 
little more h iih each reading.

The whole premise of an "objective" story, just the 
ts, seems pretty shaky. Even having no opimon hi, 
deed, a kind of opinion. When we're told to write '*just 



the facts," I think we dose off a part of ourselves and I 
think we further the cause ot Uandness. Let's aOow the 
reporter to express his ego. and let's be honest about it: 
even by the selection of "facts," or the ordering of 
"facts," the reporter has lost his objectivity already. 
Every story is a syndesis of the report^'s personality 
and the event he is covering; why should we pretend 
otherwise? 

Conclusion: a hard news story is like a compressor 
machine, making big things little; a feature story tries to 
stretch, and explain, and experiment. Which do you 
think is the more desirable model?

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Senate passes 
tax cut; Carter 
threatens veto

WASHINGTON — The Senate yesterday 
passed a $29.3 billion tax cut for 1979 with 
an escalating five year cut that bloated the 
bill to the point President Carter said he 
would veto it unless a House-Senate 
conference committee makes major 
changes. 

The vote sent the bill to conference later 
this week with a House-passed $16.3 billion 
tax cut that is more to Carter's liking. A 
tinai bill which Carter can sign is expected 
to he completed before Congress' hoped for 
adjiiurnment Saturday. 

"1 would not hesitate to veto it," Carter 
said at a news conference yesterday, if 
House and Senate negotiators cannot come 
up with a version substantially reducing the 
reductions already voted by the Senate. 

The president said he would meet with 
chairpersons of the congressional tax 
writing committees today to try to come up 
with a bill containing the "best elements" 
^'f both. If that doesn't work, "then there 
will be no tax bill this year because I will 
veto it," he warned. 

The only option would be for the Senate 
and House to come back in a special session 
Her the election, which I wduld not favor 
personally." 

The bill would cut income taxes across 
fhe board, provide a one time $100,000 tax 



break, for some home sellers, slash the 
corporate tax rate from' 48 to 44 percent by 
1981, increase from 50 percent to 70 percent 
the amount of capital gains excluded from 
regular federal taxes, provide college 
tuition tax credits scaling up from $100 to 
$250 between 1978 and 1981, and eliminate 
state and local gas tax deductions. 

A five-year Proposition 13 style 
amendment would provide a $165 billion 
cut, tied to restrictions on government 
spending and a balanced budget, stretching 
the bill's total five year reduction to $367 
billion. The amendment clearly would lead 
to a veto and several senators said they 
expected it to be dropped by the 
conference. 

Besides cutting taxes $30 billion in 
calendar 1979, the Senate bill would cut 
taxes $47 billion in 1980, $72 billion in 1981, 
$93 billion in 1982 and $125 billion in 1983. 

Individual tax cuts would be achieved 
primarily by increasing the personal 
exemption from $750 to $1,000, and 
reducing the number of tax brackets from 
25 to 15 for married couples and 16 for 
individuals, thereby allowing taxpayers to 
make more money before rising into the 
next tax bracket. 

The House bill would keep the existing 25 
brackets but spread its $10.4 billion in 
individual tax cuts more evenly.

Legislative heads blast 
casino gambling plan

The incoming leaders of the Florida 
legislature sharply criticised casino 
gambling along Florida's gold coast 
yesterday, claiming it would adversely 
affect tourism, bring in little revenue 
and strengthen organized crime. 

Appearing at' an afternoon news 
conference, both Senate President 
Designate Phil Lewis and Speaker of the 
House Designate Hyatt Brown questioned 
the accuracy of casino advocates' contention 
that legalized casinos will mean an 
additional $120 million in state revenue. 

Brown called the $120 million figure 
"grossly overestimated." According to 
Lewis, the figure may be as low as $20 
million. 

"Those people who think education will 
benefit in my opinion are shouting down a 
rabbit hole," Brown said. 
*it's assumed by the public that 50 percent 
(of the money from gambling) will go to law 
enforcement and 50 percent will go to 
education — that's not what the amendment 
says," Lewis joined in. 

At a press conference Monday, 
pro-casino forces compared the crime rates 
of Miami with those of Las Vegas and 
announced that in each category Miami has 
a greater rate of crime than Las Vegas. 

"When the availability of skimmed cash . 
. . starts to flow into legal businesses, it will 
be virtually impossible to track, it'll be 
virtually impossible to control it," Lewis 
warned. 

The senate president elect said there is a 
"real chance of losing in Florida if this thing 

passes." 

Both legislative leaders eipressed 



confidence that Floridians would vote dow 
legalized gambling when it appears on th 
Nov. 7 ballot. 

"I think if people look at the economics c 
it. it will be soundly defeated/' Brow 
predicted. 

Lewis said he doubted if proposition nin 
will pass, but if it does. Lewis predicted i 
would be the end of the next session befor 
restrictive legislation could be impk 
mented.

Center had IS sUff ptycMogtsIs and coonseiors and 
doeens of stodent iatetm to serve the needs of the stadent 
and faculty populaticMi. Bryan Hal! was all but bursting at 

the scams with the bustle of activity and energy generated 
by people working with people to create for them positive 
penoeal aad academic environments. 

fai 1975, FSU feO prey to a budget malady known as 
**assterity/* aad in ^ subsequent surgical process, 
coui»eling center was first under the knife. After the 
cutting was over. 14 of those staff members — theretofore 
under joint appointment to the center — were sent back to 
thdr respective academic departments where thek 
activities were restricted to teaching so that the university 
could accrue PTEs and, theoreticaOy, more funds for the 
future. 

In no time at all. the number of remaining full-time staff 
dwindled to a pathetic two, whose services were 
conaotidated into the student assistance center and whose 
effioes u«e slMck iato aa obsMUfe corner of the ttiii^^ 
void of even the hizury of a receptionist. Few student 
interns could be accommodated for lack of adequate 
super\ ision; few students could receive more than cursory 
counseimg, regardless of their problems. 

Recen% the oonaefii^ center was moved out of Bryan 
Hafl altmetfler. nmged with ^ existing mental health 
facffities at the university Health Center, given a 
receptionist and even retitled the University Mental 
Health Center. 

But for all the reshuftUi^, as near as we can figure, the 
gain in terms of oomselaii persoimel araomte to half of 
one pS3^hiatrist, although even that may be negated by 
loss ^ one part time Other Person nel Services 
counselor and the possible loss of another. The maximum 
number of student interns the center is able to handle is 
still a paltry eleven. 

The current line-up includes one psychiatrist 
administrator, a c&nical psydic^ogist (yet to be appointed). 

oomsefing psychokigists (the remnants of the old 
counsefing center), and one part time psychiatrist. 

Still, at lea^t some administrative interest is being 
expressed in counseling services at FSU, and for that we 
are grated Whether the interest and the reshuffled order 
will araonnt to anythng ten^^ is another matter 
entirely, but we do view the expressed concern of new Vice 
President for Student Affairs Robert Leach with optimism, 
albeit understandably guarded. 

Leach says counselii^ is one of his top priorities in the 

months and years to come, and to prove it he is to appoint 

this week a btee-ribbon panel to outfine immediate and

The hisior> of counseling serv ices at FSU dunng the last 
three-and-a-half years is a pathetic one.

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Church and homosexuality to be discussed

The church in America is currently struggling with the 
issut of homosexuality, and the local United Ministries 
Center plans a two-day conference on the *'oiice 
untouchable" issue beginning Friday. 

"Homosexuality in the church has been such a taboo 
thing," said UMC minister Jack Ahlers. "We feel 
precisely because the topic has been so risky that we need 
to deal with it." 

"The church, if it intends to make its doctrine of loving 
one another stick, must do things like this," Ahlers said. 

We need to meet the tricky issues in life hei^i on, and not 
be reactionary.** 

The conference will attempt to deal with such topics as: 
how the Bible views homosexuality; how church tradition 
views it; what positive guidance can be gaiaod from a 
biblical view of human sexuality, and the problems of 
being a Christian gay today. 

"Most church groups have dealt with it cursorily and 
then dismissed it." Ahlers said. "We want to discass 
homosexuality in as non-emotional a way as possible." 

The conference will feature Dr. C. Witlard Hedcel, dean 
of Rutgers law school, as mediates and keynote speaker

In the meantime, Hogan said he is 
collecting information on the number 
of students coming or planning to 
come from south Georgia to attend 
FSU, particularly "professional 
adults who might be interested in 
gracfaiate prapams at FSU but have 
bcem reioctant*' because of the 
staggering out-of-state tuitkm fees. 

"It's a good theor>' and worth 
trying,** Chandler said. -We'd be 
wiffii^ to do it if we could get 
SfMBeone interested. . .but so far 
we*ve not been able to mterest our 
neighboring states.*' 

If Florida officials are unable to 
change GeOTgia university officials' 
minds, Hoganr said the possibilit> of 
Florida making a go of it on its own, 
as Alabama is doing, has not been 
ruled out. But it would be nMne 
difficult, he said. 

"There is a potential for unilateral 
action cm the part of Florida, but 
such a move would require 
legislatioD — and there would have 
to be a good reasos for it,** he 
added.

loiinty commission delays 
ecision on legal aid fmids

The Leon County CommisskMi yestefday 
Ipctpooed the qoestloa of whether the 
[coooty needs improved legal services for 
ndigents until a coauBittee could tevkm 
be matter. 

The North Florida Legal Services (NFLS) 
'gaoization went before the Leon County 
Camnission asking for a county grant of 
Si).2S0. The grant would qualify the 
I eight-county organization for federal 
mtching fiinds of about $30,000. 
Jack McLean, representing the NFLS, 
sad the additional funds would enable the 
! igaaization to hire one full-time clerk and 
aother full-time lawyer. Presently three 
layers serve the Leon County area, which 
McLean says he feels is very poorly 
staffed. 

"Present government funds are based 
on the 1970 census reports," McLeaji said. 
There \vere approximately 18,000 
indigents in the county at that time, while 
present there are around 26,000." 
McLean cited the urgency of receiving 
ihe grant as the reason his group did not 
select other means of fund raising. 

"The problem is the immediacy of the 
situation, " he said, explaining that the 
Title 20 government matching funds would 
"ot be available after November. 

Tallahassee's indigent population is 
presently served in legal matters by the 
Tallahassee Bar Association, but the 
services offered are limited in many 



respects, he said. The bar's services are 
given on a volunteer basis and are 
therefore left to the option of individual 
lawyers. 

Ted Williams, a bar associate, explained 
that in many instances, such as 
government or union suits, local attorneys 
usually will not represent indigent clients 
for the reduced rates. 

The North Florida group is staffed by 
full-time lawyers and is presently involved 
in a class action suit against the Leon 
County Sheriffs Department. 

**We do realize a need in some 
instances," Williams said, **for such an 
organization.'* He was quick to pmnt out, 
however, that he felt services were being 
duplicated. 

As McLean, himself an attorney, 
explained after the discussion, * 'We're not 
at ends with the bar; we're tryii^ to 
cooperate.'* 

He then added in his group's defense, 
•'We served close to 1,400 people hist 
year.*' Williams stated earlier that His 
group had aided only 750. 

"It is not often tiiat you can take $6,250 
and then multiply it by a Uetxx of 4.5," 
McLean said of the avaOable federal 
funding, adding that his association 
would still function witiiout the grant 

The commission chose to vote (Mt the 
grant after receiving a lecominendation 
from a committee investigating the 
proposal possibly next week. 
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tbe cHy, but an article in the state 
coBstitiitioo dating bads to the IMO's 
prolAiits local gove rnme ntal use of federal 
fimds €m private properties. 

Heary hdd that in the case of lioasiQg 
iinproveaieyits befaig c o i ide ie d in local 
low-incoaie areas, federal funds would be 
used for tlie betterment of the comnmdty, 
and not jsst the private property bolder. He 
ft e w fe te felt that the fonds would not be 
in conflict widi the state article. 

Baggett, acting as special counsel to the 
city, mamtalned, however, that the fnads 
remained federal funds, even though used 
in such a manner. He said that they were 
still subject to state constitution laws 
concerning such funds. 

Baggett suggested to commissioners that 
they test the legal question through the 
circuit court. 

The commission was reminded of a 
similar case that had occured in Tampa, 
where the city was granted permission to use 
federal funds in such a manner. 
Commissioners then voted to test die 
question through proper legal channels. 

In the contract question with the Lecm 



the commission

County Animal Shelter, 
voted an almost $50,00( 
shelter's allcxation. 

It warned, however, that it was not 
pleased with the services offered m the past 
years at the price the commission was 
paying. 

Numerous commissioners complained of 
an incident in which apparently an animal 
shelter employee said thai the city 
commission did not fund the shelter 
properly and suggested citizens with 
complaints contact the commissioners 
themselves. 

Commissioner Hurley Rudd moved that a 
close watch be kept on the monthly shelter 
reports. 

Unless some significant progress is made 
in animal control, he added, he would vote 
next year to seek another means of control. 
He hinted at city operation of an animal 
shelter as one possible alternative. 

The new funds will fund another animal 
shelter truck, as well as one more warden. 
The hours that the wardens win be on duty 
will also be increased to 6 a.m. to 9 p.m.

Smith asks U.S. for

WASHINGTON (UPl) — Rhodesian Prime Minister iiii 
Smith and the man who onoe wis imprisoned €or conspiring 
to kill him stood on the same dais yesterday and fou^ 
American support for majority rule in their oovatiy. 

Spreading to a nationally broadcast session of the 
National Press Club, Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole said the 
struggle in Rhodesia is no longer between blacks and 
whites, but between the black maiority inside the eomitry. 
and the black minority, who are ooodoctiQS the g ueiim a 
war from neighboring countries. 

Smith, who had supported white minority rule io his 
country until 1976, and Sithole. a black who was ottoe 
imprisoned for conspiring to kill the prime minister, are 
members of the four-man executive council which is 
running the transitional government in Rhodesia. 

The two men were surrounded by heavy security and 
were followed around Washington by demonstrators. As 
Smith and Sithole left the National Press Building, the 
demonstrators threw twQ eggs at them» but missed*

Childcare 



Florida State University's "dust bowl" parking lot is a 
pretty desolate place. It is also a bleak symbol of the 
tdiool's fMkue to Mdciitand and aoooMMidale tlie MMdt 
€f tiie hnireds of stadeais mmI employees wlw abo 
to be patents. 

In that dirt field that now plays host to row opon row of 
automobiles during the day, once was a university 

sponsored ci^ qire opater with space for children. 
Seven years ago it was deuMikshed, crushing the 
eppofinity for naay slodent-parents to coi^ue fttckk 
edocatioa and stifling the hopes of many mote parents who 

wanted to begin theirs. 

Beginning on page one in today's Flambeau, reporter 
Gail Valentine explores the child care situation at FSU — 
some of the history, some oi what is currently offered (very 
little), and some of the proposals for the fotue. Her story is 
partlcnlarfy kook: Vaienttee was forced to postpone her 
education for several years because of the lack of 
on-campus childcare facilities while she remained at home 
with her infant daughter. 

in the article » Valentine cites the rei»ilts of a need^ 
assessment study conduct a few yean ago for the 
anhfersity. A poll at that time showed that out of a rand<mi 
sampling of 50 students, all said they would use on-campus 
daycare if it were available. In another poll of 10 percent of 
the career service employees at FSU, one-third responded 
that they would use such a service. 

The need, then, for on-campus daycare faciliti^ for the 
cbttdren of students and employees is apparent. The 
university, however, never acted on the study or its 
recommendations, which included an experimental 
childcare program. 

The existing childcare facilities at FSU — the Alumni 
Village Child Enrichment Center and the Women's Center 
Child Care Co^>p — only scratch the surface in theu- 
attempts to meet the needs of student-parents; the 
directofs of both be the fhst to acknowledge that fact. 
The former can only host about 40 children, with first choice 
going to Alumni Village residents, while the latter operates 
only at night and offers room for but 25. 

Left to its own designs, the umverrity, obviously, can or 
will do nothmg to alleviate the daycare problem. 
Fortunately, however, someone has gotten involved. The 
Florida Student Association is seeking federal grants to 
establish two such experimental faciUties, one each at 
FAMU and FSU. 

FS A members have set up a table in the Union coartyard 
at FSU to conduct anodier needs assessment study in order 
to justify tile use of federal fonds for the project. Students, 
frailty and employees should take the time to acknowledge 
tbe need for childcare facilities by visiting the table and 
leaving a signature, or by stepping into the FSA office on 
the third floor of the Union.

WoriLing an office job in 
London is not a hell of a h>t 
different than h&K in ihe United 
States as long as one does not 
expect to meet any true-Uood 
Britons. 

I made the mistake of deluding 
myself along these lines when I 
got a job in London's Camden 
Town. iMiping to immerse myself 
in the heart of the Englbh middle 
class office mentality. 

Vi^ons of culricies filfod wMi 
staid, reserved Englishmen with 
bowler hats and umbrellas and 
stiff upper lips danced in my 
head. But I soon found the office, 
Id^e London itself, was not 
distinctly British, but a haven for 
all the world's offspring. 

Finding work was, surpri- 
singly, very easy. I was walking 
down Kensington High Street one 
Friday morning looking for a 
^ace to rent a ten-speed when I 
passed an employment agency 
with about 50 jobs listed in the 
window. Out of curiosity I 
skimmed over them, and 
discovered I was qualified for a 
great many — such as bos boy, 
waiter, typist, and other menial 
chores. 

Knowing full well I needed an 
imposslble-to-get work permit, I 
stepped In the office anway and 
told them I wanted a job. They 
asked what I could do and I, of 
course, answered anything. 1 
filled out an application, took a 
short typing test (I did 24 
w.p.m.). and they told me they 
would get in touch with me if 
anything came up. 

I've heard that line a /illion 
times, so I forgot about the job 



and went back out on the street 
and rented a bicycle. I rode 
around town awhile and when I 
got back to my hotel, the 
employment agency had called. 
They found me a job in less than 
six hours. 

I was genuinely excited when I 
went back to the employment 
agency for my letter of intro- 
duction, and could not hide my 
ebullience from the lady behind 
the desk. I told her all about my 
plans for meeting some true- 
blood Brits and learning all the 
slang, the Irish jokes, and how to 
hate the Queen. By the time I left 
her office, she was as excited as 1 
was. 

Needless to say, by the lime 
Monday morning rolled around, 
although my curiosity remained, 
most of my excitement had 
changed to out and out fear. It's 
hard to recall exactly what song 
was going through my head as I 
rode six miles across London that 
misty morning, but I know it 
wasn't laid back. 

It look 45 minutes to find the 
office (it was one floor up from 
ihc Billy Graham Crusade's 
European headquarters), then 
while looking for my supervisor, 1 
fell thousands of eyes following 
my every move. As in any office, I 
had to join their pecking order. 
Being a temporary, as I was 
called, and a foreigner. I figured 
to start at the bottom. I was right. 

My job. I stx)n found out, was 
putting tiny resistors and capa- 
ciiaiors and other electronic parts 
in envelopes, numbering them, 
then filing them awav in drawers 
in numerical order. Very boring. 
The only thing that kept oe 
going, besides the dieam. was a 



free hot lunch for evcrv 
employee, including me. Evident 
ly the company figured the\ could 
get more work from well-fed than 
from ill-fed people, and in ny 
case, they were right. 

For two days, even doriag 
lunch, no one talked to roe eioept 
about business. I stared down at 
my plate while I ate, and noticed 
the strange way the English mash 
up their food and push it onto the 
back of their foik with their kaife. 
I was using a spoon, which 
seemed much moie efficieflt. 
especially where peas were 
concerned. 

I was also' listening for some 
LoiKkniese, some British jargon, 
anyone with an English accent, 
but the harder I listened, the 
more I noticed I was certainly not 
hearing one. 

After a few days in the office, 
after I passed their initial 
personality sanction, workers 
began to talk to me. But even b\ 
Friday, oat of a total of 40 
employees, I had talked to oaly 
one from London, and she was 
another temporary. 

There were people from 
Jamaica, Canada. Australia 
Pakistan, Malta. South Atrica. 
almost everywhere in the world 
but Britain. The man whose parts 
shop I was streamlining was from 
Poland, and he told me gruesomt 
war stories about being a Russian 
POW. Very interesting. 1 told 
myself, but where is the famous 
reserved and stuffy Englis^^ 
culture Tve heard so much about ' 

Laier, outside London. I foun^^ 
it. But in the meantime, there it 
was — that absurd figment of "ur 
colleciivc imagination: a line on a 
map defming ^ographic regions. 
Tm not saying people arc ihc 
same everywhere, merely iha^ 
frontiers as culftiml dividers leod | 
to be nitsleadii^.

Profit in tuition free education

When a child is born, it requires tlie 
constant attention of at least one 
significant adult24 hours a day. If the child 
is to develop as a healthy productive^ 
individuaK this significant person will be 
needed until i^child is IS years old. Once 
the child starts school, this person could |pf 
the school bus driver, policemaii^ " 
counselor, athletic director, and so on. 
These people are provided by society in 
order to insure that the child has every 
q)portttnity to develop fully. 

If the cost of these individuals averages 
out to $2.50 an hour per child, the society 
will invest $60 a day, $21,900 a year, and 
$394,200 of its resources in developing and 
educating each 18 year old youth. If, in the 
society as a whole, there are two children 
per family unit, the society will invest, in 
round figures, $200,000 of its resources in 
developmg each 18 year old youth. Would 
it be considered impractical or unprofitable 



for society to invest an additional $6,000, or 
$50 per academic hour, to provide these 
individuals with a tuition free education 
through the college level and double their 
^'li^attal and 



Now, let us look at the matter as a sound 
^ rand practical business investment. The 
' median income of an individual with an 
eighth grade education or less is, in round 
figures, $5,000 a year, a high school 
graduate, $10,000, and a college education 
$15,000 a year. If society invests $6,000 in 
order to provide an individual with a tuition 
free education through the college level, 
and if the individual only pays 20 percent 
tax on the last $5,000 of his income, he will 
contribute $42,000 more in taxes during his 
42 years of productive life span than a high 
school graduate. A seven to one return on 
this investment is good business in any 
man's language.

FSU student senate 
refuses to endorse 
nilG funding drive

With a quorum barely present, FSU's student senate 
last night narrowly defeated a resolution of support for a 
Florida Public Interest Research Group fund-raising plan 
The FPIRG plan, endorsed last week by consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader during a speech at FSU, calls for a

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NASA-designed house real energy saver

A year of living as human guinea pigs is over, and Dr. 
Charles W (Bill) Swam, an FSU professor of religion, and 
his family have returned home to Tallahassee after 
partiapating m a 12-month long cxp>enment conducted by 
ihv National Aeroajuitics and S|>ace Administratioii 
(NASA). 

Swain and his family relocated to the Langlly Research 
Center m Hampton. Virginia after he was selected for a 
one year assignment as a GovemmeaUi Feliow of the 
American Council on Education. 

The experiment, which was coincidental to Swain *s 
assignment, consisted of living in a specially designed 
energy-saving house of the future, a bouse that was actualljr 
a laboratory in disguise. 

**It wasn't really a house." Swain said. "Our reaction 
was shaped by the constant monitoring. There was no 
escape from that fact. We all had the feeling that we were 
guinea pigs in an experiment.*' 

Isolation was the main problem the family faced. 
**We weren't in a neighborhood," Swain said, "but in 
the middle of the Langley Research Center. There was 
always the notion of someone looking over our shoulders." 

The house was constructed to test the energy-saving 
technologies that have been developed through NASA 
research. 

"Among the energy-saving devices, "said Swain, "were 
solar-energy collectors for hot water and space heating; a 
photo-volcaic system for emergency back-up lighting; a 
security system; smoke alarms; a waste-water recycling

system; a super-efficient fireplace which, unlike regular 
fireplaces, doesn't use air ft-om the house for combustion; 
insulating material derived from space research; and 
thermal shutters to keep heat in or let it out." 

Aside from the constant monitoring, said Swain, the 
technology was not intrusive. 

**The only aspect that was noticeable was the off -color 
toilet water, a result of the waste-water recycling system.** 

A slight flaw in the complicated machinery of the prqiect 
was discovered accidently by the Swain's dog. 

"The house had a very sophisticated security system," 
Swain said, "and our dog, who slept within the fen(|edyanl, 
tripped it at night, so it had to be disconnected." 

But the system as a whole proved very effective. 

"Operating at its best," Swain said, "the system used 
one-third less energy that an average house. Financially, 
that's a savings of $1200-1500 a year, or better than $100 
per month. In addition, the water system recycled 25-40% 
of the water used." 

With that data in mind, the Swains are in the process of 
making their own home more energy efficient 

"We're redesigning the thermal envelope (windows, 
door, and insulation)," Swain said. "We*re also 
experimenting with the water-recycHi^ system, as well as 
redesigning the fireplace. However, our house isn't suked 
for solar energy due to the natural sun ndeea of 60 
the south side." 

When asked whether anyone in his family missed 
anything about the house at Lan^ey CMer, Swain 
laughed. 

"My wife does," he said. "She missed the automatic 
dishwasher and microwave oven, which we don*t have, but 
which are part of our remodeling plans. Also, there was the 
advantage that if anything went wrong, there was always 
someone immectiatefy available. That was a positive napect

Archie Shepp: 'Reaching into 
all there can be of hfe . . . ' 




Archie Shepp, one of the 
)remost jazz saxophonists 
f our time, a playwright, 
fid author of Black 
'adonaJism and the Revo- 
3tion in Jazz will be at FSU 
oday for the start of what 
)roniises to be an historic 
wo-day visit. 

Shepp's first appearance 
vill be tonight at 8 in Room 
201 Longmire where he will 
present a lecture on "Black 
Music and Black Liberation 
— the Artist's Role in 
Society." Friday evening at 
the Down Under Coffee- 
house, Shepp will climax 
his visit with concerts at 
9:30 and 10:30 p.m. 
Though both shows have 
teen sold out for days and 
all people without tickets 
will be turned away at the 
door, today's lecture is free 
and open to all. 

Shepp's influence, understanding and creativity of jazz 
expression is so powerful that he is considered in the first 
rank of post-Coltrane jazz musicians. 

"His range of expression is so broad that he seems to 
take in or to have digested most of the ways of playing 
tenor saxophone." — Leroi Jones 

John Sinclair ~ "His music posits great power and 
strength, a certainty to say, be strong." 

Nat Hentoff writes of Shepp's playing in terms of "fire, 
force, reaching into all there can be of life. . 
What's Shepp's perspective? 

••Aft cannot be thought of as interchangeable with life 
on all levels. It is life! Then music at times must terrify. It 
most hriag social as well as aesthetic order to our hves."

Bora in 1937 in Fort Lauderdale, Shepp moved with his 
family at the age of seven to North Philadelphia. It was 
there he discovered jazz for the first time at a club called 
The Jaiz Workshop. Even at home he was surrounded by 
music — the dixieland banjo playing of his father who for 
years played all over Florida. But Shepp's momentous 
career started at age 15 when his aunt gave him his first 
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After graduating from high school, he moved to 
Goddard College in Vermont where he studied drama on a 
fuB scholarship. At Goddard Shepp first became involved 
with socio-political activity. 

(then, he has synthesiied and modified the musical 
of Cecil Taylor.

Shepp's success has been the creation of an art that is 
popialnr without being commercial. The word popular. 
wiy H reaWy means, after all, is the people." Shepp has 
wrtlten. ''We have to get into their Uves, which is one way

of saying we have to get more and more into our own lives 
and know who we are so that we can say all that's on our 

minds." 

•The black musician," Shepp told LeRoi Jones in a 
Dow nbeai interview a few years ago. "is a reflection of the 
black people as a social and cultural phenomen<m. His 
purpose ought to be to liberate America aestheticafly and 
socially from its inhumanity. . .1 think the black peO|^ 
through the force of their struggles are the only hope of 
saving America, the political or the cultural America." 

It is the expression of this attitude through Shepp's 
music and writings as seen in the albums "Fire Music," 
"Things Have Got to Change," and "Attica Blues" tiiat 
led LeRoi Jones to proclaim, "Shepp is one of the BMUt 
committed of jazz musicians, old or young, critically aware 
of the social responsibility of the black artist.*' 

In his album "Fire Music," Shepp's tune "Malcolm, 
Malcolm — Semper Malcolm" symbolizes this total 
commitment to be the musical voice of black 
consciousness. 

The album liner of "Fire Music" reads, ••The music and 
Archie s poem is meant to symbolize the various elements 
in Malcolm's life and spirit, and in the lifeMiupitft uf ^ 
countr> s black people. 

"Malcolm. ' Shepp wrote, "knew what it b to be 
faceless in America and to be sick and tired of the feete 
And he knew the pride of black, that negritude which was 
bigger than Malcolm hnnself. TiMrell be oHkt 
Malcolms."

The Ramones are from New York. Their relentless 
nergv and style acted as a catalyst to a lot of other new 
ands. A lot of critics called them a "one-shot wonder" 
fter their first album two years ago, but they stuck it out 
0 become one of the best new American bands. 
A couple of songs from their third album made the 
harts: "Sheena is a Punk Rocker" broke the top 100 and 
RDckaway Beach," its follow-up, went even higher. The 
Ramones were contriving three-minute AM hits. They are 
niiiving even more in this direction now, but true fans 
shouldn't despair. The Ramones haven't sold out by any 
means. 

Many of the 12 songs on Road to Ruin are simple 
rnDFonic ditties about mental wards, teenage love and 
drugs — just like the last three albums. The Ramones 
lightning pace that brings audiences to their feet around 
fit world remains as well. 

Their negative outlook on life endures too, most 
poignantly in "I'm Against It," where vocalist Joey 
Ramonc tells us his disgust for Jesus freaks, politics, 
Burger King, summer and spring, etc. Yeah, we've heard 
all that before. 

What we've never heard from this power quartet before 
ire songs like "Questioningly" and "Don't Come Close," 
^01 h solid, credible ballads with sweet guitar solos that 
surprised even 01' Smiley. 

Nou I'm not trying to say that guitarist Johnny Ramone 
ranks up there with Jimmy Page or Duane AUman or 
^nvthing, but he defmitely has been taking some lead 
suiiar lessons from somebody, because the frills he adds 
0 Don't Come Close" sound fantastic. They could even 
^lay it on the radio and people would ifte it. Maybe even 
i>ur mom would start humming the tune while she's 
ri>ning or something, which is kind of uncharacteristic of 



the Ramones. (Thai also may oqpiato the attNUB title. aU 
you wiitv die-hard punks.) 

You might know the Ramones. like Randy Newman, 
nave a knack for gonzo humor, and this wouldn't be a 
Kamoncs review unless 1 quoted their wierdest hnes.

or children. A December, 1974, 
memorandum from former university 
ittorney Robert Bickel to Dr. Freddie 
Groomes, a special assistant to the 
president, regarding the Board of Regents* 
policy relative to daycare centers stated, in 
part, that "operations may be financed 
either through activity and service fee fund 
allocations, user charges, grants and 
donations, or any combination of these 
sources." It also said that "daycare center 
operations that are designed to be integral 
parts of the university research and training 
activities constitute new academic 
programs and require prior auth<Hrization of 
the Board of Regents.*' 

Two FSU facilities currently provide low 
cost or free childcare for a limited number of 
children. 

The Alumni Village Child Enrichment 
Center provides space for 40 two-and-a-half 
to four-and-a-half year olds, with first 
preference going to Alumni Village 
residents, then other FSU students. 
Although it provides daycare at a lower cost 
than in private facilities, which average 
from $100 to $150 per month for full time 
childcare, the Enrichment Center is not 
free. It is run on a ciwperative basis, with 
parents who work at the center four hours a 
week paving $160 per quarter for full time 
childcare. Parents who choose not to co-op 
pay $1 75 per.quarter for full time childcare. 

The Alumni Village Child Enrichment 
Center is funded only partially by the FSU 
student government, with the rest of the 
schoi)rs income coming from tuition. Like 
most other centers that attempt to provide 
low cost daycare, the Alumni Village 
facility, according to director Linda Mitman. 
ofte.i finds it difficult to obtain the luads 
necessary to run a good school.

Terry Farley, director of the Women's 
Center, "has been planning a pilot program 
for free daycare that would be open 10 FSU 
students, faculty.and staff. The new center, 
according to Farley, will provide space for 
25 children. Opening winter quarter it is 
currently a top priority at the Women's 
Center. 

Funds will come from the Women's 
Center budget and possibly from grants 
available for childcare. The newly obtained 
student government grants writer is 
working now on obtaining other necessary 
funding. 

"We anticipate a lot of fiak from the 
university and Alumni Village." Farley 
said, "but if we don't get the money I'm 
opening the pilot program anyway winter 
quarter." 

The new program will also be run as a 
cooperative and will have the same four to 
one ratio as the evening program. 

**We get three or four calls a day from 
women who need low cost daycare," Farley 
said, "so I know the need is there." 

Besides the facilities at Alumni Village 
and the Women's Center, the Leon 4C 
(Community Co-ordinated Child Care) also 
provides some spaces for the children of 
students at private daycare centers in the 
area. Leon 4C helps place children from low 
income families in daycare, and certain 
specific federal guidelines must be met. 
The family must fall into the federal 
government's category of individuals living 
at or below the poverty level and fill out the 
necessary forms to apply lar space in a 4C 
center. 

FSU Student Body President Neal 
Friedman conceded that fiinding for 
childcare is a problem in student 
government, where a number of smdent 
senators are opposed to the idea. 

"Some of these people are being blind 
and narrow-minded," Friedman said. 
"They 've never had to have afaonly and go

Still, according to Friedman, some 
persons in student government have taken 
an interest in providing childcare for 
Student parents. 

"It's said that student government is the 
onlv group thinking about daycare when we 
have the least money." he said. "As long as 
the university doesn t fund daycare, then 
someone else will have to. I'm proud that 
student government has shown this 
initiative and concern for working women.** 
Several people have raised the question 
of establishing an experimental facility for 
childcare at FSU, utilizing the resources ctf 
several different departments. O.C. Allen, 
assistant dh-ector of the Florida Student 
Association, is currently working on 
establishing t\iro such faciKties, at FSU and 
FAMU. He IS investigating the availability 
of fedetal gr$mH to establish m pSali 
program for a 4aycare learnmg center.

SU club renews 'way of the swordf^^^^

Kendo means simply "the way of the wmot^,** hat as 
, , Frankebcrgcr, an Asiaa Sto<fies mastm candkUte. 

"jlains. it is entMely safe. 
The strikes arc afaned at pie-set parts of the human 
ijv which are covered by protective annor," he said, and 
en added "besides, the sword b made of bamboo strips 
is fairly harmless when used lightly without the added 
Dtection." 

The protective equipment includes a screened 
.jdpiecc known as a Men, padded gloves called Kote, 
two separate chest and thigh pieces known 
l-fspectively as a Do and a Tare. The protective pieces are 
over a cloth gi and hakama (the shirt and skirt) which 
I^H the person a final appearance something like a monk 
:his hooded vestment wearing a fencing face mask. 
Frankebergercompares the sport more with American 
i boxing than with fencing, however, because of the 
f,twork involved. "The sword is always held in the 
"iddle of your body," Frankeberger said, "so if you want 
[0 strike your opponent at an angle, you must move to the 
side." 

Frankeberger emphasized that the sport develops 
amina as well as good eye-arm coordination. "With all 
ne movement involved you also place a lot of stress on 
urlegs as well as obviously strengthen your shoulders." 
The pre-set striking areas involve the right arm, which is 
placed furtherest up on the two-handed sword, the chest 
irea. the head, and for the very advanced combatants, the 
ski" or adams-apple. Scoring is involved m the more 
idvanced matches, but Frankeberger hinted that in the 
case of most practice and conditioning matches, scoring is 
lot needed, the more adept participant being easily 

iiscernable. 

Frankeberger has formed the FSU Kendo Club which 
I ill hold its first organizational meeting this year at 3:30 
p.m. Thursday in Room 213 Montgomery:; Gym. The clnb 
has been in existence since last year, but membership has 
dropped considefMy due to numetoos graduations last 
]fear. Anyone interested is welcome to attend. 

"We start with calisthenics and warm-up exercises," he 
explained. **Then we work out with tiie shinai just 
loosening up. The entire exercise period is permeated with 
much of the traditional rituals that have become associated 
with the sport.**

As far as blocking assignments go. Weslev admits that 
none are easy, but says blocking on running plays is a bit 
less troidilesorae than pass blocking. 

"tt's ea^ to pass bhicfc for a team like Oklahoma — 
somebody that runs the ball aO the time, ' Wesley said. 

but when the defenshre finemen know you are going to 
throw, they really come at you." 

So far this year Wesley ranks Oncmnati's Howie Kumick 
•s ti» toughest nose guard he has faced. 

"Kundck wasahvays fighting, never letting up," Wesley 
said. *^IIe deserves his aO-American status." 

We^ beHeves the FSU offensive line can be very good, 
but has a way to go. 

"We came off the ball very well last week,'' Wesley said. 
**but we're probably not as far along as we want to be.'* 

A deeply religious person raised in the Baptist Church, 
Wesley finds inspiration in the word of God, and is an eager 
participant in pre-game fellowship services where members 
of the team relate passages from the Bible to their everyday 
lives. Wesley also enjoys the closeness of the football team 
perpetuated by the amount of time the players spend 
together. 

**! think it helps us — sort of makes us closer," Wesley 
said. **It is not just like a job, and it's harder to quit and give 
up when your playing for friends." 

Even if the pros were to show an interest in Wesley, 
which he believes is unlikely, he doesn't want to continue 
playing football at the professional level. 

"I don't really want to play pro ball," Wesley said. "I've 
been playing football since the first grade, and I've enjoyed 
it but I'd like to see what it's like on the other side.'*

Appearing at a symposium on 
a)nstitution revision, representatives trf 
Florida's Constitution Revision Commis- 
sion yesterday agreed that Florida's Cabinet 
needs restructuring, but disagreed over 
the imporunce of the so called 
••mini-ERA/* 

Appearing at FSU's College of Law. 
most of the ten Commission members 
present expressed dissatisfaction with 
Florida's present Cabinet system, but most 
also said that revision four, which calls for 
complete abolttioo of the Cabinet, is not 
the answer. 

Sen. Dempsey Barron. D-Panama City, 
said that in attempting to come up with an 
altemative to the Cabinet, "commissioo 
■lembers couldn't agree on anything.** 

Tim Apthorp, one of the commission 
members present, labeled the Cabinet a 
prime example of **fat, complex, 
unnecessary and inaccesible bareao- 
cracv . " 

"If you elect a oommissioner of 
agriculture, make him responsible for 
agriculture, but don't put him on the Board 
of Education." Geoige Sbekkm, 

D-Tampa, said. 

Sheldon was refering to the Cabinet's 
function as the state Board of Eduction, 
with each Cabinet member having an equal 
vote. The Cabinet also serves as the 
Executive Cleroenc>' Board to f^^ftrnffr 
^ipeals of condemned felons. 

Despite admitting the need for reform, 
Barron opposed aboiisluag the Cabinet 
because it keeps the governor **answer- 
able.** The ex-Senate president said if the 
Cabinet were abolished, "six million 
dollars worth of decisions would be nude 
by one man." 

Incoming House minority leader Jim 
Kiser said he will vote for the revision in* 

ttie hope that it wiU ^spor tbe kgisfailare'* 

into action next session. 

The "mini-ERA," the substance of 
revision two, adds the word sex to a 
provision already in the Florida 
constitution forfoiding discfimination on the 
basis of religion, race, or national origin. 

Retiring ^er Ken flaate, R-Winter 
Park, called the change 
and said he will vote again^ it. 

However, his fellow commissioner 
Dexter Douglass, a Tallahassee lawyer, 
said the measure is clearly a "straw vote 
on ERA,*' mmd tkwM of aational 
significance.

significant in that if passed, it might prod 
the state legislature into passing tlie E^ial 
Rights Amendment 

"If this passes, and I think it's going to 
pass overwhelmingly, the Florida 
legislature might finally adopt the ERA," 
Sheldon said. 

Plante said that passage of revision four 
would not necessarily mean that the 
legislature has a mandate to pass the ERA. 

The ERA has been passed by tbe state 
House several times, but has never made it 
through the Senate. The last time it came 
up in the senate, it lost 21-19. 

Revision eight, which deals with 
education, was explained by former 
attorney general Jim Kynes as involving a 
"restructuring of the stale Board of 
Edttctioii." 

According to Kynes, the proposal gives 
Floridians "a state Board of Education . . . 
that will spend 100 peic^ of Its time 
making policy deciskms."

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Biologist claims 
test tube babies 
not remarkable'

The public outcry and media coverage paid to the birth 
f {ouist Brown as the world s first "test tube baby" were 
,nt ailed for. according to Dr. Garrett Hardin, biologist 
and author of several books on the impact of science 

on man's future. 

It's trivial — there is nothing remarkable about this," 
Hardin said to about 100 biology, nursing and pholosophy 
. idents Yesterday at the Ramada Inn East. 

He explained that fertilization of an egg takes place in a 
passage that is technically not "inside" the woman's 
N d\ He likened the process to placing a kernal of corn in 
- hole of a doughnut: "The corn is not inside the 
juughnut. It would have to be imbedded in the (bread of 
the) doughnut before you could say it was 'inside* the 
doughnut. The same is true with the test tube baby. All 
teniiization takes place outside the woman's body — this 
igg was just a little farther outside the body than usual." 

Neither is cloning the horrendous crime against nature 
and possibility of the future that everyone thinks it is: "It's 
a fraudulent claim of achievement," Hardin said; "we 
already have ckming in the niUiiral reproduction of 
identical twins . . . why is there DO motsA or ethical 
question about identicl twins?'* 

Public alarm at and resentment of scientists' tampering 
with the laws ci nature was the focal theme of ifordin's 
lecture on * 'Genetic Research and Public Policy.'* The 
lecture was part of a two-day conference that concludes 
oday on "Ethical and Policy Issues in Ifealth care and 
Medical Research." The chief sponsors of the conference 
I are the FSU philosophy department and the Schocd of 
Nursing. 

Funded by the Florida Endowment for Oie Humanities 
and the Machettee Foundation, the conference seeks to 
I raise and discuss such issues as citizen's rights to health 
care, public obligation in the landing of medical and 
biological research and the impact <il medical research of 
the laws of nature. 

Hordin, a professor of biological sciences at the 
University of Califbmia at Santa Barbara, said genetic 
^^ssearch has raised and wfll continoe to raise serious 
Pfoblems because the ''public is highly resistent to 
I scientists* deliberate mterventlon with human genetics." 

Pointing out "Vigorous opposition" by society for 
urrent research in genetic engineering, Hardin said we 
lust face the issue "whether we like it or not." 

Hardin said he had no objections to current genetic 
«^sctrch involved in altering human genes to correct 
hereditary defects such as chronic illnesses; however, he 
warned that altering genes for the sake of creating a 
*iuper-human being" would present problems.

for a Florida Public Interest Research Gtoop (FPfltG) 
fiind-raising plan Wednesday night. 

The vote was split 5-5, with one abstention, thus kffing 
the iMoposaJ. One student senator, Mark Bensahat, in an 
ap p aiea tattempttoeatthiniietf in the role of crusader for 
tfhe stsdent Merest, said the plan would be slap in the 
Ihce" of those not wishing to contribute to FPIRG. 

First, here is how the FPIRG funding plan would work: 
If a majority of FSU's students sign petitions to okay it, a 
$2 fee would be automatical^ tached on lo eadi student's 
tuition cost at registnition^ Anyone not wishing to 
oontribnte to FPIIG could retrieve his or her cash simply 
by showing up at a designated locale in the second or third 
week of classes for reimbursement. 

Second, as for the purpose of a public interest research 
pottp, it would function for the students, as well as the 
communit y, as a policmg oryniiaition, combing the 
tidents of students and some paid professionals to 
document and publish various and sundry abuses tn the 
marketplace. Functioning properly, then, such a group 
would be a valuable organLzation indeed. 

Three years ago, for example, one PIRG organization 
discovered that of 175 banks surveyed statewide, 116 were 
not giving accurate information to consumers about tiieir 
interest rales. The group published its findings, according 
to a PIRG representative, and all but nine of the banks 
•*came into line." That is service. 

Bensabat, by some unintelligible extrapolation, 
compared the PIRG fund-raising techniques to ' 'those mul 
order record houses that rip off consumers." 

Fortunately for stu(tents, Bensabat and crew are not 
needed in the drive to establish an FPIRG chapter at FSU. 
The author of the resolution was seeking the support of the 
senate, although it is in no way required. All that is 
required, as noted, is a miyority of the students' 



rignatures on FPIRG funding petitions being circulated 
around the university. 

There are 150 PIRG chapters at universities and colleges 
nationwide, many of which are funded in the same manner 
as the proposed method for FSU. At any time, if a majority 
of students so desire, that funding method can be 
terminated and, of comae, an individual's funds can be 
retrieved. 

The *'step hi ike face'* of the students has been 

rendered by their own student senate in its refusal to 
endorse the FPIRG funding plan. That need not stop the 
project.

When I was a girl I wanted to 
be a nun. I was not Catholic and I 
had no real knowledge of nuns. I 
had never met a nun. never talked 
to a nun. What I did know about 
nuns came to me filtered through 
a Hollvwood camera lens;

faces of Ingrid Bergman or 
Loretta Young or Audrey 
Hepburn. Especially Audrey 
Hepburn. I was nine vears old 
when I saw Audrey Hepburn in

sitting between my mother and 
my grandmother in a stale- 
smelling St. Augustine movie 
house. Audrey Hepburn filled the 
screen. She fairly glided along the 
convent halls. her hands 
concealed in her habit sleeves, 
her exquisite eyes downcast, her 
prelernaturally elongated neck 
swathed in starched white cotton. 
Surely there could be no higher 
calling, no career or profession 
better suited to a nine-year-old 
girl w hu prayed for an exemplary 
life.

At some point in the next few- 
sears I realized that I could not 
actuallv become a nun; being a 
peripheral Methodist was too 
great a stumbling block, I did 
consider converting to Catholi- 
cism, but my mother wouldn't 
hear of it and that was that. 

I wonder now about m\ nun- 
wish. A poll of m\ female friends 
revealed a rash of would-be nuns, 
and one woman who said that she 
wanted to be a renaissance 
troubador when she was a girl. 
Like me. none of the nun- 
fetishists were Catholic. Many of 
them had seen "The Nun's 
Story." One woman had written a 
"perfectly rhymed and metered" 
poem about being a nun when she 
was in fourth grade. Apparently, 
mv nun-wish was not a private 
fantasy. Rather, it seems a 
logical, albeit romanticized, 
extension of all the characteristics 
that we. as young women, were 
taught to revere — gentle 
passivity, unflagging devotion, 
serenity and poised silence. 

On the other hand, the men I 
know did not want to be monks 
when they were boys. The boys in 
mv grammar school wanted to be 
cowboys or baseball players or 
firemen. (The closest I ever came 
to a male nun-wish was a young 
man who wanted to be a 
professional football player and a 
priest during the off-season.) 
Boys had active dreams, dreams

This is not to say that nuns, or 
women who want to become 
nuns, long only for self-denial.

(While there is a greater variety of female 
roles presented on television, the very 
nature of the medium is to enervate the 
viewer into a passive and accepting 
torpor.) It seems just as difficult for my 
sisters to take control of their lives and 
actively plot a future as it was for me when 
I was growing up. 

Surely, if girls, and boys, are presented 
with the images of men and women in all 
manner of careers and professions, it will 
be easier for them to construct their future.s 
and the future of sockty. If they see female 
scientists and male nurses, female 
mountain climbers and male elementary 
school teachers, female astronomers and 
male dancers, it may enable them to 
extend their reach to whatever limits they 
choose. 

Or we can continue 'vith boys who want 
to be baseball players and girls who want 
to be nuns.

That slimy treat folks prefer on a cracker

Ahhhh, oysters. That raw, slimy treat; 
exotic, yet simple; cheap, yet nutritious; an 
endemic delight awaiting only the gentle 
prod of the knife to be opened and enjoyed 
by one and all. 

In a word: perfection. There are dozens of 
ways to fix them: you can eat *em on a 
cracker, with or without hot sauce; fry 'em 
up: put 'em in a stew; saute 'em or mix a 
few up with some hamburger. And if 'cu're 
especially inebriated, or macho like myself, 
vou can just sHck 'em riglit off the shell. 

Mmmmm. 

Most folks, though, prefer theirs on a 
cracker. At least it seems that way at the 
oyster and beer parties springing up, and 
by the crowded seating at the numerous 
ovster bars scattered throughout North 
Florida. The traditional oyster season began 
with the first of September, and now that 
October has rolled around and the first cold 
snap has hit the Apalachicola area, those 
bivalved beauties are starting to get bigger 
and tastier. 

And, if you can believe Buddy Sessions, 
has run various Tallahassee oyster bars 
since the fifties. North Florida has the best 
*\vsters anywhere. 

Sessions, a local goldmine of practical 
\vsier lore, presently shucks with his wife 
behind a long, formica-topped counter at 
the Shell Oyster Bar on South Monroe 
Street, which he has operated since 1962. 
The bar. an abandoned service station, has 
^ unique, down home atmosphere about it 
and has been a favorite with students, 
workers and legislators for years. It's 
situated just past the B&W Fruit Market, 
south of the Capitol Center. 

"Apalachicola Bay oysters are just about 
pollution free," says Sessions, leaning back 
against a Hotpoint refrigerator stocked with 
^%>kes. orange drinks and hot sauce 
ingredients, "that's why they're so good." 

Sessions credits the industry-free rivers 
that feed into the bay, which stretches from 
Ptoacea to Port St. Joe. for the high quality 

its oysters. 

"Down around Escambia Bay (Pensacola) 
they aren't so good because of all the 

•pollution from the industries there," he 
said.

Over 80 percent of Florida's oyster crop 
comes out of the Apalachicola area, one of 
the biggest suppliers in the ooiUiliy» 
according to Sessions. 

Bivalves thrive in the brackish waters 
where fresh water rivers and streams feed 
into the salty bay. They have a strong^ 
tendency to stay in .one place and act as n 
filter system, channeling untold gaflons of 
water daily and sifting out lower aquatic life 
and debris for consumpticm. 

They depend o« sMft^ tUU Stages 
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some hamburger. And if you're 
especkdiymeMmed, or macho. . .you 
caniusisuck *em right off the aheK. . / 

between salt and freak water for their 
survival, said Sesnons. 

'The taste wiQ vary aecofding to the 
weather,** he said. ''They're 0DMar be real 
saMy riglit now because we liaven*t had 
ranch rain, yon know, they're not as foil as 
ifwe'dimdakitorratn." 

After a stormy speB, however, the oysters 
should increase in siie, sometimes swdbig 
up to as large as four or five inches. 

As far as the old R-in-a-month rule goes, 
saying oysters can't by cultivated during 



the summer months. Sessions says it's 
strictly a hoax. "They're just hard to keep 
during the summer, and usually aren't too 
big," he said. 

"The best months are in mid-winter, 
January and February, when its coldest, but 
business is still good in the spring," adds 
his wife Betty. 

"Food-wise, oysters are very healthy, as 
well as fun to eat," she says, offering more 
oyster wisdom. They contain traces of 
calcium, iron, iodide, are low in calories and 
high in protein, with "just about every 
vitamin but C.*' 

And, if you've been sipping a little too 
much Miller the night before, oysters are a 
great cure for hangovers because "they 
digest so fast." But whether they increase 
sexual potency, "putting lead in a man's 
pencil," as the old saying goes, is 
debatable. 

"Thev've been sayin' that a long time, 
but I don't think that it's ever been 
proven," said Sessions. If oyster eaters do 
love longer, as the bumper stickers bciast, it 
might be because they are usually well-fed, 
and healthy people tend to be more sexually 
potent, according to Dr. Martin Roeder of 
the FSU Biology departmeirt. 

'it's really just sympathetic magic, that 
saying, " Roeder says, "it's the same tlnng 
people say about monatahi oystets, but 
oysters are a very good food value." 

They're appaiently such a good food that 
Vernon Bass once i^6M m 20 mHmles and 
30 seconds sitting at Walt's Fish Mmiet in 
Sarasota two years ago, setting the world 
record for bulk and speed oyster 
swallowing. 

The most Sessiooa lemembnn lomcbody 
eating was back in '6ft or '69 when l/Bkm 
Dee of Daytona Beach aie 37 doM *^as fittt 
as we could open 'em." 

Sessions said Dee weighed "dose to 300 
pounds." 

So, if you're feeNng a Kttle hungry this 
weekend, and crave someMig witli a bit of 
exotic flavor, you migbt head down to 
Buddy Session's oyster btf, settle in to one 
off the six stools that never seem to be empty 
after dark, awl try ont aamn nf Ma lecict hot 
sauce. 

You might not be able to eat 37 docen, 
but you can sure learn a lot about oysters.

The hght b 
used not only to located the frogs, wboae 
eyes give off a bnght. yellow reflection, but 
also to hold the frog at bav until the gigger 
can get within thrustmg range The light 
confuses the frog and bfmdsni/ii somewhat 
to the approaching threat. 

OptiooaJ equipment may range from 
ample rubber wading boots to a loud, 
nir-lioat. Professional giggers who use 
soch boats gather as many as 300 frogs in a 
night, selling them during their daylight 
hours to restaurants and markets. It might 
be added that many research scientists are 
quite upset over the iarge numbers of frogs 
taken by these professionals. Not only is it 
harmful to the general ecology of an area, 
but it also makes frogs used in research 
expensive and hard to come by. 

For the amateur gigger. the expected 
success rate for an evening "s gigging is at 
best around a dozen, and more often 
somewhere closer to four or five. Whether 
one considers this adequate payment for 
dragging through the eutrophisized muck 
that covers most lake bottoms is a matter of 
personal preference. Occasionally too, 
creatures less innocuous than the frog are 
encountered. Below the surface of the 
night-black waters that bump against one's 
legs might be just a planktonic stick, but on 
the other hand it could also be anything 
from some water snake to a large-mouth 
bass. Most animals will keep their distance 
but alligators, whose eyes glow bright red 
when struck by light, have little, if any, 
fear of man and are potentially dangerous. 

Yet even with all this, few things can 
beat the euphoria attained on a fall 
evening's frog-gigging expedition in to the 
boondocks, well off the asphalt circuit, 
where the chirps and ribbits of crickets and 
lesser amphibians can filter gently throu^ 
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to lull the mind into a state akin to sleep. 

Just about the time the gigger allows 
himself into this near trance, though a 
couple of big eyes will reflect back the 
tell-tale yellow that indicates a frog frozen 
with fright, or a loud croak wtfl jar the 
mighty hunter into gigging frenzy. 

After the capture, cleaning is a simple 
process of cutting the upper torso off and 
peeling back the skin. The skin should be 
removed as soon as possible because the 
decomposing process begins very ^nuickly 
and can taint the edible meat. 

There are various ways to prepare the 
meat: broiled with butter and garlic salt, 
fried in a breaded form, or even something 
as extravagent as a frog-wild rice 
combination. Like everything from 
armadillo to caoe buffalo, frog Icies taste 




just a little on the wild side of chicken. The 
meat is somewhat more oily, though, ind 
the texture can only be descnbed as 
"rubbery." 

The official title for the frog gig^ 
locally IS the leapord frog. Some grow is 
large as a foot long, with about six and a 
half inches of that compnaed of the desired 
leg meat. 

During the winter months, it is hard to 
find many frogs because they go into some 
semblance of hibernation, as the lir 
temperature turns consistently cooler than 
the water temperature. 

Those seeking frogs for their more 
questionable role as an aphrodisiac are 
advised to freeze aome up for those long 
winter nights. 

A hunting Hscence is required to take 
frogs in Florida, but there is currently no 
limit to the number a person is aik>wed to 
take.

**The CaUlbmia Seich/* a doduaentaiy ffocbsmg on the 
thoughU and lifestyles of American Itois hi tfvee of those 
communities, takes a direct, nnhiased look at ordinary 
people, with radically different beliefs. 

The show, a presenUtion of KCET, Los Angeles that 
received an Academy Award nominatioo in 1976, will be 
aired locally Sunday night at 10 p.m. on WFSU-TV, 
Channel II. 

Filmmakers Walter Parkes and Keith Critchlow, who 
produced, directed and edited **The CaUfomia Reich," say 
they "wanted to show the Nazis as members of oar 
society, not inhuman monsters, but the people next door." 

And they succeed, showing the members profiled as 
people that share the same fears, problems and 
frustrations as many other working-class Americans. 

The film carries no narration, allowing its subjects to 
speak freely for themscKcs. They show us San Francisco 
Unit leader Allen Vincent, a self-described **victim of 
loneliness** who spent 20 years of his life in juvenile homes 
and prisons before finding security with the Nazi Party. 

There is also Fred Suriier, an Army staff sergeant who 
dresses his son up on Saturday to go to. party meetings 
and hopes he'll grow up to be in the Army or on the police 
force. 

Two brothers organke a makeshift, ramshackle handful 
of "stonntroopers" to join a protest assaolt on a San 
Francisco University can*piis. 

AH have the same frustrations in common: fear of losing 
work through replacement by minorities, government 
paranoia, and racial prejudice, feelings also shared by 
people who are not necessarily Nazis. 

At the same time, the filmmakers also show us bizarre, 
almost laughable, if not wierdly tragic, scenes from 
members day-to-day life: 

A housewife gives her recipe for a swastika cake, 
explaining that the secret to the decorative symbol on the 
crimson icing is melted licorice. 

Santa Claus, wearing a swastika armband, presents 
gifts to members and their children at a Nazi Christmas 
party. 

Children of Nazi families, asked bv gloating parents 




CritchloH let you laugh, nervouslv^ perhaps, at firii. when 
a speaker refers to 'he-niggers and she-niggers." tbei 
feel concern later when members load up guns aad 
children talk of death. 

Near the end. one of the film's subjects talks iboit 
wanting to '^roUinthedirt" at Dachau. That bugs roe, bat 
not nearly as mudi as the fact that we all share a kit ii 
common with the man who made that statement.

With almost everybody in the country 
forming into one group or another, it 
makes sense that writers — traditioiially a 
bunch of morose isoUtkMUsts — would 
someday catch the of gwiring bag. That 
day has arrived. 

An effort currently is underway in 
Tallahassee to fom a writers' guild to 
promote and encourage local literature. 
The co-op organizers, Pete LeForge, editor 
of the Appalachee Quarterly, and Hal 
Shows, local poet, both feel TaUahassee*s 
regional writers, as well as local 
atmosphere, are unique and worth 
preserving. 

"For an area its size, Tallahassee has an 
i lordinate number of writers who have 
made real progress in finding a voice/' 
says Shows. "Here, in Tallahassee, you 
can read a lot of people's work without 
reading the same thing. This often is not 
true of many regional writers." 

* 'Certain schools or groups of writers 
often have specific ideas about how a poem 
should be written," adds Shows. 
"Regional writers often find this limiting, 
but this isn't true here. Writers have 
flourished in Tallahassee." 



About 45 people attended an 
ofganizationai meeting last week and set 
up wcM-kshops, but LeForge and Shows 
stress the fact membership is still open. 
The next general meeting will be Monday, 
Oct. 16, at 7 p.m. at Natural Bridge School, 
615 E. Sixth Ave. (Call 224-0476 or 
222-5042 for more information). 

LeForge calls the Tallahassee writers 
phenomenon an * 'eclectic movement," and 
one of the primary goals of the writers 
co-op or guild will be, according to both, to 
preserve and encourage this eclecticism. 

There are already seveial poiips of 
writers here, as well as several well- 
established publications. The guild will not 
take away from these, but hopefully will 
build upon and fBtther an atmo^rfiere of 
community support and productivity that 
already exists in the area. 

LeForge hopes to **lbcus the energy of 
tiiose who haven't been involved in the 
writers movement here." Thete are many 
writers who have achieved some degree of 
success 'm their writing, and, he feels, 
many more who could succeed with the 
proper criticism, encouragement and

Both men believe firmly that this prodoctive atmosphere 
exists in oor co mmuni ty. Shaves offers the fact that 
attendance at poetn- readings has been as high as 150-200 
people.

The Quarterly is becoming 
established as a national jonnal; the Chapbooks published 
by the Anhinga Press have attde a financial profit. 

"If Chapbooks can make money in Tallahassee," says 
LeForge, "then other things can too. It proves that 
creative writing is knportaat to the comnmnity as a 
whole.* 

* 'There is an asdimoe for the work of loeal writm," adds 

Shows. 

Not only will the writers organization be a forum for 
productive criticism, it will also publish works of merit 
fifom within the membersl^. Menibershqi is no assuiance 
of publication, however. An attempt win be made to pot 
those works deemed **nDpnbfishaUe" by the iM|or 
publishing houses Into print 

With the major pubfidnng houses turning out only a 
handful of setious novels a year and even fewer vofomes of 
poetry, neither LeForge nor Shows believes that the loute 
of regional publication can be ignored. Plaas ate currently 
underway to purchase a small press. And attention win be 
given to the printing quafity of the vohimes turned 4Nit. 

'We don't plan to fNit out any dndrvohuaes," LeForge 
states. There wOl be room for writers who are interested 
not only in writing, but also in production and maiketmg. 

**With the proper advertisiag and distribution, tiieie is 
no reason why somethmg pubOshed here can't be as 
popular^ something published in New York,'* he adds. 



The Tallahassee movement is not isolated in an 
historical context in the view of Shows. 'In the histor\- of 
literature, you find that all literature that proves itself 
substantial over the vears has some kind of rooiedness in a 
place. It's had some sort of devotion from the community. 
This is true from the time of Greek tragedy on. The 
Hogarth Press begun by Leonard and Virginia Woolf is a 
particularly good example of this." 

LeForge stated that the response by those contacted 
about the guild has been good, but there are many writers 
who are unknown to the organizers. Each believes it is 
imperative to contact and enlist the ulents of these 
individuals. 

LeForge emphasizes the membership of the co-op is 
open to any writer in the area and that the membership 
will give rise to its own leaders. Editorial and 
administrative policy will be determined by the majority 
and not dictated by a few people. 

If LeForge and Shows prove correct in their assessment 
of local writers' enthusiasm, there is little reason to 
assume the writers coM)p will not succeed.

Maybe it's that city air. Elsewise bow do 
yon eiplain the attitude of Adaota's Morris 
Brown College footbaB pbyen who pby 
Florida ASM in Adanta Satarday? Last 
week, after the coaches of Marylaad- 
Eastern Shore University had speat 
considerable tiaw p fe dlc t in g an upset om 
unbeaten Florida ABM, FAMU went oat 
and dem o lished the irieveieu t pretoMlen 
45-0. This week, despite that sterling 
example, the ^yets of Morris Brown, 
appearing on Atlanta TV, weat oo the 
record » saying that man for mao they 
were every bit the eqoal of the Rattlers.

"I don't mA they deserve to taft that 
way," Hobbatd stales emphatically. "Last 
year they came in taBdng that way. aad 
I accepted it because we were both 
undefeated. This year ^s onnecessary/* 
Morrs Brown does have a point of sorts. 
• They are 4-1 after a 13-0 shutout of 
Morehoose last Saturday. They do have a 
superb tafflwck in Charles Caaion. And they 
always play the Rattlers tough in Atlanta. 
Of the four times FAMU has played them 
under Hubbard they have lost three times 
and tied once with the tie coming o vears 
ago in Atlanta. Beyond thai they seem to 
forget they're playing FAMU. owners of the 
longest unbeaten streak in the nation (16 
games), possessors of Ike Williams. 

Last week Williams, the Rattler tailback, 
rambled for 219 yards on 17 carries while 
playing little more than half a game. 
Whether he could have equaled the FAMU 
record of 290 yards rushing in a game set by 
the legendary Willie Galimore is academic 
since Hubbard, as always, concentrated on 
winning the game and giving his entire 
team playing experience, rather than 
establishing records. 

Still Hubbard is appreciaiiv e ^* Williams 
abilities. A former "small" running back 
liiinself (who was drafted bv the Canadian 
Football League Montreal Alouettes but did 
not sign due to contract difficulties and a 
less than enamored view of Canadian living 
conditions) he hopes the senior tailback can 
raw some attention to himself over the 
remainder of the aeasoa to orteiest pro 
scouts. 

"His size is working against him." 
Hubbard notes, "and his speed is not 
exceptional. But he is tough and I hope he 
gets a chance to show the pros his stuff 

One thing Hubbard is not impressed 
this week is his team's ratii^ in the NCAA 
Division 1-AA polL Still seventh in the

Lake MunsoD soath of Ta .-"issee is 
classified by the Florida Depanmeni of 
Htivironmental Regoiatioes quite casually 
a lake "in an advanced state of 
t utrophication." Behind this envCTonmental 
''^rgin. however, lies a dangerous 
>'^pii.afion evident to aayoae who has seen 
the lake's dull greea water aad has sank a 
foot into the kacc-deep ooze covering the 
lake s bottom: Lake Munson is dying.

Man increases the rate ai which this 
shidge layer buiWs up by dumping 
nutrient -rich wastes into a lake body. The 
nutrients not only spark a sudden growth of 
certain lake lifeforms that themsehes die 
and decay, but contributes directly to the 
shidge as well, causing a rapid growth in 
the amount of deca>ed materials. 

This rapid grow th w ill then cause in only 
a few years w hat usually takes centuries to 
occur, namely the series of complicated 
niant successions that will drynip aad then 
comi^iely cover the iake. 



Lake Munson 
from two sources: the city 's storm water 
run offs and the Dale Mabry sewage 
treatment plant. The eftects of these 
nutrients on the process of eutrophicaiion 
are drastic as is evidenced by the large layer 
of ooze in and around the lake's sarfooe.

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Black guerillas strike 
aj or Rhodes! an city 



UMTALl. Rhodesia (LPI) — Black 
nationalist guerrillas showered Rhodesia's 
third largest city with a mortar barrage 
last night, bringing swift government 
retaliation but a{^arently rau^ng no 
casualties. 

Residents of the sleepy garrison town on 
the Mozambique border also reponed 
hearing w hat they said was small arms fire 
uithin the city, located about one mile west 
oi the border with Mozambique. 

We have retaliated." a militarv 
spokesperson said.

Other .4rab news reports, not 
immediately ccmfirmed from Sanna. said 
Saleh *s residence had been bombarded but 
that he was outside the capital at the time. 

The reports said there had been an hour 
long exchange of fire about daw n and that 
lov alist troops then sealed off ra«n roads to 
the city. 

The government <lid not immediately say

For a brie f period after the six-month draw-down, there 
was a significant drop in the lake's nutrients level, but 
s<M)n the tell-tale green water assiKialed with proliferating 
blue-green algae appeared again. The algae signified 
overtly what was happening — the lake was again 
drowning in nutrients. The problem was continuing. 

Bill Leseman, who monitors Lake Munson's water 
quality, feels the only way to maintain the lake is by a 
yearly draw -down of the waters. 

"Only by exposing the muck and letting some of it be 
absorbed into other areas will the water's quality possibly 
be improved.** 

The lake w as re-st(x:ked by the Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission after the draw-down, but no 
follow-up study has been made to see if a viable fish fauna 
has developed in the lake. 

"There is enough surface area on the lake to give a 
well-oxygenated surface." Leseman mentioned, but added 
that without any available history on the lake, and without 
a follow-up siudv , ii w ould be hard to determine the effects 
on the lake's animal life.

lax revisions are deliberate attempts to 
get" those on welfare, so are anti- 
homosexual ordinances reflections of this 
meanness. 

Keynote speaker of the two-day 
.'onference which began Friday at the United 
Ministries Center, Heckel gave an 
easygoing presentation, laced with 
personal, often humoroits anecdotes. 

He drew upon his experience as a member 
of a two-year Presbyterian Task Force study 
of homosexuality. Heckel indicated that 
discrimination against gays on the basis of 
religioiis teachings is unccmstitutioiial, in his 
opinion. 

The way the church deals with 
homosexuality should be a sepaimte issue 
from the way the legal stmctme deals with it, 

he said. 

The lack of separation of church and state 
in the United States* judicial systena was 
illustrated by a Virginia Supreme Court 
deeision upholding the constitotioiiality of 
'hat state's sodomy law, accor^g to 
Heckel. The court's decisioii was ba^ on a 
verse m the Old Testament diapter of 
Leviticus condemning homosexual acts. The 
U.S. Supreme Court's denial to hear an 
appeal of the case farther ilhistrmted the 
judicial system's refusal to consider thfi civ9 
rights of a large minority of tlie Ameticaii 
public, he added.

knowledge diat man has today. Manv 
attitudes expressed In the Old Testament as 
well as the New Testament are 
wholeheartedly rejected by today's 
Christians, he pointed out. 

Many Christians will eat foods such as 
lobster, listed as an abomination in Biblical 
teachings, yet fervently cite other passages 
as indisputable when it suits their particular 
prejudices, he said. 

Though Christ was quite specific in his 
condemnation of adultery but did not 
mention the subject of homosexuality, 
Heckel said, homophobic Christians accept 
divorced men and women as church 
members but rail against homosexuals. 
Such a dichotomoy is irrational, he added. 

A conference question-and-answer period 
dealt with topics including chauvinist 
attitudes expressed in the Bible and 
*'coming out" to one's parents. 

Heckel told the gathering of about 40 gay 
and straight persons that he was pleased to 
draw such a diverse group of participants but 
was concerned that few ministers from the 
Tallahassee community attended. The only 
way to resolve differences of attitude in the 
community, he said, is by open dialogue 
between its gay and straight Christians. The 
relatively neutral territory of United 
Ministries was an ideal location for that 
dialogue, according to Heckel. 

Billed as *'an attempt to deal with a once 
untouchable subject in an unemotional 
format," the conference demonstrated that 
homosexuality is indeed a **touchable" 
topic. But conference participants also 
showed that in dealing with the human rights 
of a significant minority, the format may be 
objective but not "unemotional" to those 
directly affected. 

Heckel reminded his audience that 
Christ's message was one of love. With that 
as its base, the Christian religion is timeless 
and cultureless, he said, but in dealing with 
the gay issue as well as others, the Christian

Gary Gflmoie, the last person executed in the United 
States, wanted desperately to die. John Spenkelink, who 
nay well be the nezt, wants jast as despeialdy to five. 

But a federal appeals oouft in Aogost rejected 
Spenkelink's appeal from a Florida murder conviction, 
leaving the 29-year-old driHer with Mily one more option 
— an appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court, which already has 
rated Florida's death peniUty law constitutional. 

Of the more than 400 people on death rows across the 
country. Spenkelink's case is the furthest advanced 
tlmNisli legal channels. Florida Gov. Reubin Askew has 
signed the warrant for his execution, which coukl occur by 
the end of the year. 

Opponents of capital punishment, fearful that 
^nkelink's death in Florida's electric chair might set off 
a **bloodbath" of state-sanctioned executions, have begun 
scrambling for new arguments to present to the high court. 

Ray Marky. Florida's assistant attorney general, 
disagrees with the bloodbath notion. **Th€are was no 
bloodbath after Gary Gil- 
more was shot." he said, 
''although many people 
predicted there woold be." 

Florida has more than 
100 people on death row; 
eight are in the final stages 
of appeal. 

Before Gilmore was shot 
by a Utah firing squad in 
January, 1977, no one had 
been executed in the 
United States for ten years. 
Many legal observers 
believe that Gilmore would 
still be alive had he not 
abandoned his right to 
appeal and demanded to be 
shot. 

Spenkelink, however, 
has maintained from the 
outset that he accidentally 
shot his traveling compan- , 
ion, Joseph Syzmankie- 
wicz, during a scuffle in a 
Tallahassee motel room 
while trying to reclaim 
money he says Sv/man- 
kicwicz stole from him. 

He also contends that the 
older, more forceful com- 
panion made him commit 
acts of sodomy at I'lmnoint 
and forced him to partici- 
pate in games of Russian 
roulette.

Currently. 32 states have valid death penalt> staiute^ 
Some, such as Maine. Minnesota and Wisconsm, hav.> 
had capital punishment for more than 60 vears. . 
appreciably higher homicide rales than neighbonng 41*1^^ 
with death penalty la\vs. 

Even the Supreme Court has had trouble with ,a> 
punishment. In 1972 it struck down most existmi: .-ath 
penalty laws, saying they were unconstitutional because 
they were being arbitrarily and discrmiinalorilv applied 
At that time eight of the nine justices said they persoBa% 
opposed capital punishment. 

Many stales, including Florida, then rewrote their death 
penalty laws. In 1976 the high court seemed to re\ersc 
itself. It held that capital punishment could be 
constitutional if it was carried out under clear, coostiteit 
guidelines, but it was not made mandatory. 

Once again, it invalidated a large number of dettk 
penalty laws, but upheld those in Florida, Georgia uA 
Texas. 

In 1977 the Supreme Court ruled that no one could be 
sentenced to death for rape or kidnapping. In July 1978 h 
ordered states to restructure laws so that a defendant 
could present to the sentencing judge the widest po$sM)le 
range of mitigating factors about his character, recoid or 
circumstances of the crinw. 

The 1978 decision removed 140 people from death row 
and invalidated death penalty laws in Ohio, Arizona tad 
Pennsylvania. 

Spenkelink's attorneys are expected to lean heavily on 
the 1978 Supreme Court decision in their appeal and argue 
that the jury that recommended the death sentence and 
the judge who imposed it were not able to consider all the 
mitigating circumstances in the case. 

** John's is ncrt a traditional death penalty-type case." 
said one of his attorneys, Joel Bcrger of the Legal Defense 
Fund of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP). **The deatii penalty is usually 
reserved for people who kill total strangers, either during a 
robbery, or in some particularly gruesome fashion."

Wojtyla is the first Polish pope, the first from a 
Communist country and at 58 years of age one of the 
youngest in modem times. He will lead the Roman Catholic 
Church into the 21st century if he lives to the age of 80. 

Vatican experts described Wojtyla as a "theological 
conservative with an open mind.** U.S. Catholic officials 
said he had visited the country frequently and knows the 
situation of the church in the United States. 

**He is a charming man, very sophisticated, with charm 
and grace galore." said Bishop Thomas Kelly, general 
secretary of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

The 1 1 1 cardinals sealed in the Sistine Chapel took eight 
ballots spread over 32 hours and 48 minutes to name the 
Archbishop of Krakow to the throne of St. Peter. 

Wojtyla s election came as a total surprise to Vatican 
experts and stunned the 300.000 people gathered under a 
huge harvest moon in St. Peter's Square for their first 
ghmpse of the new pontiff. 

The crowd gasped in disappointment when a non-Italian 
name was announced — the last non-Italian pope was 
Dutchman Hadrian IV who died in 1523 — but soon warmed 
to Wojtyla when he appeared on the central balcony of St. 
Peter's Basilica. 

His ruddy features and receding hairline gave the new 
pope a cherubic appearance but his thin lips added a certain 
sternness. He greeted the crowd with both hands , raised 
his eyes to the sky and smiled. 

His predecessor. Pope John Paul 1, won the hearts of 
millions with his warm smile during a 34-day reign and the 
experts said Wojtyla's choice of the name John Paul 11 
indicated he would pursue the policies oi Pope John XXIll 
and Paul VI. 

Wojtyla appeared to strike the same familiar, friendly 
note that John Paul I did by addressing the crowd in slightly 
accented Italian when he first appeared on the balcony of St. 



Peter's Basilica and used the personal pronoun **I.'*

John Paul I, who died just 18 
days ago. 

But the applause and cheering brolEe out again and 
many of the 300.000 people fell down on tbev knees when 
John Paul II appeared on the balcony and made a brief 
speech in almost flawless Italian.

The first concerns the 
spending of $2 million allocated for the 
present centers of excellence at state 
universities. FSU has been appointed as the 
state's Center of Excellence in policy 
sciences (related article, page 3.)

"Trying to administer a program in 
this univeraity is like trying to swim in 
mayonnaise," he commented. "My only 
frustration is. . .Fd like to move faster,"

Sliger appointed Dye to coordinate the 
program under the direction of Dean 
Warren Mazek oi the College of Social 
Sciences and a steering committee of 
college faculty. Serving pn the committee 
besides Mazek are the heads of the 
departments of economics, government, 
public administration, sociology, geo- 
graphy, and urban and regional 
planning. 

Mazek said the program has to develop 
slowly because there has to be a "suffi- 
cient number of faculty and resources."

stinking mass of sludge and muck, a victim of our wastes. 

in yesterday's Flambeau, writer Jim Cox detailed the 
process the lake is undergoing dtiring its demise; it is the 
story of a natural order krevocabty smwed bf tbc 
thoughtless intrusion of homankii 

Eutrof^icatlon, or the gradual takeover by plants, 
occurs naturally in all lakes. As life-matter dies, it sinks to 
the bottom and decomposes, gradually forming a sludge 
layer over the sandy lake bottom which in turn forms t^ 
basis for a smes of amiplicated plant successions that 
eventually wiO dry up, then cover the lake. The process as 
It occurs in nature takes centuries. 

When humans enter the picture by dumping 
nutrient-rich wastes, as we did in the case of Lake 
Munson, instead of taking centuries, the process takes 
only a few years. And for years we have been dumping 
waste material from the Dale Mabry sewage treatment 
plant and Tallahassee's storm water run-off into Lake 
M unson. The effects should be obvious to any who live 
nearby or who visit the area: a large, thick layer of sludge 
covers the lake's surface, fouling the air all around. 

Atlemi^ to drmn the lake and scrape off tiie stifling 
muck have ended in failure. The only proposal state 
officials have for combating the demise of Lake Munson is 
to drain it yearly and hope some of the muck can be 
absorbed into other areas. 

Meanwhile, the city's sewage and drainage continues to 

pour in as readouts and city officials sit by, dimming 

fortto* what minute chances remain for the lake*s 
survival. 

One question raised by Lake Munson is that if the 
government can't control such environmental travesties, 
who can? Who should? A Flambeau story last week 
featured an interview with a man (who chose to remain 
anonymous) who had sunk most of his resources and a 
number of personal loans into the purchase of 166 acres of 
untarnished wilderness near Lloyd, Fla. 

He saw the land was prime for development and 
exploitation, and took the responsibility upon himself for 
its preservation. He has succeeded thwrfar. 

Are we entering an era, then, where private dtlzens 
must assume tiie task of preserving the natural beauty 
remaining in America? In such cases as the one just cited, 
the notion appears to be a good one, albeit a difficult 
fmancial burden and a constant drain on the individual's 
resources. 

The case of duPbnt executive Ed Ball and his WakuUa 
Springs — wfcidi feirtues tiie only fencid rtver in tiie 
United States — shows the dangers inherent in that 
wtiution: not all who would accept the responsibility would 
do so in a sensitive and benevolent fashion; some, like 
Ball, would immediately pursue ways in which to nute a 
buck, exploiting the land m ^ sense. 

There are no easy answers to how we can save our world 
from onrsehes. Awareness must oome first, followed 
closely by concerted activity. 

In some cases, we may already be too late. As reporter 
Cox wrote. "It seems then, that Lake Munson is somewhat 
like a terminal cancer patient left m the lup^ of his 
dodoea, ^ grape blindly tt tile dnk for

One wire service bought the 
freelancer's pictures, while word 
somehow spread that The 
Flambeau photgrapher had snap- 
ped some photos of Reynolds with 
a group of students. 

A bizarre Mdding battle began 
that ^dn't let up ontil the wee 
hours of the morning — UP! 
wanted the pictures; AP had to 
hm/e diem; People Magazine was 
willing to pay $1,000, |or was it

Friday afternoon, I had not 
seal the pictures. All I had was a 
note left for me by the 
photographer saying he had 
"some s^eat shots of Bort."

All he had was ol' Burt 
coming and ol' Burt going into 
and out of a back door, nothing 
more. 

Ahhoagh a minor incident, the 
affur is fairly represenUtive.

Hard luck kid 



Unglaub battles to 



overcome injunes 

and regain past form

Kurt Unglaub, the hard luck kid, bears it all with the 
tak's patience. The junior, out of Tallahassee's Leon 
^igh, has had a collegiate football career that has 
iltemated between brilliaiit and non-existent, each phase 
pendent Bpon the whims of injury. 
His latest stumbling block is an injury that has been 
ioosely diagnosed as hyperexlension of the knee, which 
occured in practice when he doire for a ball and his knee hit 
the torf . ft is b«t one of a series of injuries that has limited 
his participation this year to eight receptions and one 
touchdown. Last yew a pre-seaaon hamstring pull 
hampered him BMWt <tf the season, and he managed only 
nine receptkms, though three of them were for 
touchdowns indudmg a qiedacolar^ ov^tfie-head 
finger-tip grab for the <^»ening tottdidown of FSU's 37-9 
victory over Florida. 

Asked if he was begmning to tiiink of hhnself as the 
Nfickey Mantle of the Seminole footbaU team, Unglaub 
offered a wry smile and shook his head. 

"I hope not,'* the talented receiver said. "I 
injuries come in streaks, and when this one end$ I'll be 
able to go out and play as well as before." 

Right now, trainer Don Pauls is combating this latest 
injury with a complex taping job which basically prevents 
fidl eitension of the knee. It allows Unglaub to practice 
and, presumably, to play. 

"Yeah, I could have played last week, but Doc (Pauls) 
fck it was probably better to give it another week of rest. 
It's die kind of injury that will improve each week. 1*11 be 
right for Pittsburgh," said Unglaub with a certain 
insistence. 

Still, there's been a definite disappointment on 
Ungiaub's part about his career thus far. Heralded as the 
next great FSU receiver in the tradition of Fred Biletnikoff , 
Ron Sellers, and Barry Smith, he has had only one season, 
his freshman year, in which he was unfettered by injuries 
and could fulfill that promise. 

"Sometimes I've wanted to hang my head and think 
about quitting," he said, "but I try to tell myself that the 
injuries would end and something good would happen." 

Did he ever think about being red-shirted last year, after 
It appeared from the outset that he might be hobbled by 
injuries throughout? 

"Veah. that kind of thing goes through your mind, and 
vou think about having the extra year, but 1 didn't get that 
chance, so I'll just have to hope I can go out and play some 
this year and then come back and play my senior season." 

Unglaub downplays his reputation as FSU's prime 
receiving threat, hurt or well. 

"I don't think they'll be double covering me anymore 
this year (as teams did last year) since I'm not producing. 
Jackie (Flowers) is the one having the big year. He's the 
one ihev have to worry about.** 

Whatever the coverage, whatever the injury, the key to 
Unglaub is his confidence. 

"When I have my confidence up 1 know I can make any 
Piay. What I've got to do now is get back out there and 
develop my confia^ic^" ■ .

issions. 

A White House statement said the 
esident "reviewed with both delegations 
e progress made so far in the conference 
id the issues that remain to be resdved.** 

The president and the Israeli and 
E§yptian delegates expressed their 

isfaction with the process so fsr.** the 
fiatement said after tiie talks. 

We have come up against some 

ficulties in our negotiations with 



the Egyptian delegation," Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan said after his talks 
with Carter. "The president said to turn to 
him in such a case and we have." 

Dayan, who spent an hour and 15 
minutes with Carter, refused to discuss the 
difficulties. He said privacy is necessary 
for the success of the conference and *we 
all want the negotiations to succeed. " 

But as Carter greeted Acting Foreign 
Minister Bhutros Ghali of Egypt later the 
president took time to play down the 
impression of crisis left by Dayan. 

'*! just want to say to the press, there is no 
particular problem, there is no crisis," 
Carter said. "Everything is going about as 
well as we had expected." 

Egyptian Ambassadr Ashraf Ghorbal, 
who accompanied Ghali, also played down 
the difficalties as he climbed into his auto 
after the talks. "The only difficulty is with 
the door of the car." he told reporters. 

And diplomatic sources said the Israeli 
and Egyptian negotiators meeting in 
Washington under the auspices of the 
United States could initial a peace treaty

Graham talks tough 
on law enforcement

In an attempt to discredit opponents' 
charges that he is "soft on crime," 
gubernatorial candidate Bob Graham 
promised yesterday that if elected, he 
would make law enforcement "a top 
priority in my administration." 

Appearing with Graham at a capitol 
news conference was James Scott, 
president of the Florida Sheriffs 
Association. Scott endorsed Graham as a 
man whose "record in the Senate on law 
enforcement, and knowledge and leader- 
ship in state government make him the 
most qualified candidate." 

Scott, a former highway patrolman, has 
been sheriff of Jefferson County since 1971 
when he was appointed to that post by Gov. 
Reubin Askew. 

He will head the newly created "Sheriffs 
for Graham," attempting to bring the rest 
of Florida's sherifs into the Graham fold. 

In speaking of law enforcement. Graham 
said the certainty of arrest and 
imprisonment should be increased. 

"I have been concerned that during the 
past several years there has been less 
emphasis than needed in assuring that 
criminals are prosecuted and incarcerated 
as swiftly as possible," the Democratic 
candidate said. 

To meet thai guai. Graham said if 
elected governor, he would propose: 

•An increased use of determinate 
sentencing. 

"I believe determinate sentencing will 
not only be a most effective deterrent to 
criminal activity, but it has been shown to 
have a positive effect on recurring 
offenders," he said. 

•Continued improvement of law 
enforcement salaries. The gubernatorial 
hopeful said the public asks law 
enforcement people to put their lives on the

line and then go out and work extra hours 
to support their families. 

•Careful reviewing of all state crime 
planning programs. Assurance that the 
programs are helping directly to fight 
crime is needed. Graham said, and if is 
not provided, the programs should be cut 
and the money turned over to local law 
enfincement agendes. 

•Tighter restrictioDS on tfie use of plea 
bargaining, particularly in crimes against 
persons. 

"They (prosecutors) do H Utfgly out of 
economic necessity," Graham cooteBded.

Meeting with the SUS CouncU of 
Presidents. York was referring to his 
rec^at statement tJikt the BOR no 
longer concerned itself with the SUS 
Faculty Senate Cottndl (SUSFSC) 
because of growing apathy within 
tteporganization. 

Jl&)rk qualified hip QOR recomend- 
atiofi during the meeting, saying, 
"Our concern was not to end faculty 
input, but it was to develop a 
meaningful vehicle through which 
there can be greater faculty input." 

''Spotty" participation by Florida 
Atlantic and Florida A&M Univer- 
sities in recent faculty council 
^ivities, and the official pull-out of 



the University of Florida faculty 
cooadl, had led York to believe that 
the oouactl was not the appropriate 
means of representation for faculty, 
he said. 

* 'Faculty Senate Coundls are not 
adequate if they represent only half 
of our faculty," York stated. He then 
proposed that "either the system be 
modified, or we come up with a 
different one.** 

After discussion, the Council of 

. - Presidents instructed the university 
vice presidents to meet with faculty 
representatives concerning the 
matter and to see if some new 
organization could be formed, 

• replacing the troubled SUSFSC. 

The six remaining active members 
of the faculty senate will meet this 
Friday in Tampa to try and heal the 
dissent amont their leaders. SUSFSC 
Chairperson Richard Taylor has 
pleaded with the UP "to join with the 
eight other unversities of the SUS in 
rational discussion," but the 
participation of UF as well as FAMU 
and FAU is unlikely.

University of South Florida 
President John Brown said the 
faculty did have adequate represen- 
tation before the BOR if the 
university presidents and vice- 
presidents were doing their jobs 
properly. He then expressed some 
concern over the possibility of not 
having any taculty representation 
before the BOR, saying that "the 
faculty union (UFF) may intrude 
more actively where they have 
previously kept their hands off." 

In other actions, the presidents' 
council decided to search for new 
terminology for the present "centers 
of excellence" at state universities. 
Saying that some were not excellent, 
and others not even centers, the 
council decided to wait for building 
and validation before calling the new 
programs excellent. 

The council also tabled a proposed 
rule change concerning access to 
student files. The proposal will be 
reconsidered after certain legal 
modifications have been made in the 
rule's form.

FSU associate v.p. appointed; 
Turnbull will oversee revisions

Public administration department chair- 
person Gus Turnbull has been appointed 
FSU associated vice president for academic 
affairs to oversee sevml new public 
service outreach programs at FSU. 

Turnbull, who wiH continue to head the 
department of public affairs, will 
coordinate a number of programs designed 
to provide research, itedinical assistance 
and educational training to state and local 
government agencies. 

"We are attempting to augumeat eitf 
public service functions and practices as 
related to state and local government; then 
to coordinate this with teadiing and 
research functions,** said Dr. Robert O. 
Lawton, FSU vice president for academic 
affairs. *'Dr. TumbuU's appointment and 
other organizational changes will imple- 
ment the enhancement oi our public 
service efforts.** 

Turnbull will oversee a soon-to-be 
established histitute of Science and Public 
Affairs which is to be headed by Dr. 
Edward Femald and will include several 
outreach units. 

Among the outreach units arc the Center 
for Professional Devefopment and Public 
Service and a new govemnmtal training 
and education unit aimed at improving 
efficency in government management. 

Turnbull is also head of a statewide 
committee which is devefoping an Institute 
of Government t^iMiked by FSU. The 
proposed institute||ppd link all nine 
universities in the State University System 
into a governmental service network. 

Lawton said the university feels that 
Turnbull is the most qualified person for

the job because of his wide range of 
experience in both academic and practical 
realms of government and public 
administration. 

Before his appointment as chairperson of 
public administration department. Turn- 
bull served for two years as staff director of 
the education committee of the Florida 
House of Representatives.

Before coming to FSU 
in 1971. he was a professor of political 
science at the Unversity of Georgia.

Legal Services of North FlmnU (NFLS) last year opened

The ei|^ full-time attorneys ivoridng for Legal Services 
operate on a budget based on 1970 census figures while 
trying to serve a population that, by more recent Florida 
statistics, has increased by half again — from 18,000 in 
1970 to an estimated 26,00 indigents today. 

Smce NFLS landing is fignicd on tlie basis of $7 far 
every poor paraon in tlie area served, tiie levei-of fnnding. 
plainly, has foflen beinnd the rise in indigent poplation 
since the last census. 

However. NFLS has an opportunity to receive special 
funds from the federal government through a Title 20 
grant, contingent only upon matching county funds on an 
tmbalanred ratio, if Legal Services receives the S6,473 it is 
askii^ from ike Leon County Commistson, the federal 
government wiB supply the legal aid organization with 
S19.420. 

Somewhere along the line, though, the NFLS request to 
the county has run into a smig. Some complain that Legtii 
Services offers a duptication ei the free akl |mvided by 
Tallahassee Bar Associati<m*s volunteer indigent 
service. Even limited semnity of the two organizations 
reveals vital differences in the degree of service the two 
offer, however. While local Bar members donate time to the 
Bar Assodaticm service, its county courthouse office is 
staffed by a volunteer attorney only one day a week, and 
aid excludes any and all administrative cases. 

An additional argument against county funding for 
NFLS has been the opinion of the county attorney that 
there exists a possible conflict when the county helps fund 
an organization that could turn around and sue it. We see 
this as a source of conflict only if the county can 
unequivocably assert that it never errs in persoimel or 
other mattm diat could involve litigation. 

Because of these cof»iderations. however, the county 
commission has delayed a vote on the NFLS funding 
request until a revised report is received from a county 
grants review committee. The Legal Services proposal 
already has been reviewed and recommended in full once 
by the committee. Now. because it was sent back to the 
committee during last week*s commission meeting, tfw 
request win not be considered until after all other grant 
requests have been dealt with. What that means is, if any 
money is left in the county budget for the committee to 
recommend by the time it g^ around to the Legal 
Services request, then NFLS has a chance for the money. 

The NFLS request for county funds to match sorely 
needed federal monies soumfe reasonable and necessary 
to us: forcing the legal aid organization to undergo a 
second committee screenmg for the hope of some leftover 
funds seems a little unfair. 

If NFLS doesn't come up with mmtMt^ local fands 
within the next month the federal grant will be withdrawn , 
so expendiecy is required. We urge the grants committee 
and die county commission to act positively and swiftly on 
the NFLS request.

Iranian students 
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Educators blast revision 8 




Sevenl Florida edmticMi officiate 
iiflMed yesterday in an effort to 
deleat coMtitittioii reviskm 8, which 
win appear ob the November ballot 
akmg with eight other propoied 
revfsioBt to the Florida Constitution. 

The ptopoaal, ipoia t cd mainly 
by ibtaier attorney general Jiai 
Kynes. calls for an appointed state 
board of education and also writes 
the Board of Regents into the slate 
constitution. Currently, the seven 
members of the Cabinet fiinc6on as 
the sute board of ^dacation. 

**it is a dai^eroas move to create 
two antonomous bodies dealing with 
edacation/' said Don Magnider. 
executive ditector of the Florida 
School Board Association. 

•*it is our feeling we will lose 
control over the legislature,'* 
Magnider said. If the Regents are 
not regulated by the l^jislatnre, 
Magnider said, they can adopt rules 
and dictate policy at their discretion. 

Bob Lee, president of the Florida 
Education Association-United, the 
state's largest teachers union, said 
Flofiffians should have the r^ht to

of education. 

"We feel that any scheme, no 
matter how timely or sweet 
sounding, that relegates the state's 
most important function — educa- 
tion — to appointive, sub- 
department function is bad policy," 
Lee said in a prepared statement. 

Revision 8 would fragment 
Florida's education system, Lee 
said, at a time when greater 
coordination of programs and 
s^vioes is required. 



Cecil Carlton, supenniendent of 
the Taylor County school system, 
also criticized the proposal. 

••Elected officials are generally 
more responsive to the public than 
are appointed officials," Carlton 
contended. 

Kvnes. who is primarily re^ 
sible for the amendment, ej^ined 
it differently at a symj^um on 
constitution revisio^^eld last 
Thursday at the FSU College of Law. 

Kynes said the revision docs not 
exempt the Board of Regents from 
legislative scrutiny. 

"It (revision 8) dcK-s not put the 
university system beyond the 
authority of the legislature," Kynes 
said. 

"This proposal gives to us a state 
Board of Education for the first time 
in history. . .that will spend 100 
percent of its time making policy 
decisions," the former attorney 
general said. "The issue is not an 
appointed versus an elected board, 
the issue here is whether we have an 
appointed board, or no board at all." 
According to Kynes, revision 8 "will 
give greater accessibility to 
education." 



Iranians stage march, rally today

Members of the Iranian Student 
Asstx'iation and their supporters 
will march today from FAMU to FSU 
as part of a nationwide observance 
by the ISA of "Bloodv Friday." 

The demonstration, scheduled to 
begin at 10 a.m. in front of the 
FAMU cafeteria, commemorates a 
Sept. 8 protest in Iran against 
martial law imposed by the Shah in 
which an unknown number of Iranian 
citizens were killed bv the Shah's 



lrtK)ps. 

The marchers will travel north on 
Monroe St. and west on Tennessee 
St.. culminating with a rally at the 
FSU Union. 

According to an ISA sp<ikes- 
person, today's march falls on the 
40th day after the September 
demonstration, and ISA chapters 
across the U.S. plan to hold rallies 
today and every 40 days to protest 
the Shah's policies. 

Tonight at 7 in the FSU Union 
Ballroom, journalist Margot White 



will speak on "Iran: The New 
Vietnam" and discuss her sumss^ 
tour of Iran as an International 
observer. 

White, along with another 
American, Richard Eiden, wete ient 
to Iran June 1 by the ISA in 
anticipation of June 5 uprisings and 
"to observe first hand the political 
repression in Iran, the living 
conditions of the people and the 
recent wave of uprisings on the 
regime and the entire sociel^" 
according to an ISA newsletter.

Ihc FBI's newly released annual index 
of sc\t n major crimes said the number of 
murders in the nation rose by 2 percent to 
19.120 during 1977, while 6 percent more 
aggravated assults were reported to police. 
However, Bell stressed in releasing the 
niform Crime Report that while overall 
crime dropped, the population rose 1 
percent between 1976 and 1977. 
Hie report is based on a composite index 
f totrd rimes reported to more than 
- ; M !■ agencies across the country 



Attorney General Griffin Bell and FBI 
Director William Webster have expressed 
concern about the increase in violent 
crimes. Most noticeable in the 1977 data 
was the 1 1 percent rise in the number of 
reported rapes. 

And preliminary FBI statistics for the 
first half of 1978 showed still further 
increases in the number of rapes and other 
violent acts. 

Federal officials have yet to detennine 
whether a continual increase in reported 
rapes during the last several years resulted 
from more offenses, or from an increased 
willingness among women to report the 
crime widely recongized as being a 
stigmatizing, traantiatic experience for its 
victims. 



Arabs adopt a peace plan 



BEIRUT, Lebanon — Arab foreign 
ministen jpesterday adopted an eight point 
peace plan for Lebanon, but the crack of

The state-run Beirut Radio said the 
foreign ministers and special envoys from 
Syria. Saudi Arabia. Kuwatt, Sudan, Qatar 
and the United Arab Emirates "reviewed 
specific secvrity tmngements brought to 
the conference by ftcrideat Elias Saifcis.** 

I>etails of the "security arrangements" 
were not disclosed, but Foreign Minister 
Fuad Butros told reporters the delegate 
had agreed to reshuffle some of the 30.000 
Arab peacekeeping troops in a move that 



would "involve Saudi troops." 

Conference sources said this \iould 
mean trimming some Svnan strength in 
sensitive Christian areas and bringing in 
Saudi soldiers. 



But Butros. Uxiking glum and tired, also 
said the widely expected deployment of 
Lebanese army regulars in some Christian 
areas would 'perhaps nt>t occur at this 
time." He did not elaborate. 

Asked if he thought the latest peace 
resolutions would bring about an end to 
nearly four years of warfare, the foreign 
minister said, "I hope the hot spots will 
cool down. One hour of peace is good. 
Three wedLS is better."

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PBS gets own talk show 

minus celebrity bozos

In what is described as a cross between "Information 
Please/* "That Was The Week That Was," and "Quiz 
Kids," PBS is presentiiig what might be called a 

viewer's quiz show. 

*'We Interrupt This Week." which made its live premiere 
on public television two weeks ago. is shown locally on 
WFSU-TV, Channel 11. every Wednesday night at 8:30. 

The program, written and hosted by Ned Sherrin, British 
creator of "That Was The Week That Was." is the first 
game show ever produced for public television. It is as 
relevant as the nightly news and "perhaps even funnier," 
promises its creator. 

Sherrin, acting as the erudite moderator, guides two 
opposing teams of three notables each through a series of 
questions on the week's news events. The panelists, 
however, aren't the usual collection of celebrity bozos that 
might crop up on, say, "Hollywood Squares." 

Instead. Sherrin has selected an intelligent and informed 
group of rotating regulars including Marshall Brickman 
(Oscar winner with Woody Allen for the "Annie Hal!" 
screenplay), Richard Reeves, national editor for Esquire 
maga/inc, and Jeff Greenfield, of the National Lampoon. 

In addition, Sherrin promises to bring in such celebrities 
as Gore Vidal, William F. Buckley and Ron Nessen, among 



others, to insure the liveliness of his show. 

Sherrin. speaking Monday at an FSU press conference, 
said he hopes that the new show will "make people aware of 
the spectrum of the news" and provide some "reasonably 
intelligent entertainment" in the process. 

The former BBC producer, who also created a later British 
show entitled "Quiz of the Week." had somewhat mixed 
success in his homeland due to the satiric edge he placed in 
his news programs. 

"Quiz of the Week," which drew some panelists from a 
Lampoon-style magazine called Private Eye, was cancelled 
by the BBC after it broadcast certain jokes about then- 
Prime Minister Edward Heath's organ playing. 

Sherrin said the show had a popularity similar to 
"Saturday Night Live." 

On Broadway last year to direct his musical "Side by Side 
by Sondheim," Sherrin stumbled into PBS production 
because he "might as well flog somethingj while I'm over 
here." > 

As host of "Wc Interrupt This Week." Sherrin develops 
questions from the week's news that "gives our teams a 
chance to flaunt their knowledge or their ignorance before 
five live cameras." Points are awarded, for correct or 
"provocatively evasive" answers. 

If the first show was any indication, "We Interrupt This 

Week " should be interesting and humorous, allowing ,

viewers to watch somewhat atypical game show celehrmes 
answer "gossipy but informative" quizs on recent ev?ms. 

One problem, though, that should be cleared up bv 
tonight's viewing is that the panelists, in an effort to be 
witty and entertaining, over-do it a bit. The first shos^ \\as 
marred by too many eager, overlapping responses. St^me 
were quite funny, if they could be heard over the confusion 
of three or four voices going at once. 

Otherwise, "We Interrupt This Week" looks like a 
worthwhile half-hour. Who knows? Maybe Sherrin will get 
.Norman Mailer up there with Vidal. 

On second ^hpught, maybe he b^t^e^r not.

Ib concert, in person, Archie Shepp, a 
black man, was the boss. A sip of beer, a 
sculpture's careful perusal of the 
atmosphere, a twinkling of tones at the 
piano, then it ^happened. The power was 
turned on. Shepp's forehead was lined by 
sweat beads. His eyes were opened wide to 
the ceiUng boards, as if to let in the most 
possible sound. And there was the burning 
fingers of Shepp's personal bass player, 
Cameron Brown, the blurred foot- 
springing, beat-keeping of Tallahassee's 
Lindsey Sargent, the strained face of 
drummer Gil Trummer, also of Tallahassee, 
straining under the pressure of a fast 
moving experience. Strain, blurred 
movements, '.inveat, rolled up eyeballs.

As the bass man charged at his strings, 
Shepp sat out for a few bars, resting at his 
"altar." Tfhe music took him higher, 
deeper. It took us all, until as a community 
experience, he screamed.^ for him there 
were no people in the audience. His eyes 
saw no one. But Shepp could feel out 
spirits, the music, the message receivers. 
And he was the gi\cr and he gave and he 
screamed. Fleshless spirits, receivers and 
givers floating in a power of sound. 



tradition, the power of Africa. 

Shepp was the priest and we were there 
for the baptism perhaps in Yoruba, Hw, 
Surinam, the Congo. 

And the ceremony went on. Shepp go< 
back to his horn bouncing, dipping at the 
waist, praying, singing, saying, crying. His 
horn, body, and soul moved, thought, and 
spoke as one. Directly from ihe source. 

That night Shepp was talking through his 
music about his pride of Afro-Americancss. 
The night before he spoke that the black 
folk have a world music, that the black 
people of this country made, formed the 
music industry in this countrv'. Screaming, 
dipping, and running chords. 1 heard him 
say, heard him play, "it's ours, it's all 
(^rs." 

**Jazz. What do you mean by ja//?' ^^^^ 
one question Shepp posed at his lecture. 
Jazz, he said, comes from the word, jass, 
which means procuring of women at 
whorehouses. 

Therefore, the term, jazz, is like the 
myriad of white-coined words like blues, 
ragtime, soul, disco, rhythm and blues 
which are "all analogous to an endless 
stream of terminology from nigger tn cwn 
which have been concocted to describe 
black folk with nothing to indicate 
continuity or tradition or that the race had a 
tradition."

After the game was over, Craig Boda, a member 
of the Two Percenters, attempted to discuss Brown's 
handling of the elbow incident with the referee. 
Apparently heated words were exchanged, Boda brushed 
Brown and then, allegedly, stepped back and took a full 
swing. The attempted blow was off the mark, according to 
reports, and Boda allegedly succedded only in grabbing 
Brown's hair. 

For striking Denney with his elbow, Keating later was 
suspended from intramural play for 90 days, by IM 
officials, while Boda was barred from IM competition for a 
full year. 

Denney, a former FSU swimmer and current law 
student, sought dental treatment yesterday after 
temporary treatment at the Tallahassee Memorial Hospital 
emergency room Friday night. His injuries reportedly will 
require extensive dental care.

Leek by the Assodafiofi' of American 
Medical College. 

For the third straight year, U.S. medical 
khook have failed to rMse their minority 
enrollments since 1975 when minority 
ieflrollment stood at an 8.1 peak, said a task 
force report on minority opportunities in 



medicine. The downward trend is largely 
due to a ''backing ofP* on the part of the 
federal government and medical schools in 
past programs designed at successfully 
recruiting and graduating minority 
students. 

Dr. Paul Elliott, task force chairperson 
and FSU assistant vice president for 
academic affairs, said it wUl "take a 
sizeable institutional and governmental 
commitment" to turn the enn^lment trends 
for minority students upward again. 

EIKott stressed that unless medical 
schools and the federal government "re- 
commit'* themselves to securmg minority 



medical students "a huge proportion of 
black and rural Americans will have no 
health care. . .and it is highly unlikely that a 
white suburban student will solve that 
problem." 

The study indicates that the downward 
trend in minority enrollment occurred 
around 1974-75 when medical schools 
enthusiasm in affirmative action and other 
new programs to recruit minority students 
began to dwindle. 

That year marked the highest enrollment 
of black medical students at 6.3 percent and 
81 percent for all minority students — up 
from 2.8 percent in l%9-70. 1978, however, 
finds black student enrollment at 6 percent 
and total minority enrollment still at 8.1 
percent. 

The report indirectly faults the federal 
government with much of the downward 
trends in minority enrollment, pointing to a 
current withdrawal of financial support for 
recruitment and scholarship programs 
begun in the late sixties. Funding from the 
federal government along with foundadtion 
grants and school resources was credited 
with boosting minority enrollment from 854 
in 1968-69 to 4,880 in 1977-78. 

Today, however, the report charges the 
government's concern for expanding 
minority opportunities has been "supplant- 
ed by a shifting of goals in its policy from 
increasing the supply of health physicians

Brown names House leaders

The newly appointed head of the 
House Committee on Finance and 
Tixation. Rep. Steve Pajcic, D- 
Jicksmiville, condemned constitu- 
tion revision 8 yesterdav as 
"chickenfced" for homeowners and 
I "bonanza" for big business. 

Speaking at a Capitol news 
conference at which his appointment 
as chairperson of the powerful tax 
committee was announced by House 
Speaker Designate Hyatt Brown, 
Pajcic called the proposed revision to 
the Florida constitution "the worst 
special interest boondoggle I have 
seen in my four years in the 
legislature." 

According to Pajcic, his job as 
committee chairperson will be much 
more difficult if the amendment 
passes. The proposal provides tax 
relief for homeowners through an

increase in the homestead exemption 
and a variety of tax breaks for 

business. 

My biggest concern with regard 
to the tax system is the erosion of the 
homestead exemption," Pajcic said. 
"You could almost triple the 
homestead exemption if you 
increased the sales tax." 

One of his priorities, the 
Jacksonville legislator said, will be to 



insure that the system is equitable. 
He cited the municipal utility tax as a 
"good example" of tax burdens 
falling on people who can "least 
afford them.** 

Brown said Pajdc's job will be to 
**do a complete review of all state 
and local taxes In Florida.*' 

Besides Pajcic, Brown also 
announced the appointments of four 
other chairpersons:

Thermal energy from Gulf possible

Over 40 experts in energy and

frtc energy source in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

hi a colloquium co- sponsored by 
rht FSU oceanography depart- 
ment and the U.S. Department of 
Energy (DOE) continuing today, 
researchers are studying possible 
complications that might be 
involved in the use of "thermal 
power plants.'* 

Ur. Lloyd Lewis, official program 
manager for the DOE, said that the 
(julf of Mexico was one of three 
prime thermal plant sites now 
under construction by the U.S. 
government through the Oceano- 
graphic Thermal Energy Com- 
mission (OTEC). Lewis described 
the thermal plants as being the 



"only solar energy aspect that is 
effective for 24 hour service.'* 

As Lewis described the thermal 
power system, the plants would use 
ammonia, which has a very low 
boiling temperature, to power an 
electric generator. The ammonia 
would be heated to its gaseous 
state by the sea-water tempera- 
tures in the Gulf. The pressurized 
gas would then power the 
generator before being reduced to 
its liquid state by the cooler waters 
pumped up from the depths of the 
Gulf. 

Much of the data important for 
considering the possibilities of such 
plants in the Gulf have not been 
collected and adequately cata- 
loged, according to Lewis. 
"This was one reason why the 
government helped to fund this 
meeting," he said. "We're trying 
to select areas located in the Gulf 
that will prove most advanta- 



geous. 

Presently the OTEC has one pilot 
thermal power operation underway 
near Hawaii, but Lewis said that 
the operation, as a whole, was a 
long way from proving viable in any 
sort of practical way. 

**It is very hard to predict when 
this system will be ready," he 
commented, but estimated roughly 
that some decision might be 
reached by 2020. 

Some of the pollution factors that 
may enter into the system would 
most likely be involved with the 
system's use of large metallic heat 
exchangers. Not only might the 
oxydized metal surfaces prove 
slightly poisonous, but when the 
surfaces needed cleaning, the 
chemicals used might prove 
harmful. Both of these, however, 
were practically negligible when 
compared to problems offered by 
present-dav svstcms. Lewis said.

The Botrd of Regmts' plaoiufig and progrtni coanBittee 
flieets today in Orfando. A couple of oceanography 
teachers fr')m the Universuy of South Florida are going to 
be there too, and they plan to raise hell. 

It seems the Board, in its Wilsonian distribution of 
"centers of excellence" in the State Universtty System, 
overkxiked some pretty major pomta. One wm that while 
the University of Sooth Florida in Tampa has been dubbed 
the state's center of excellence in oceanography — and 
subsequently blessed with a $3*^5.000 grant for this year — 
FSU is the only school in the SUS that can hand out 
doctoral cte^rees in the area. 

The Board can't let USP ^e doetorafl^ because ttmt 
would violate another BOR commitment to end duplication 
of services in doctoral programs. It can't give FSU the 
center of excellence title and bucks for its long-established 
oceanography program because USF has to have 
something, after all, and policy sciences at Florida State 
already has been selected as the center of excellence here. 

So at USF they're mad as heU. Whether they'll have to 
take any more is up to the BOR. and our bet . at the 
oceanography folks from down south will have to learn to 
live with what they've got. BOR sources have confirmed 
thai bei as a safe one. 

Additionally, if current proposals hold, USF 
oceaaography students seeking their doctorates will have 
to deal with a graduate review commit t ee comprised of 
three FSU oceanography professors, one South Florida 
oceanography professor and one USF professor from a 
related field. The BOR, via a group of consultants, cooked 
up this scheme too. Although tabled at the behest of USF 
PresideDt John Lott Brown at the last Board meeting, 
policy is expected to pass at the next one regardless of 
what USF says to the committee today. 

The South Florida oceanographers are highly 
concerned, and probably for good reason. Since degrees 
wUl be issued by FSU, and since FSU also will maintain a 
great deal of control over the program thnmgh the doctoral 
committees, they fear maiiy of tfie mote talented students 
and teachers wiH fongo USF for die school with the puH. 
Obviously if that happens the Board will have defeated its 
ow n purpose and USF will have no "center of excellence" 
to play with. 

According to reports, folks at FSU are none too happy 
thems^ves with the arrangement, though they haven't 
been nearly as vocal about the strained lektionsliip widi 
their USF cousins. 

The best laid plans of mice and men and the Board of 
Regents seem to have gone somewhat astray. Because the 
Board chooses to deal m diplomatic half- measures where it 
should act firmly, and intransig^t polictes where it migfat 
be bettor to bend, tlmigs are hkdy to stay that way.

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FSU-UF oceanography program 'in jeopardy

Thr cooperative FSU-University of South Florida doctoral 
program in oceanography is "in jeopardy," department 
heads of both universities admitted yesterday. 

I'nder the terms of a proposal submitted by a Board of 
Kt^cnfs consulting committee, oceanography students will 
be able to use the faculty and resources of both campuses. 

The actual degree, however, will list only FSU. Ar.i the 
graduate review committee, which supervises a graduate 
students work, will be composed of five individuals — three 
from FSU and two from USF. 

The major gripe of USF professors, according to the 
chairperson of the USF oceanography department^ is FSU's 
majoritv on the review committees. 

•Our faculty isn't distressed that a majority of FSU 
propk would be on it (the graduate review comnii*^ e), but 
s distressed from the standpoint of the student,' said Jolin 
BriK^s. head of the USF oceanography department. 

Wc would like to be treated as equals," said Peter 
Beuer, professor of oceanography at USF. *This dearly 



puts USF in the hack seat.'* 

The consulting committee's recorameiidMioiis. approired 
b> the BOR Program and Pianniag Committee oo Ang.

and oppressed people. The stndent and 
Gilliam went their separate ways after the 
brief exchange. 

Gilliam said yesterday the ISA did not 
have permission to hold a rally, only 
permission to start their march promptly at 
10:30 a.m. from the FAMU campus. 

'My instructions came from the 
president's office, that was not an 
authorized or approved demcmstration. 
That was not supposed to take place, '^ 
Gilliam said. 

"All they were suf^xised to do was meet 
and proceed down Mm Avenue." 

The director deiM saying "'these people 
ain't gonna give you shit" and said his 
remark was meant as a suggestion to the 
students to |Mdc up awaiting foandal aid 
checks instead of wastii^ the mondng at 
the demonstration. 

"I did say (to tiie student) 'FU throw yon 
on the ground and stomp you,"* Gilliam 
said. He added the student had heen 
following him around and "harrassing" 
Him during the raQy. 

"I don't take insults from anybody, 1 
don't care if they're black, white, or 
yellow," Gilliam said. 

Gilliam thought his question to the 
student was valid, because in Uct, he said, 
"they haven't done a damn thing" for 
blacks. 

Gilliam added he "didn't recall" making 
a reference to "honkies." 
"I'm not saying I said it or didn't say it, I 



just don't recall saying it," he added. 

After leaving FAMU, the demonstrators 
made their way north on Monroe then west 
on Tennessee Street chanting "U.S. 
advisors — CIA agents out of Iran" and 
"Shah is a fascist butcher, down with the 
Shah. " 

"Iran is going to be the next Vietnam, 
because there are already 42,000 U.S. 
advisors in Iran. And that is why the people 
are going to overthrow the Shah," said an 
ISA leader calling himself Mobarez. 

Mobarez, speaking over a megaphone, 
said the western press has falsely painted 
the Shah as a ** modernizing" and 
"liberalizing" monardi. 

**This is new fwopaganda — saying the 
Iranian people are backward, and not 
understanding of their 'benevolent' Shah," 
he said. 

"The struggle is very complex, but its 
aim is to free Iran." Mobarez said. "This is 
the beginning of the struggles of the Iranian 
people, and you will hear more of it in the 
fufure." 

One unidentified marcher said: "I was in 
Iran four weeks ago and saw with my own 
eyes the thousands of people kiBed. . .1 saw 
one pregnant woman get shot." 

Under the watchfiil eyes and camera of 
FSU police investigartors, the rally wound 
down after a speech by Mobarez and about 
45 minutes of marching in the Union. 

Capt. Clarence Hooker of the FSU police 
said the picture taking was "normal."

"If USF is going to participate in an oceanography 
department this year, it's going to be a cooperative one with 
FSU," be said.

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For the people, by the Wallaces 



HOLLYWOOD iVPl) — The prolific Irving Wallace 
family has pnxluccd yet another tome, "The People's 
Almanac 2." a monumental compilation of facts, trivia and 
minutiae in 1,440 pages and weighing five pounds in hard 
cover. 

Novelist Wallace and son. David Wallechinsky. devoted 
three years to the project, hired a full-time staff of 11 and 
used 275 contributors to cover everything from histor>'s 
most horrendous criminals to Nostradamus. 

Their second almanac doubtless was inspired by the 
success of tht'ir first edition of fascinating odds and ends 
which has sold a w hoppmg 1.2 million since publication in 
1975. 

In this edition the V\ aiiaces polled former film Academy 
Award winners asking them to name the greatest movies 
of all lime. The query was sent only to Oscar winning 
actors, actresses, directors, producers and screenwriters. 

Thirty-two Oscar holders replied. Only Cliff Robertson 
and John Wayne among actors didn't bother to answer. 
Actresses weren't all that enthralled either with only 
Louise Fletcher. Jane Fonda, and Grace Kelly responding. 

The ten movies grabbing the most votes, in order, were: 
"Gone With The Wind." "Citizen Kane,'* "Grand 
Illusion." "The Grapes of Wrath," "The Bicycle Thief* 
"Modem Times," "All Quiet On the Western Front." 
"Casablanca." "On the Waterfront." and "The Crowd." 

Other show -biz sections of the Wallace almanac include 
inside stories of the ten greatest films and historic 
Hollywood scandals. 



The Wallaces discovered that interest in movies among 
readers of the first almanac is ten times as great as interest 
in television and TV stars. 

According to David, readers wanted more information 
on rock, movies and sex in the second, all-new edition. 
Crime and disasters were popular too. 

Sports ranked high among readers with baseball buffs 
far more responsive than fcx)tball fans. Football statistics 
just don't hold the same fascination for sports nuts. 

.Another of the Wallace polls was distributed among 
newspaper sports editors across the country asking them 
to vote for the best athletes and most exciting sports 
events of this century . 

They voted for Jim Thorpe as the outstanding male 
athlete, just barely ahead of Babe Ruth. Babe Didriksen 
Zaharias came ut ahead as best female athlete of the 
cenfur\ with Chris Evert a distant second. 

The most dramatic sports event from 1900 to 1977, 
according to the polls was Don Larsen's perfect World 
Series game against Brooklyn in Yankee Stadium in 1956, 
followed by Bobby Thomson's ninth inning home run 
against the Dodgers at the Polo Grounds in 1951. 

Newspaper editors around the country were polled for 
their opinion on what event would make the most earth- 
shattering headline for their papers. Most said it would be 
Jesus returns to earth, followed by the discovery of an 
advanced form of life discovered on another planet. 

Son David said, "We are subjective cmly in what 
material is selected. The essays and biographies are as 
factual as the various expert contributors can make them.** 



Be mindful of hip hi jinx

The Bank of America of Louisiana is an 

exercise in hipster hijinx that sports with

high finance, high hip culture and 
spiritualism. Jim Morrison spars with 
these subjects so well that one is never 
entirely sure if any of this book is real, or if 
all of it is real, or if none of it is real. The 
book is so endearing because it is so 
slippery, so untenable. 

For instance, the name, Jim Morrison, is 
familiar, yes? The lead singer of the Doors 
bt>rc this name, as dws the author of this 
work. The author does not ask us to 
attribute this to coincidence, but rather 
asks us to believe he is the alter ego of the 
deceased rock star. 

To those who refuse to believe his 
relation to the singer, he states that, "the 
facts surrounding the death of Jim 
Morrison are so confused that to many he 
does possibly LIVE, to you I write this my 
book, mainly to confuse the matter even 
more.'* 

At another point, we «e told that if we 
doB*t caie to believe that he is singer Jim 
Motriaaa's alter ego we can believe that he 
b tile dead singer retiicaniale#. 

Bot the ismt of alter egos and 
reincaniatloB kads to tlii spiritual 
shenaai^as of the book. Jlpiough the 
author rtfiorti that he is a devoat Catholic. 



he just as sincerely believes in 
reincarnation and ESP. Imagine the 
confusion this must heap upon the good 
Catholic boy. He takes his problem to, 
where else, Rome where he is well 
received. The church, though sympathetic, 
feels that it is beyond its power to resolve 
his dilemma, and he at last comes up with 
he calls Polystrum Spiritualism. A key to 
Polystrum Spiritualism may be found in the 
dedication, to Alan M. Watts, doctor of 
divinity and to His Eminence Michael 
Cardinal Browne, O.P. I suppose 
Polystrum Spiritualism lies somewhere 
between the two. 

All of this is admittedly hard to swallow, 
and the author isn't so kind as to let us off 
the hook. Believe that he is the alter ego of, 
or the reincarnated, Jim Morrison, and 
believe that Polystrum Spiritualism is not 
pure pieced -together doggeral; or put 
down the book. 

But we are forced to believe. The plot is 
much too ct)mpening to allow us to 
abandon the book. Centered around not 
one, but two, schemes of making $700 
million by completely legal means, one is 
immediately snared by curiosity. 

Can this book tell us anything about the 
mysterious death of Jim Morrison, 
deceased rock and cult hero and ex- 
Tallahassee resident? Does this man know- 
something about the ever-elusive nature of 
the cosmos? Is there reailv a way to make 
$700 million by completely legal means, 
without deceit, without capital? 

The motto of the pubiishinjg company 
sums it up: 

"Where monkey business is big 
business.**

Walking- on : A tough trip

Wearing baseball shoes with woiB-oat cleats, raggedy 
] gloves from another era and an assortment of 
mismatched athletic attire induding shirts proselytiz^g 
verything from Miami Dade baseball to tone Star beet, 
hey assemble at Seminoie Field ho|mig for that one big 
reak that will raise them above the ordinary in the eyes of 
their judges — the FSU basdiall coaches. 

Walk-ons is the official name, but most of these baseball 
players will end up wafiung-off^ with the overwhelming 
majority having little chance of sticking with the FSU 
baseball team. With three, maybe four, positiotts avaflable 
and nearly 80 hopefuls frantically jockeying for a chance to 
sufficiently impress the coadies during six workouts, it's 
easy to get a Httie depietfed. 

But don't think it's afl a waste of time. There have been 
some fine Seminole baUplayers to come from this unlikely 
group of athletes, near-athletes and down-right frrustrated 
athletes. Bruce Huff made it the hard way three years ago 
and has played a lot of baseball for FSU. Ken Sditmshack, 
Ken Fisher and Kevin Ragl^ are other examples, 
according to FSU assistant coach Mike Martin, and he 
thinks that says something about the baseball program at 
FSU. 

'Tm proud that we put sudi an emphasis on ^e walk-on 
program here at FSU," Martin ^d. **Unlike some otiier 
schools that just go through the motions, we give the 
walk-ons a long look." 

As Martin spoke, a thin, young-looking batter grounded 
a ball sharply to third and heat the throw to first, 
prompting Martin to praise his speed — checking the time 
an a stopwatch — and comment on the rest of his abUities. 

"He's got excellent speed but no arm," Martin said. 

And he's young — just a freshman — so we might try to 
[)lacc him in a junior college somewhere so he can get 
some experience." 

Ron Bartlett is an example of a player that originally 
aiiic to FSU, made the team as a freshman walk-on, but 
languished on the bench for two years. Last year MartiiL- 
sent Bartlett to Miami Dade-South where he gained 
valuable experience as the starting catcher on the number 
five ranked junior college in the nation.

But back on the playing field pitchers continue to throw 
their arms out of socket while batters pray for something 
good to hit, knowing fiiU well their moment on stage will 
be short. 

^t not all are frmtrated, as pitcher Randy Hyten 
observed.

Keir: Consumers need to organize

When Michael Kerr meets with membm 
of Congress in Washiigton. he wishes he 
had legions of coosBam in his ooroer. 

But in the past, some of the 
representatives he has sees have told htm 
they have ' betters from ewmy Fdrd dealer in 
my district, but none iraa your side of tfie 
fence/* 

Kerr, an aide In WUle House special 
assistant for consumer affairs Esther 
Peterson, t«^ a gathering of about 35 



people at FSU yesterday diat America's 
consumers must organize on the local level 
to t>e heard on the national front. 

"All we are able to do and get through is 
what yon teU local officials to do/* Kerr 
said. 

"Until a local oongressman and the 

business tommnnky hears of praMeni, 
nothing is going to happen/' 

Kerr, who divides Ins time between 
travelling the country meeting with 
oonsomers and lobbying Congress, pointed 
to htft Pebraaiy's defeat of l^isiirtiiMi 
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calling for creation of a Consumer 
Protection Agency as one instance af 
insufficient lobbying by consumer groups. 

•'We got clobbered/' Kerr said, with the 
bill failing in the House by 38 votes. 

If proponents of the bill could have called 
on eoimmefs to let their representatives 
know their sentiments. Kerr said tin 
outcome might have been different. 

*i think yon still have to say it (the 
Consumer Protection Agency) is still a 
priority/* Kerr said, althoogh some people 
in the Carter admlnistiation wai^ to delay 
the tssoe longer than next yoaf • 

**If a number of local consumer agencies 
get a good consumer protection agency bill 
tfifOQgh at the state level/' Kerr said, that 
might prompt Congress to reconsider the 
issue in the near future. 

Responding to a question from a member 
of the IHorida Public Interest Research 
Group, a sponsor of the talk, Kerr said if the 
organization is skm growing '*but able to 
deliver something kitaiigible to yonr 
membcss. . .you'U get attention." 

Alluding to the adage of str e ngth in 
numbers, Kefr said FPIRG should ask 
"what issue can we take on that attracts 
aaoihm' 20 aumbirs" mid pndi fbiwaBi« 



Rhodesia strikes 
Zambia's capital

SALISSmnr, Rhodesia — Rhodeslan 
warplanes yesterday bombed the outskirts 
of the Zambian capital of Lusaka, killing 

"hundreds" of people, possibly including 
Cuban iriH>ps, and raided guerilla bases in 
Mozambique in an unprecedented 
two-pronged attack. 

It was the first time since the war began 
in December, 1972, that Rhodesia has 
launched simultaneous attacks across both 
its eastern and western borders. The twin 
offensive represents a major escalation of 
the five vear war between the Salisbury 
regime and black nationalist guerrillas. 

Intelligence reports from sources in the 
•Tea showed the Rhodesians had chosen the 
momcBt of their attack carefuly, picking a 
time when all available Zambian fighter 
planes were away on a training mission and 
leaving no aircraft to defend the capital. 

The sources also said the Rhodesians 
blew the Zambian military codes and gave 
^ correct countersign when spotted and 
cMenged by radio, thus the Zambians 
never even shot at them from the ground. 

UPI correspondent Nicholas Hanks 
reported from Lusaka that the Rhodesian 
jets leveled a black refugee and guerrilla 
camp 12 miles north of the capital and that a 
huge gray cloud of smoke hung over its 
ruins. 

Zambian President Kenneth Kaunda 
charged the Rhodesian warplanes dropped 
napalm in the attack and said the base was 
a ' camp for the unfit and sick' ' and not 
a guerilla base. 

"How do you talk to these criminals who 
»se napalm against us?'* Kaunda 
-We lost quite few. people. They 



have destroyed almost everything.*' 

Medical teams of doctors and nurses 
shuttled back and forth in ambulances and 
commandeered private cars to ferry 
wounded between the camp and Lusaka 
Hospital. OfUdals at Lusaka hospital said it 
was "overfkiwing" with wounded and said 
"hundreds" had been killed. Hanks 
reported. 

The camp was ran by the Zimbabwe 
Rhodesian African People's Union of 
guerrilla leader Joshua Nkomo, one of the 
co-leaders of the Patriotic Front which 
opposes Premier Ian Smith's plans for 
gradual Mack rule in Rhodesia andwliose 
guerrillas shot down a Rhodesian dvilian 
aircraft and nmrdered 10 crash survivors on 
Sept. 2. 

T^miwati go^remment officials said the 
cafpp was attacked by abont six warphmes 
and that U was used by Mack M i o des i a n 
refugees. Bvt Lnsaka residents said it was 
occupied by gnerriOas and Cuban advisors 
as w^. 

The Zambian cabinet went into 
emergency sessimi to discims the fi^htniiig 
Rhodesian attadi. 

A Rhodesian military communique 
described the base as '*the main controlfing 
military headqoartets from which terrorist 
operations ... ate fanned and have bees 
launched against Rhodesia." 

The coflununi^ said li» target of the 
deepest Rhodedan penetiatiQO mto Zambm 
was the main headqaartefs of Nkono's 
Zimbabwe Peoples Revolntionary Army. 

The Rhodesian Command sdd bate, 
known as "FC" can^. is loo^ at 
Westlands Farm, 12 mies north of Lusaka, 
and is the central headqaafters lor Oten 
troops who activate as adviiets to Nhono's 
guerrilla army.

Bens ab at: Killing trees 
for conservation sake

Having just read Sen. Mark Bensabat's 
deceptive letter in The Flambeau 
tMiceming *'who the shoes fits/' I feel 
compelled to respond. As author of the 
notorious FPIRG Resolution, I cannot sit 
^oietly while Bensabat engages in his 
sal^ brand of demagc^gnery aimed at 
defeating an effort he ''supports." Harry 
Tniman once said that Richard Nixon was 
the kind of politician who would chop 
down a redwood tree and then stand on the 
Ntump to give a pro-conservatioo speech. I 
invite coniparis<ni between Milhoos and 
Bensabat — but first* let tiie fnts speak for 
themselves. 

The senator's letter contained two 
outfight lies. First, it was daimed (with 
reference to the resolution) that students 

could obtain a $2 refund between the 
fourth and eighth week of classes (refund 
method not yet determined)." However, 
the truth is that the FPIRG Resolution 
stated that "all students who desire 
refunds will receive such in a convenient 
manner within the first three weeks of 
classes.'* This clause reflected an 
assurance I received in writing from 
FPIRG's Director, Tom Quinn. The reason 
for leaving the "convenient ftfUfer" 
vague is that it depends upon the 
availability of fiinds. I received verbal 
assurance that a bulk mailing will be used 
if costs are not prohibitive. It must be clear 
that FPIRG (i.e., students, not university 
bureaucrats) will handle the refund 
process. 

I he second blatant misrepresentation 
nadc by Bensabat was his rhetorical 
question. "Why also, on the numerous 
petitions floating around campus is there 
no mention ot funding at all?" Well, the 
only petition I've seen plainly states that 
FPIRG shall be financed through a 
supplemental fee of $2 per student per 
quailer. Any student who does not wish to 
participate in FPIRG shall be entitled to a 
lull refund, which shall be available during 
the first weeks of each quarter at 



convenient locations on campus.'* I wonder 
if Bensabat is able to read. 

In the interests of brevity. I won't delve 
into Bensabat's record of deceit. Ut it 
suffice to say that one only needs to consult 
former Senate President Rick Laort» (victim 
of forgery and fraud) to undmtand the sort 
ci tactics involved here. 

However, I wish to address briefly the 
uninfisrmed claims made by Rick Baker in 
his "thankryou-note" to Bensabat. 

First, Baker said that students would 
request and receive refunds from the 
university, and **wait the two or three 
months it would take to get their $2 
refund." Rick, now that you're a law 
student, you should know ^at when you 
make assertions before checking the facts, 
you generally end up with your foot in your 
mouth. I bet you've acquired quite a taste 
for leather lately. 

Second, if FPIRG's funding system is 
''mandatory additional taxation" as Baker 
claimed, why will fiiU refunds be made 
promptly to all upon request? No system of 
"taxation" works that way. Perhaps Mr. 
Baker has taken debating lessons from 
Bensabat. 

I hope that sdme misconceptions have 
been cleared up, and that FPIRG leaders 
will step up the information campaign so 
that students will make a rational choice 
regarding FPIRG. I will consider my 
contributions to FPIRG to be an 
investment. Judging from what PIRGs 
have accomplished elsewhere, I am 
confident that FPIRG will save each FSU 
student more than $2 per quarter by 
keeping landlords, merchants, mechanics, 
banks, etc. in line. 

As a final note, the fact that Mark 
Bensabat bears a strong physical 
resemblance to Gregg Marmalard (head of 
the dread Omegas in the movie, "Animal 
House") is more than just a coincidence; it 
is poetic justice.

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Beaujalais presents 
a pleasant change

Settling down with a nice bottle of 
Bcaujolais is something like coming in 
from a freezing winter day, climbing into 
a steaming hot tub, and looking out 
through the gentle fog rising from the 
water, and that, my friends, is 
subordinate only to sex. 

Bcaujolais wines are made from the 
gamay grape. They are light, fresh and 
fruity. From the rolling hills of central 
eastern France, Beaujolais are tradition- 
ally the poor relation of the other two 
French wine regions, Bordeux and the 
Cote du Rhone (or Burgandy). However, 
partly because soaring prices of all 
French wines have put its higher-price 
cousins out of the reach of most people, 
and partly because wine drinkers have 
J>egun to appreciate its lightness and 
fruitiness, Beaujolais wines are finally 
coming into their own. 

A nice bottle of Beaujolais can be found 
for a price comparable to, or just slightly 
higher than, most domestic still red 
wines, and in my mind, the French wine 
is much superior. A Beaujolais will very 
rarely sour in your stomach or bring on 
that fuzzy sort of headache as many <rf/the 
blended California wines can. 

California wines will no doubt be much 
better five or ten years hence, but for 
now, spend an extra dollar and treat your 
body right and make your palate proud. 

There are a few rules of thumb that you 
should keep in mind when you want to 
purchase a Beaujolais, and Fred 
Dolcater, owner of the Wine and Cheese 
Cellar, and I sat down over lunch the 
other day to discuss them. 

The primary thing to remember is that 
Beaujolais doesn't age very well, so they 
must be drank reletively young in 
comparison to Bordeux or Burgandy 
wines. That is, within three or foot years. 
Only a Moulin-A-Veat, a Chenas, or an 
exceptional vintage may last for a few 
years longer, and even with tliese wines 
you may be taking a cl Mm c e on a bottle 
older than 1974. 

Remember, too, that the latest vintage 
may also be tlie best. Confirmed 
Beaujolais drinkers eagerly await the fall 
arrival of the newest vintage. Age doesn't 
necessarily equal qnafiot. However, te 
reference, tile best vintages in recent 
Beaujolais wines ate 1974 and 1976. 

A second tiling to bear in mind when 
purchasing a Beaujolais is the class of 
the wine. The French government is strict 



in its controls of wine labels. The 
Beaujolais region has been divided into 
nine major areas, or crus. These nine are 
the prime wines of the regions, and the

most consistently good wines are from 
Moulin-A-Vent. the granddaddy and the 
prestige wine of the region; St. Amor, St. 
Julienas, Chenas, and Flurie. 

St. Julienas is my favorite, but Fred 
Dolcater and I agreed that, at present, a 
Chenas is the best buy. At under $4 a 
bottle, a Chenas has the taste of a 
Moulin- A- Vent, smooth, not too heavy, 
and very full of the grape. 

There are also two other types of 
Beaiyolais. If a wine is grown in the 
region, is made entirely of the gamay 
grape, and has an alcohol content of 
under 10 percent, it is labeled 
Beaujolais -Villages. These wines are 
usually very palatable, and can be an 
excellent buy at around $3 a bottle. 

If however a wine has all the qualities 
of above, but the alcohol content tops

"mangia bene" and "ciaobella," is vino. 
On second thought, "vino" may be tiie 
most important. 

Italians drink their wine with a passion 
and pride approached by none. And they 
should; Italy produces more wine than 
any other country in the world, averaging 
over two billion gallons a year, of which 
over a quarter of a billion is exported. 

Chianti Classico. Vernaccia, Suave 
Bolla. Orvieto Secco, Lambrusco, 
Bardolino, Valpolicella. . .the list of great 
wines goes on "infine." They are 
produced all over Italy. From the Tuscan 
hillsides, home of chianti. to the river 
valleys of Veneto where Soave and 
Bardolino originate. Italians are never in 
shortage of fine wines. 

And since America is the largest 
importer of Italian wines, neither should 
we. 

Having spent the first six months of 
1978 in Florence. I developed mv own 



preferences for the local €Ua Neva brand 

of Chianti Classico. At least once a day 
we would go to the bar across the street 
and pick up a liter with the black rooster 
on the label, a true symbol of quality. The 
taste, at least that of the '75 vintage, was 
a bit biting at first, but after a couple of 
sips the little kick at the back ot the throat 
felt better and better. 

My favorite wine tasting experience, 
however, came when a friend and I 
visited a cantina in Orvieto, located in 
Umbria, just north of Rome. The grape 
from the local vineyards produces both a 
secco and abboccato, or dry and a slightly 
sweet, variety of wine. 

A worker gave us a brief tour of the 
cellar, showing us the kegs from which he 
drew the light, flowery secco and the 
subtle and delicate abboccato. He drew a 
fresh jug for us, and we ended up 
spending the next two hours tasting 
everything they had. 

It was pure ecstasy. 

Journeys to other hillside villages often 
ended in a similar way: my friends and I. 
slightly buzzed or worse, wandering 
among ruins, or lying dreamily on terra 
firma watching the sunset. In Italy one 
seems to remember places less by their 
historical landmarks and more by their 
wine. 

Don't worry though. If you can't afford 
the trip to Italy, there is plenty of its 
fmest available right here in town. 

The Wine and Cheese Cellar has a wide 
variety of good vintages, including 
Ruffmo's Chianti Classico from '67, a 
good one to save for a few more years, 
and '74. which is fme for drinking right 
now. 

Other good red wines incfnde 
Valpolicella and Bardolino, both of which 
have fine vintages for '74 and *75. 

They also have my all-time favorite 
white wines from Orvieto — fresh from 
last year's harvest and ready for 
consumption. Other great whites include 
Suave Bolla and the legendary Est! Est!! 
Est!!! from the slopes of Lake Bolsena 
near Viterbo. 

Jax Liquors has a good selection too, 
featuring many of the same wines but 
also Chianti da Nozzole and Verrazzano 
Chianti Classico '73. which bears the 
Galk) Nero label of excellence. 

And, for $2.25, you can pick up a fiasco 
of "Avanti" Chianti — guaranteed 
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10 percent, it must be labeled simply as 
Beaujolais. Some of these wines can be a 
little sweet for my taste, but most are still 
suf)erior to most of the California 
Burgandies and can be purchased for 
about the same price. 

The last thing to remember is to shop 
around. Look for specials, and stock up 
when you find an excellent buy. 

All rules of thumb aside, sampling the 
various Beaujolais is the only way to 
decide which wine you like the best, and 
besides, it's much more fun that teaming 
from a book. 

The b< St way to do your sampling is to 
gather three or four wines together, open 
them all, sit down with a few friends and 
a block of cheese, and do a comparative 
tasting with some cheese between wines 
to clear your palate. Ask yourself if the 
wine is too sweet or too dry , if it is too 
light or too heavy, if it is bitter of si 
all according to your taste. 

if you can find half-bottles to 



yoo My be ible to get up from the table 
when you're finisbed and drive home. If 
not, well, it beats the pants off watching 
television or frustrating yourself in some 
local tavern. 

Another way to sample wines is to 
participate in one of the wine tastings 
periodjcally offered about town. At a 
tasting, one can often sample upwards of 
five waes lor a cost ol SS-SIS. (The Wine

Hot Licks & Rhetoric 

(ZNS) ConrainBr advocate Ralph Nader says that the 
major oil companies are in the process of completely 
capturing the solar energy mdiistiy in the United States. 

Nader says that hi the past several years, the federal 
government has heen making about S500 mUHon a year in 
solar research money available to private companies. 

He claims, however, that instead of this money going to 
small solar energy concerns, most of it is being picked up 
by the Fortune 500 giants. Nader points out that three of 
the four biggest independent solar firms were purchased 
recently by Atlantic Richfield, Mobil Oil and Shell Oil. And 
the largest remaining independent, Solarex, reports it has 
bt'cn approached by numerous Fortune 500 companies, 
including several major oil companies. 

Nader predicts that with major corporations "riding in 
on big Department of Energy contracts," solar energy will 
foilow the path of the car and steel industries where a 
handful of giants control the entire market. 

Supporters of this move by the corporate giants into the 
solar field argue that their interest is a good sign: 
according to this theory, when corporate America is 
involved in solar research, the widespread use of solar 
energy is just around the comer.

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New abortion law draws

The leader of a local women's 
health center this week called a new 
abortion law "blatantly unconstitu- 
tional." and said women's groups 
may file suit to challenge the law, 
which will become effective within 
one year unless ft dcral courts can be 
persuaded to repeal it. 

The Abortion Clinic Licensing 
Law, which was passed by the 1978 
Florida Legislature and entered the 
public hearing stage Oct. 1, would 
affect Florida abortion clinics by 
requiring them to pass minimum 
health standards and obtain a license 
from the Depariment of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services. 

Susan Griffin, co-director of the 
Tallahassee Feminist Women s 
Health Center, says the new law is 
unfair because it regulates abortion 
clinics more closely than comparable 
abortion facilities such as physician's 
offices. Doctors need not meet the 
requirements which will be drawn 
within a year. 

But a suit will not be filed until 
another round of public hearings has 
been held, says Griffin. 

"The rules and regulations don't 
speak to good abortion care, what 
they do is up the price ... by 
requiring unnecessary tests for legal 
purposes and not for health 
purposes," says Griffin. The FWHC 
offers low-cost abortion, undercut- 
ting the prices charged by most 
physicians and hospitals. 

•*Some people are more concerned 
with the price of these (procedures) 
than they are with the public health 
issues,'* replies Sen. Ed Dunn, 
D-Daytona Beach, sponsor of the 
law, interviewed by telephone. "I 
don't trust the medical procedures in 
many abortion clinics where the 
ptkne purposes is to make a dollar . .

. and not to provide competent 

health care." 

Griffin, admitting that on the 
surface the law appears to protect 
women by requiring specific health 
standards, feels that in reality it was, 
"Pushed through by the American 
Medical Association and Right to 
Life supporters," not for safety 
reasons, but to restrict competition 
or even force the closing of clinics. 

Suits have been filed on such a 
basis, in several other states, where 
women have charged the standards 
adopted would require massive and 
prohibitively expensive remodelling 
to comply with reflations such as 
width of halls. 

"It's untrue," defends Dunn, 
explaining that "Halfway through 
they (Florida Medical Assocation 
members) agreed to support the bill 
because they thought it would 
increase the level of competent 
medical care and would not prevent 
abortions." 

Among the specific rules objected 
toby the Women's Health Center is 



the regulation requiring abortion 
clinics to have a laboratory perform 
tests such as blood typing, siphilis 
and anemia screening and pregnan- 
cy testing. At the present time the 
Women's Health Center does most 
of its own testing. 

"None of these things requires 
any great skill," says Griffin, adding 
that many women are taught to 
perform the simpler tests them- 
selves. 

The Women's Health Center also 
objects to the requirement that 
transport services must be available 
so that patients can be moved to a 
hospital within 30 minutes of a 
decision to do so. Griffin feels that 
this requirement would discriminate 
against centers that could be set up 
in rural areas. 

"Our purpose was not to reduce 
the availability of service," Dunn 
responds. Our purpose was to 
ensure that if the services were 
available, public health safeguards 
were also available.'

Egypt, Israel, U.S. 

finalize peace plan

WASHINGTON — Israeli and Egyptian 
negotiators announced agreement yesterday 
on the text of an historic treaty establishing 
peace between the two Mideast nations after 
three decades of war, hostility and suspicion. 

A spokesperson for the U.S. mediated 
Fgvptian-Israeli peace conference in 
Washington said the negotiators still have to 
work out some relatively minor details of 
three accompanying documents, but all key 
issues have been settled. 

'*The principal issues in the negotiations 
have been resolved as far as the delegations 
are concerned and a text of a treaty of peace 
has been referred to both governments for 
approval,*' spokesperson George Sherman 
said. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
yesterday adoioiMged Israel and Egypt 



had "gone down most of the road" toward 
reaching a peach treaty and credited 
President Carter for the last minute 
breakthrough in the Washington talks. 

Dayan made no immediate comment of the 
U.S. announcement that a treaty had been 
agreed on and now only needed the approval 
of the two Mideastern governments to end 
formally three decades of warfare. 

But, on returning to Israel from the Blair 
House talks in Washington. Dayan 
emphasized that difficulties remained and 
sources in Jerusalem said the reports from 
the U.S. capital may have been premature. 

"This kind of announcement cannot come 
from Washington, but from the government 
of Israel , " one source said. * 'First the cabinet 
meets, then we talk.** 

Egypt's negotiators to the Washington 
peace talks confirmed yesterday they had 
reached tentative agreement on a peace 



treaty with Israel but said Presid^it Anwar 
Sadat and the Israeli cabinet must aofvrglfe 

their approval. 

Like their Israeli counterparts, the 
Egyptians praised President Carter for his 
successful intervention in the discussions but 
warned some points still remained to be 
worked out. 

"A tentative agreement has been reached 
as a result of President Carter's personal 
intervention during the past two days, which 
pushed matters forward," Defense Minister 
Lt. Gen. Kamal Hassan Ali told Radio Cairo. 

••We hope the draft will win the approval of 
the Egyptian and Israeli governments." But 
on a cautious note, acting Foreign Minister 
Butros Ghali said: "This draft is still a draft 
and the approval of President Sadat and the

Professor skis the streets of Tallahassee

Dreaming of freshly packed snow and the 
cool clean air of the Alps, he trudges 
through the palm and live oak shaded 
streets of Tallahassee, a man totally out of 
his element, oat of place in his 
surroundings. 

George Blakely is one cross-country 
"skiing enthusiast who finds the hot humid 
Florida air, not to mentkm the absence of 
snow, only a small inconvenience for his 
favorite sport, however. The associate 
professor of fme arts spends almost an hour 
a day touring the 1^ campus area in 
pecuHar skinny skateboard-like gear known 
as road skis, getting strange looks and even 
curt remaiks from passerri>y. 

The equipment, which costs $110» was 
shipped from New York, affords dose 
semblance to the actual sensations of cross- 
country skiing, according to Blakely. 

'There's not as much control because 
you don*t have the ski edges to turn and 
stop with, but otherwise the leg movement 
and extension feels much the same," he 
said. 

Blakely covers almost five miles a day, 
has no competitive plans. 

"I've raced only once in my career,

The former Cardinal Karol Wojtyla. 58, 
the first non-Italian pontiff in 455 years, 
became the 264th spiritual leader of the 
church at 10:18 a.m. (5:18 a.m. EDT) when 
Senior Cardinal Deacon Pericle Felici 
placed a w hite w(K)I pallium stole adorned 
with six black crosses on his shoulders.

An esttnated JOOXXN) people attended 
the three hour and ten minute mass on the 
steps of St. Peter's Baaifica. the largest 
church in Christendom. The stodiy, round- 
faced pcMitiff beamed at his congfegatioa 
and he was cheered repeatedly. 

More this Poles were in the crowd. 
Many of them wore native costumes, waved 
Polish flags or held* aloft banners 
identifying their home towns. 

Another 700 Polish Americans were 
present including the pope's cousin, John 
Wo|tylo, 60, an automobile assembly Itae 
worker from Detroit. 

George Galkowski. a professor of moral 
philosophy at the Ca^olk University of 
Lublin, where the new pope formerly 
tonight, found himself surrounded by a 
group of applauding Italians. Hearing him 
speak PoUdi, they rushed over to shake Ms 
hand and congratulate him. 

**I don*f know what to say except that I 
am happy, so hiqppy/* said Galkowski with 
tears m lus eyes. *'iohn Paul U will go down 
in history as the pope who fortified the 
beliefs of the ^hful in aU Socialist 
countries.** 

Italian Catholics also applauded the 
election of the first noQ-halian to the throne 
of St. Peter in 455 years.

FREDDIE PITTS AND WILBUR LEE 

In 1%3, Freddie Pitts and Wilbur Lee, two black men, were convicted for a double 
murder in Port St. Joe, Florida. 

These men spent 12 years and 48 days, in prison from 1963-1975 for a murder they 
did not commit. 

For 9V2 of these years they stood in the shadow of the electric chair at Raiford 
prison. Finally in 1975, 10 years after the confession to the crime by another man, 
Curtis Adams, Pitts and Lee were pardoned by Governor Askew and the Cabinet. 

For 2'/! years the Florida Legislature has filed a claims bill to award $175,000 to 
Pitts and Lee for the twelve years they erroneously spent in prison. If you feel in your 
heart that this wrong must be righted, and that ycu care enough for human justice in 
America, we need your involvement.

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Reports say Sadat wants 
'essential ' treaty changes 



President Anwar Sadat reportedly wants 
"esscniial amendments" ' made in the draft 
hgvptian- Israeli peict treaty to clearly 
dffirm the link ber*een it and the larger 
issue of an overall Middle East peace. 

The report, in the auihoriiaiive Cairo 
newspaper Al Ahram. disputed views 
\nressed by conference sources in 
^a>hington. who said earlier the problems 
invoKed wording more than substance. 

"The President asked the chief of the 
Egyptian delegation to introduce essential 
amendments to the draft treaty ," Al Ahram 
said in Tuesday's early editions, 
■particularly regarding the linkage 
between it and the question of an overall 
settlement oi the Anb^sneli coniUcl.*' 

Advised of the Al Ahram report, 
knowledgeable diplomatic sources in 
Washington said the language used by the 
newspaper was too strong and that Sadat 
had asked for **a rephrasing" of the draft 
treaty's preamble. 

The preamble mcludes references for the 
need oC an overall Middle East peace, as 



well as solving the problems of the West 
Bank. Gaza Strip, and the future of the 1.5 
million Palestinian Arabs who live there. 

Earlier, peace conference sources in 
Washington had said Cairo had been 
expected to seek only 'clarification" of the 
exact pace of establishing diplomatic and 
economic relations with Israel. 

EgNptian Prime Minister Mustafa Khalil 
had expressed reservations about the draft, 
but emphasized his reservations did not 
mean rejection. 

Meanwhile, in apparent belief that an 
eventual treaty is a foregone conclusion. 
Egypt announced plans yesterday to use 
part of its armed forces for civilian 
reconstnictk>n and develc^ment. 

Flmiice Minister Ali Lurfi said public 
utilities and ser\ices such as telephones, 
waterworks and electncity nationwide had 
deteriorated over the years because of 
heavy military spending throughout the 
three decade conflict with Israel — $50 
billion since Israel's creation in 1948. 

The Israeli cabinet met in special session 
last night in Jerusalem to decide whether 



the U S drafted peace treaty is acceptable 
to Israel — the founh special cabinet 
session in eight days called by Prine 
Minister Menachem Begin. 

The main problem appeared to be 
oppi>sition bv diehards to any mention of 
the Palestinian issue in an Israeh- Egyptian 
accord . 

The Israeli state run television said Begin 
met with Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
and Defense Minister Ezer Weizman for 
alxHJt an hour before the cabinet session to 
discuss w hat it described as a 10 page draft 
treaty. It has been translated into Hebrew, 
the television report said. 

It said the two top negotiators would 
address the parliamentar> Foreign Affairs 
and Defense Committee todav and might 
delay their return to Washington to 
Thursday to give them time to speak with 
members of Begin 's ruling Likud bloc. 

Linkage of the treaty to the future of the 
Palestinians in the occupied territories, a 
major stumbling block in the treaty talks, is 
not a legal problem but an issue that must 
be resolved on the political diplomatic level« 
the television report said.

Guidelines of this stepped-np drive give 

FSU a fmal alternative on uncollectible 
loans. When FSU has exhausted its 
collection options and the student still won*t 
fork over any money. FSU now can turn the 
loan over to HEW. said FSU Collections 
Manager Marguerite Hinds. 

FSU's 10 percent default rate compares 
favorably with a national default rate of 
17.85 percent, and earned a commendation 
from the federal government last year, 
according to Hinds. 

Beside the final option, the new HEW 
procedures require the FSU billing agency 
to make telephone calls to defaulters in 
addition to billing notices. FSU Comptroller 
Scott Kent estimated the increased concern 
by HEW's Atlanta office would affect fewer 
than 100 people — the hard-core defaulters 
— out of the 6.000 students receiving 
federal fmanciai assistance at FSU each 
vear.

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Congressional candidate calls for 

limitation of offices' term, allowance

Pbintiiig out that 90 percent of all 
coogresfwoa] mcuinbents seeking 
le-efectiofi are successful, RepabM- 
cto congressional candidate Pete 
Bnthwatte yesterday called for 
public floaflcliig of elections, 
reductioo of congiessioiial allow- 
aBces, and liiiiitmg the sttinber of 
terms a person may serve in 
Congtess. 

Trying to unseat 16-year congres- 
liootl veteran Rep. Din F^iqiia, 
I>-Altha, Brathwaite cooieiided if 
such changes are implemented, "it 
would mean that the ekdon^ 
would not, for all practical purposes, 
be denied the right to dumge its 
representative." 

If elected, Brathwaite said he wffl 
iotroctoce an amendment to fimit 
coogressiotta] terms to 12 oonsecn- 
thre years — or two terms for a 
senator and «z terms for a meatct 
of the House of Representatives. 

Under the terms of Brathwaite's 
amendment^ after serving 12 years, 
a candidate would be required to sit 
out (me term, two years for House 
members and six years for senators. 
The representative or senator would 
not be prohibited from seeking 
another elected office or running for 
the same one again after sitting out a 
term. 

**It (such an amendment) would 
mean that congressional perquisites

over the years could not have a 
cumulative effect sufficient to ward 
off any electoral challenge that might 
be mounted against a sitting 
member." 

Despite the fact that most 
members of Congress are incum- 
bents, Brathwaite said his amend- 
ment would have a chance of passing 
because of the increasing number of 
scandals involving Congress. 

•'There is increased pressure to 
restore the congressional image, to 
make Congress a model,** Brath- 
waite said. 

Brathwaite produced a chart 
outlining each congressman's spend- 



ing budget, with each member 
allocated a total of $575,536 
annually. The congressional hopeful 
said that with such services as 
reduced mail rates, computer 
services, discount telephone and 
travel allowances available to the 
incumbent, the challenger is at a 
clear disadvantage. 

Fuqua is expected to have little 
difficulty in defeating the previously 
unknown Brathwaite. There has not 
been a Republican elected from the 
second district in 94 years. 

Current election laws requiring 
candidates to file contribution 
reports encourage incumbents not to 
debate. Brathwaite said, because 
incumbents can sec if a challenger is 
financially able to mount a strong 
media campaign. If the challenger is 
weak financially, Brathwaite said, an 
incumbent is less likely to engage in 
a debate that would give the 
challenger free publicity. 

Brathwaite said he has attempted 
to engage Fuqua in a televised 
debate, but has been unsuccessful. 

On other matters. Brathwaite 
sounded the traditional Republican 
theme of inflation, taxation and 
excess government bureaucracy. 

Brathwaite said there have been 
eight tax cuts since 1965, yet overall 
taxes have gone up 166 percent. 

"It's a big show game — a way of 
having the cake and eating it too," 
he said.

Other things pointed out by Schneider, 
however, seem to indicate that someone, 
somewhere might just be **out for blood/' 
or more. 

Not only have police been asked by 
unnamed parties to look into the license 
validity of Earth Cyd^, but the student- 
run operation has encountered other 
problems when it tries to buy parts from a 
local wholesale distributor. 

According to Schneider, **We were told

of conscience** on the distributor's part. 

Schneider felt that pressures from other 
larger shops had caused whc^salers' 
decision and he sought to have the state 



attorney's office begin some sort of 
anti-trust litigation. 

Ron Jamis, who owns East Coast Cycle 
Imports, said yesterday that he had never 
refused to serve Schneider and that the 
alleged pressure was unfounded. 

But in a typed statement to the state's 
attorney general's office from Jamis May 
8, the distributor flatly stated: *'It is true 
that I will not sell to some businesses. Mr. 
Terry A. Schneider is one of these people. " 

Jamis' dedsion has forced Earth Cyclery 
to order its parts from Jacksonville. 

**He knows that I don't have the money 
to start any sort of anti-trust suit," 
Schneider explained, **so he can lie to you 
on the one hand and me on the oth^ with 
little fear.*'

Cox said he attempted to bring 
the interview bad^ to the subject of rip-offs 
at every opport u nit y . 

Hopkins saw Cox as the deceiver, setting 
Hopkins up as tiie fall guy in theutide; Cox 
saw Hopkins as the manipulator, trying to 
wrest a favorable artide out of an 
unfavorable situation. I can only say this: 
our purpose was not to embarrass the 
AFROTC program, but to point out what 
one unscrupulous individual can do to 
exploit it. perhaps fmyviding AFROTC 
officials with some information they can use 
to guard against similar Hp-offs in the 
future if Ihey so choose. We have no 
interest in "setting up" AFROTC. Hopkins 
or anyiKxIy else. 

Our use of an Army ROTC i^ograph 
with an Air Force story, while no great 
shakes to most of tfie worid, is an 
anforgivea^le transgression to those 
members of the various armed forces who 
view themselves in competition with odier 
branches. Of this I should have been aware, 
so yes. our use of the Army photo was in 
error, and I apologize to tile Army ROTC 
chapter at FSU for whatever —ggHh it may 
have caused. 

In selecting a photograph of Col. 
Hopkins, we went to some lengdis to choose 
the one that projected the most military-like 
image. The leading candidate to the one we 
chose was a shot of Hopkins clasping a large 
shelf for some cannon or another. That

As for the Buckley Amendment and the 
hoods put on Hopkins because of it. 
certainly it is nnlur for one person to make 
duurges to which another cannat re^mid. 
Reporter COx succeeded in his story. I 
thindk, in aOowtng ffopktns to answer the 
rip-off charges in the abstntct without his 
having to deal with the qiecifics of the case 
cited in the artlc^. Stffl, the frustration 
remains. 

In many cases when people — students 
mostly — come to us with fierce comirfaiats 
and adamant charges about faculty, 
administrators or programs and demand a 
news story, we hear them out and suggest 
diey write a letter to the editor, fai that way, 
we can avoid our having to involve 
ourselves in the sticky situation of 
pubfishing lop-sided charges as news where 
the door is closed to response or 
countercharge. 

The AFROTC stoiy seemed of great 
enough importance tiiat we 'followed a 
ififferent route this time. Though it was a 
route to which Hopkins and several others 
who called Friday objected. 1 still feel we 
made the correct decision to print ^ story. 
And die Buckley Amendment I must say, 
for all the problems it may pose, serves the 
greater purpose overall of protecting the 
privacy of students, a group which 
historically has been notoriously short on 
the rights granted them by the larger 
societv.

lOHONTO (UPI) — Rolling Stones guitarist Keith 
Kuiiards pleaded guilty to possession of heroin 
ustcrday and prosecutors immediately withdrew the 
moR serious eharge of drug trafficking that could have 
sent him lo jail for life. 

County court judge Lloyd Graburn said he would pass 
sink nee today. The maximum penalty for simple 
possession is seven years imprisonment, but the 
prosecution sought a sentence of six months to one 
vear. 

The 34 vear-old founding member of the British rock 
group surprised about 80 spectators in the courtroom 
hv pleading guilty to the reduced charge.

Carter asks for wage hike lid

WASHINGTON — Acknowledging he 
has failed to control inflation. President 
Carter yesterday asked Americans to enter 
a period of "national austerity" by 
cooperating with a new campaign aimed at 
a voluntary reduction in both wage 
demands and prices. 

The new program, which Carter 
described as "tough" and '*fair," will not 
end inflation, he said. '*It simply improves 
our chances of making it better rather than 
worse." 

The central goal of the program is to 
reduce the basic inflation rate to 6 to 6.5 
percent next year from the expected 8 
percent level of 1978, he said. 

Carter said he ''rejected" the option of 
mandatory wage- price coatiote because 



they are unworkable. 

The only surprise in the plan was Carter's 
intention to seek an "insurance policy" in 
the form of a tax rebate lor workers who 
cooperate. 

Carter's plan has already run into stiff 
opposition from business leaders and 
organized labor who contend it will fail. 
Frank Fitzsimmons, whose Teamsters 
Union's negotiations with the trucking 
industry appears one of the first major tests 
of the plan, has already criticized it. 

In a televised and broadcast address just 
two weeks before the national elections. 
Carter said the federal government would 
play its role in the drive by holding down 
spending, slashing the budget deficit and 
reducing the number of federal employees. 

He asked workers to limit their wage 
gains to 7 percent from the 1976-77 



average. 

The president said he has instituted a 
tough monitoring program to check for 
violators and that the government was 
prepared to use certain sanctions to p^»«if>» 
those who don't cooperate. 

Carter promised to ask Congress in 
January to pass legislation which would 
offer fmancial reward to workers who abide 
by the administration's wage "standard" of 
7 percent if inflation goes above that level. 

**There is no single solution for 
inflation," Carter said. **We have tried to 
control it, but we have not been 
successful." 

"We must face a time of national 
austerity v" Carter said. "Hard choices are

County approves center changes

The Leon County Commission approved 4- 1 yesterday 
amendments to the four-party agreement to finance the 
Tallahassee -Leon County Civic Center. 

The approval of modifications, which efimmate the 
2.200-seat auditorium and 1.000-space parking garage as 
well as authorize a S9 million cost increase assures that 
the cooaty wiU tender its S6 miUion share of the total 
costs. 

Commissioner Lee Vause. who also chairs the Civic

Nichols has rej>eatedly voiced opposition to the

"If we meet these standards, the real 
tNiying power of your paycheck ^ill rise.** 

Carter said his unique insurance policy 
for workers would allocate tax rebates to 
those who observe the 7 percent wage lid if 
consumer prices rise by mote than 7 
percent during the year. 

"The difficulty vith a voluntan. program 
is that workers fear that if they cooperate 
with the standards while others do not, 
then they will suffer if inflation continues." 
Carter said. 

His proposed insurance program "will 
give our workers an additional incentive to 
observe the program — and will remove 
their only legitimate reason not to 



cooperate." he said. 

Here are the main elements of the plan: 

•A set of voluntary wage-price 
"standards" for business and labor. 
Annual increases could not exceed 
percent for both wages and fringe benefits, 
except for those earning less than S4 per 
hour and workers already covered by 
existing wage controls 

•Individual firms are "expected" to 
limit their prices increase over the next 
year to 0.5 percent below their average 
annual rate of price increases during 
1976-"'''. There will be certain exemptions 
allowed, depending on future wage 
<X)ntracts and past price performance. 

•The standards will be backed up by the 
administration s warning that it would not 
hesitate to use its contract and 
procurement policies as a "stick." In other 
words, contracts may be withheld from 
companies who do not comply. 

•The Council on Wage and Price 
Stability, with 100 additional employees, 
would keep track on a regular basis on the 
price activities <rf the nation's 400 largest 
companies.

Regents okay record budget request

The Board of Regents approved a 

record-setting $179 million budget 
request to improve the state 
university system yesterday in Boca 
Raton. 

The request for 1979-81 provides 
$110 million for the general 
operating fund and a $60 million 
appropriation for scientific and 
technical equipment. 

The budget request, endorsed at 
the Board's monthly meeting, is 
divided mto recurring and non- 
recurring expenditures. Included in 
the non-recurring category are 
ene-time items such as a $10 million 
stipend to continue the library 
improvement program started two 
years ago, $6 million for computers, 
and an additional $3 million for 
maintenance. 

In the area of recurring 
expenditures, the budget calls for 
$20 million to omtinue the "center of 
excellence" program and $7 million 
to fmtoce a newly-established 
regents professor program. 

The regents professor program

The average total cost for a state resident attending 
state and land grant univmities this year is $2,221, 
cmnpared to $2,061 for 1977-78. For non-residents, the bill 
went up to $3,406 from $3,221 in 1977 78. 

Charges for tuition and foes at FSU did not rise this 
year, said Bona Turr^, FSU budget Erector, but costs for 
rooms and board <&l. 

**The hike in resiteice haO costs increased from sk to 
eleven doQars per quarter, dependmg on the fr»9ity," said 
Sherrill Ragans crftiie FSU housing department. **The rent 
for campus apartments rose from five to fifteen dollars a 
month." 

Ragans attributed the mcreased rates to M^ier costs for 
utilities and other expenses. 

**The housing department is absohitely s^-support- 
ing." Ragans said. "We're not state-supported. Any 
operatlooal mdease forces us to raise the tent." 

Protest march set for today 

A march is planned today beginning at 3:30 p.m. to 
protest a grand jury's decision not to file charges against a 
white Lake Bradford Rd. storeowner for the Sept. 11 
shooting of a black man. 

Sponsored by the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, the march will begin at Bethel Baptist Church 
and continue to the Leon County Courthouse and 
Tallahassee City Hall. Several local ministers will lead the 
march and speak at the rally. 

The grand jury decided last week there was not enough 
evidence to bring charges against 68-year-old Sylvester 
Cleveland Jones, who shot Willie Johnson. 38. 

Johnson is now in Leon County Jail awaiting trial on 
three felony charges, including the first-degree murder of 
M'VWer. whom wipesses say Jofip^n $hot and killed.

Chitetelle Uarrod 
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Bundy's Lake Qty trial is delayed 



I A K H CITY (UP!) — Theodore Bandy, the mass murder 
suspect who has d e c ide d to be his own lawyer, will go on 
trial for the murder of a Lake City school girl next March 

12. 

Bundy. 31, won a continuance of nearly five months 
Monday from Circuit Judge Wallace Jopling. The trial in 
last spring's kidnapping-murder of Kimberly Diane Leach 
originally was set to begin Nov. 6. 

Jopling noted there were about 1,000 pieces of tangible 
evidence and that with 93 witnesses who may be called by 
the state, Bundy's request for a continuance was 
reasonable. 

•'If you sign a written waiver of the speedy trial rule, 

this court will set the case for trial on Monday. March 12. 



1979." Jopling told Bundy. Bundy signed the 
before being returned to a TalUhasscc jail cell. 

The defendant also is charged with the beatiiig murders 
of tw o FSU students and is scheduled to go on trial ia that 
case Dec. 4. In addition, he is soipectod ia several 
Western state murders. 

Both Jopling and Circuit Judge Joha A. Rudd, the judge 
in the Tallahassee murder case, have separately denied a 
petition by Bundy to be represented by Atlaata attorney 
Millard Farmer. 

Besides not being a member of the Florida Bar, Farmer 
was adjudged to be overly flamboyant in his courtroom 
demeanor. Bundy has announced*1ie will defend himaell 
rather than be represented by a public defender. 
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adding '* sales are tough.'* 

"Our retail report has been very 
favorable, people are buying the 
albums." Atshuler commented. "We 
probably will continue with certain 
superstar releases."

However, onfy about 1,000 copies cut 
from a master disc can be considered 
''high-quality." Most record compames 
press about 2,500 records from the same 
master, residting m reduced quality — 
extra surface noise, rumble, and poorer 
sound reproduction. 

Nargiz said C6-op will continue to stock 
the $8.98 albums, but at a SS.48 price. 
Most $7.96 fist Lft a^ lor $4.7S at tiie 
store. 

Stuart Murphy, manager of Record Bar 
in the TMlahassce Mall, said his record 
chain would also continue sales of the 
albums, tlMNtgli he loo frrnxs a consumer 

boycott. 



"It's just not fair, any way you look at 
it. You penalize the fans, you penalize the 
buying public. aU for no real reipoos/' 
Murphy said. 

Murphy said prices at his store would 
remain at a $4.99 sale price "for about 
three more weeks." but would then jump 
to $6.99 for the $8.98 albums. 

Managers of both Musicland and 
Capitol Records said they would also 
stock the albums, but would encourage 
no boycotts, one calling such an action 
"useless." But Nargiz took a different 
view. 

"If people don*t start giving a shit, the 
prices are going to keep rising. I wouldn't 
be surprised if we had a $10.95 album in 
another couple of years, it's outrageous, ' * 
he said. 

The new increase is following the same 
pattern as the previous one, Nargiz said. 
Popularity of the increase is the first 
tested with major artists, and then, as 
acceptance spreads, to the rest of the 
catalogue. 

"If you go to the movies or a football 
game today, you're paying a lot more 
than you did two or three years ago. You 
might pay $9 or $10 for a book these 
days,** he said. "$8.98 for an album isn't 
unreasonable. All our production costs 
are climbing — we've got to reflect them 
in the retail cost."

to her. "Fm 63 years old," he says. **! want to relax." 

Eve does not take weU to Arthur's departure. She moves 
ont of tiie femily home and spends her days on Second 
Avenue staging • comeback as an interior decorator. She 
lives for a reconciliation with Arthur, a reconciliation she is 
certain will happen m time. "I tiiink it's a good sign, " she 
says when he sends her white roses on her birthday. 

But there is to be no reconciliation, and Eve cannot design 
a life for herself without that hope. After an unsatisfactory 
visit with Arthur, she purposefully seals the d^jrs and 
windows of her apartment with thick, black tape and turns 
on the gas in a suicide attempt. With the gas leaking into the 
living nxMn, she slowly reclines on a small lov eseat. She is 
wearing a long, black vehfet gown with a white scarf knotted 
at her neck, it is an arresting scene, a ponrait as gracefully 
composed as a Manat odalisque. 

TheHrsthalfof ''Interiors" is pretty bleak. Almost all the 
<Aaracters suffer from some sort of angst: they fear death 
and loneliness and unfulfilled lives and they discuss their 
fears at length in monochromatic rooms of beige and pale 
grey. Allen has said m interviews that Ingmar Bergman is 
his favorto director, and. whfle I do not want to compare the 
two directors, there are scenes in ''Interiors" that resemble 
Bergman's own cdlnloid probes into the pain-strewn 
patterns of his duoacters' lives. 

Where Aflen diverges, however, from what could have 
been a rdentless portrait of a family in pain, is in his 
mttiiAiction of a new character. Pearl. Pearl enters the film 
^^^"f's «™ «wi it's like someone sticking a bird of 
^" in a vase of white roses. She is wonderfully alive in 



her flame-red dress; her hair fairly crackles with life. Pear! 
does card tricks, tells fortunes, likes a good steak and a good 
time. She breathes life into the film. "You only live ontt, 
she says, "but once is enough if you play it right." 

All the performances in "Interiors" are good. Geraldine 
Page brings a soft-spoken, exhausted melodrama to the role 
of Eve. The heavy lines of her cheeks settle into a mask of 
martyrdom that seems essential; I could not imagine her 
young or guileless. Maureen Stapleton is a perfect Peari 
Her husky, no-nonsense voice provides a perf«^ 
counterpoint to all the intellectual babble. 

There is a lot of pain in ''Interior." especially m the two 
daughters.

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Neutron bomb ups chance of war

WASHINGTON — Aa adnuBistratkm 
report to Congress says two proposed 
tactical atomic weapOfis, one the neotron 
bomb, may make it easier for a nuclear war 
to start but they should be- developed 
anyway. 

The report said the administration 
believes, on the contrary, that the weapons 
will decrease the chance for war by 
increasing western deterrent power. 

The Fiscal Year 1979 Arms Control 
impact Statement" was published in an 
unclassified version by the House 



Committee on Intematiooal Relations. 

The arms in question are: 

•The Pershing II surface to surface two 
stage missile, which can be armed with a 
relatively small nuclear warhead because it 
is so accurate it will hit within only a few 
feet of its target. 

•The Lance missite, with the W703 
warhead, the "reduced blast, enhanced 
radiation'* warhead, popularly known as the 
neutron bomb. The report said the new 
warhead will be safer to store and to use, 
and incorporates a "command disabling 
system" that makes it permanently 
unusable if tampered with. 



Mffaile maintaining that the warhead 
would not, in itself, increase the danger of 
nuclear attack, the report said it "may be 
perceived by an adversary to increase the 
likelihood that these weapons would 
actually be used in combat.'* 

"In this event," the impact statement 
said, "the. . .program may increase Soviet 
propensities to employ nuclear weapons 
should they go to war, insofar as they may 
believe NATO's nuclear threats are more 
credible and that, indeed, NATO has placed 
great reliance on nuclear weapons for 
warfighting."

An FSU policeman shot and killed a Leon 
County man yesterday in the parking lot 
behind the Frisch's restaurant on W. 
Tennessee St. 

At press time, the investigating officers 
of the Leon County Sheriffs Department 
had stated only that "the officer stopped 
the car for a routine traffic matter. During 
the encounter, shots were fired, and the 
car's driver was seriously wounded." 

The victim was pronounced dead on 
arrival at Tallahassee Memorial Regional 
Medical Center. He has been identified as 
Willie Perky Satzbury, but no address has 



been given. Satzbury, while seated in his 
car, apparently sparked the shooting by 
pulling a gun on the FSU officer, 42-year- 
old Troy Springer. It is not known whether 
Satzbury fired at Springer. 

Springer was admitted to Tallahassee 
Memorial with "chest pains" shortly after 
the incident. He was listed in satisfactory 
condition, but had not given his account to 
investigating officers at press time. 

It is believed that three or four shots 
were fired by the FSU officer, but details of 
the incident are still sketchy. Sgt. Jim 
Sewell, information officer with the FSU 
police department, declined comment on 
the incident yesterday. 



FSU grades take upward turn once again

FSU's **grade iniflation" dipped slightly 
after last year's media blitz, but is again 
approaching its former level, according to 
figures from the FSU registrar's office. 

Last fall, with the subject of grade 
iaSA^on at the peak of its popularity as a 
result of critical news coverage, FSU 
President Bernard Sliger admonished 
faculty members at Florida State and urged 
(some say demanded) they be sharper in 
their grading habits. The teachers 
responded with a tiend toward lower grades 
that lasted most of the following school 
year. It didn't last for long. 

The lowered grades began to rise slowly 
and now approach their previous levels. 

In the faU, 1976, FSU instructors gave 27 
percent of their students 'A's'. In the fall of 
the foflowing year when public concern over 
inflated grades was at >ts height, the 
percentage of 'A's' fell to 23.9 percent. By 
the end of the '77-'78 school year, however, 
the number of 'A' grades had returned to 
within a single point of the 1976 figure at 
26.1 percent of the grades awarded at FSU. 

Dr Raoul Arreola, associate director for 
special projects at FSU Learning Systems 
institute, said he feels the grades will 
continue at a lower percentage^ 

-Public interest in grade mflation came 
after the fact." he said. "The worst penod 



of grade inflation came during the early 

seventies. 

Arreola has been studying the increase in 
grades for the last three years. Using the 
grade distribution of 1967 as a base, he 
noted that the number of A's given during 
school years between 1971 and 1974 was 
almost 6 percent higher than the present 
day rates. 

"We've been seeing a downward trend 
from these early seventies rates," he said, 
"But we're still over 5 percent higher than 
those '67 rates ten years ago." 

Arreola has continually maintained the 
quality of students still equals or exceeds 
that of those who graduated in less inflated 
times. 

**Pl«fessacs sm know a 'D' or C' 
stud^ when they see one,*' he explained. 
He qualified this by sliowiBg that the major 
sl^ in sondes has occured in the *A*, *B' 
and *C' realms, with the 'A' grcmp 
increasing at the *C' group's expense. The 
number of 'D's' and *F*s' has remained 
constant teoughont the ten year period. 

Some of the *C's have moved into the 'B* 
realm," he explained, "while some of the 
*B's' have moved into the 'A' range. The 
result has been an increase in A's' and a

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Republican leader lashes out 

at Graham's 'hberal' record

Echoing themes familiar from the Democratic runoff, 
the head of the state Republican party yesterday attacked 
the dyed-in-the-wool liberal philosophy" of Democratic 
gubernatorial candidate Bob Graham. 

Appearing before the Capitol press corps. Bill Taylor, 
chairperson of the Republican party of Florida, criticized 
the tax proposals, crime stance and legislative record of 
Graham, who he labeled strictly a "media candidate." 

Reminiscent of Bob Shevin's runoff allegation that 
Graham is a "big spending liberal," Taylor charged that 
the Miami Lakes senator had "voted for 36 different 

measures which either have increased taxes or fees 

hardly a shining example of a man who savs by working 
100 jobs he has learned that government is not a good 
\alue. 

The Republican chieftain would not elaborate on his 
charges, saying he will provide specifics on the 36 
measures at a later date.

Contacted in both Tallahassee and Tampa, Graham 

campaign officials declined comment. 
Among Taylor's charges were that Graham: 
•Has favored mandatory sentencing for crimes against 

people and crimes involving firearms during his campaign, 

but in 1971 he voted against such a measure in the state 

legislature. 

•Has proposed to limit government spending, but as a 
senator, he voted against an amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution requiring a balanced federal budget. 

•Is in favor of a sales tax increase which the average 
wage earner might not be able to afford. 

•Voted for decriminalization of marijuana, but now says 
he is opposed to it. 

•Was absent in 1978 when the Senate voted to adopt 
Florida's first economic development package. 

The head of Florida's Republican party predicted an 
Eckerd victory, arguing that in past Florida elections 
marked by strong philosophical differences between the 
candidates, the voters have opted for the conservative. 

"During the runoff primary, Shevin and Graham argued 
over who is more liberal," Taylor said. "We think Graham 
wins the label hands down.** 
"Bob Graham is not a conservative," Taylor continued. 
The people of Florida are looking for the perfect 
andidate — one who looks like a Republican, talks like a 
Republican, thinks like a ReiRiblican, but is a registered 
L)emocrat."

Throughout the runoff. Shevin attadced Graham's 
record in the legislature and accused Graham, who won by 
more than 50,000 votes, of being sqSt on crime. Graham 
has attributed his victory in part to a backlash against 
Shevin's ''negative campaign." 

Taylor said he didn't consider his anti-Graham remarks 
negative in nature. 

"We're sick and tired of the real Bob Graham not being 
stood up and shown to the people," he explained.

Taylor said his press conference was scheduled without

What would have been tlie £tte of eledrkal energy if its 
birth started with the electric dak initeAd of the light 
bulb? It is a shame that nodear energy had such a 
traumatic beginning, tiwt of sudi destnictioii and eternal 
fear, instead of its domesticated benefits. "Stop Nukes' 
Now" advocates have many mote serious decisions to 
make than simply doing away with electrical energy from 
nuclear reactors. TTie memfkyte may believe that this is the 
right bandwagcm, but wimi ate its implications? Are we 
willing to give up the capability of treating persons with 
cancer and performing sophisticated diagnostic studies 
that are saving lives every day? Should industry tear out 
its quality control mechanisms which are saving costs to 
the consumer and assuring that beer can fluid levels are 
tested and that each can is full? Are we willing to do away 
with complicated research techniques that only radioactive 
materials can be used due to its detectable^ properties? 
These materials are byproducts from nuclear reactors. 

Afterreading an editorial titled **Caravan" on Monday, 
Oct. 16, in The Flambeau, I tried to understand the point 
of view, but it appeared that a little information plus fear 
of the unknown about nuclear energy created a bias that 
could be based on emotion rather than facts. Since 
freedom of press is essential, and since the opportunity 
was offered, I felt an obligation to respond. 

If this editorial was meant to inform or educate the 
reader about the hazards of transporting nuclear waste, 
then it fell short. If it was to manipulate or propagandize 
the reader, then it was a decent effort. Let me repeat the 
editoriaFs statements **. . .increasing importance in the 
eyes of many is the problem of transportation of nuclear 
waste;" and "Incredibly, however, no one is willing to 
accept responsibility for monitoring the transportation of 
these wastes that daily travel scant feet away from Florida 
motorists, oblivious to the possible dangers of radiation 
leaks and accidents;" and "No agency in state, local, or 
federal government has taken on the chore of regulation.

All ten shipments in 1977 (eight from Miami, two from 
Tampa) and two in 1978 were thoroughly inspected bv our 
health physicist team from the State of Florida 
Radiological Health Services, DHRS, evaluating the 
radiation levels (which were negligible) and other 
transportation requirements. Some of the inspections have 
been accompanied by U.S. DOT inspectors and Coast 
Guard specialists to assure that these foreign shipments 
are in compliance with U.S. Transportation regulations. In 
one case, noncompliance items, lack of placarding of the 
vehicle and an untrained driver delayed shipment until 
proper personnel and placarding were available. 

The nuclear industry is the most highly regulated 
industry in America and will remain so to properly protect 
its citizens. One must, however, place in perspective the 
risk versus benefit of any commodity. Do you pull off the 
road when you see a gasoline tanker coming scant feet 
from you in the other lane? Obviously not, we have 
accepted that possible risk even though it is a tolling time 
bomb. We are taking a risk when we walk across campus 
or travel on our bike. These spent fiiel casks are 
constructed and tested to withstand the worst possible 
collision situations and yet in the mind of the nec^hyte, 
this isn't enough. Let us put hazards in perspective. 
Obviously, the rolling gasoline tankers have taken and 
maimed many traveler's lives and will continue to do so 
because of our willingness to accept risk. The nuclear 
waste shippers do and should continue to have the same 
right to the highway as gasoline or chemical haulers. 

May I suggest that controversial points of view such as 
what was presented to the public through the "Caravan" 
be based on fact so the objective reader may decide 
whether to have a fishfry or to ally with the "Caravan."

The first two songs oo side one, however, are entirely 
Larson's. On "Sadden Saniba'^ he cats loose midsong with 
some exodlent organ work, and on "Promenade," a 
slower song, he eihSrits Ins talent on electric friano. 

"Windsong" follows, and it is the best cat on the first 
side. The song palsates €rooi gusty solos on organ and 
guitar to zepher-like tranations that bring us back to the 
piedominale theme. Ealf^i MacDonald's percussion work 
also stands oat on tins song.

Side two repeats the pattern of alternating 
faster- and slower-paced songs. Opeamg this side is the 
title cot that begins with a soft percussion lead that is 
rammed by a Mack truck of hotas.

"Red Desert" shifts mood very quicidy and very w^ in 
the midcUe of the song and reannds me of a sunset or a 
soarise over tile daaatt The next aoog, "Last Tai^ hi 
Fuis," the only song on the albam wttdi in not Lassen's, 
is the album's only throwaway. 

The last song, "Fnmi a Dream," is my favorite. U 
progresses, cuts, turns back on itself afl with the 
movement of a dream. 

In the years Larsm spent fiffiqg the holes in otfMfs 
mosic, he apparently absorbed a nomber of styles and 
developed a number of short licks that he has combined 
and strung oot to make up longli Fever. 

The album is reminessent of David Sanborn or John 
iClemmer^s work (both of whom did thek share of session 
work before stepping out on their own), but Ja^ie Fever 
has more verve than die work of either of the above. 

Freed from restraining his soles and playing other 
peo|^*s music, Neil Larsen has proven once again that 
session men are often more talented and make better 
music that super stars that employ them.

Was the FSU cotchiag staff interested in teaching 
L,mcs Johnson a lesson dorii^ the loss to Pittsburgh 
Saturday by keeping the sophomore out of action? And if so, 
:d the coaching staff cost the Semiaoles the ball game and 
I possible bowl bid by doing so? 

These are two questions ^that have been raised 
Ifrequently this weelt. Though the coaching staff 
lehemently denies the former, cladming Johnson was not 
jised because his "level of concentration" had dropped 
jnng practice the past week, that logic seems a bit 

ispect. 

Before the Pitt game, Johnson was by far the team's 
lieading rusher — 444 yards in 93 carries — and, by 
general admission, one of the best running backs to come 
through FSU in a while. Whether his presence could have 
supplied the extra spark needed to get the Seminoles in 
tlie end zone against Pitt may be unanswerable, but it 
[definitely is a question worth considering. With the 
powerful Lyles having success up the middle — 100 yards 
for the day — it is only natural to believe the quick-footed 
I Johnson, capable of gaining 100 yards even with an 
ordinary performance, could have been a valuable 
[offensive weapon. 

Whv then was Johnson on the bench during probably the 
[biggest game of the year? 

Offensive coordinator George Haffner said Tuesday that 
ii wasn't "premeditated to play Johnson only two plays," 
but that Homes had lost some of his zip in practice and his 
"enthusiasm dropped during the Pitt week." This was 
similar to the reason given for Johnson's absence from the 
starting line-up in the Mississippi State game, although 
Johnson was rushed into action when it became evident he 
^■ds needed, carrying the ball 15 times for 79 yards. Like 
one radio announcer observed, his "lack of enthusiasm" 
didn't seem to affect his play. 

But the coaches seem to want more from Homes 
Johnson than good performances on the playing field. 
They want him to act happy as well. 

Homes Johnson has never really enjoyed playing college 
football. He quit once during his freshman year, and he 
has always felt that playing ball interfered with his 
education. Unlike many players, he is not motivated by 
glory or publicity; Johnson marches to a different 
drummer and his coaches have liad a difficult time 
understanding him. 

On Tuesday morning before the Cincinnati game this 
year, Johnson decided to quit not because of a bad game

longer wanted to play football. Later he changed his mind

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Success of Carter s proposal 
depends on compliance, say profs

Wh^ basioess tmd eoooomy specUiists 
on FSU and FAMU ounposes expressed 
mixed views of the success of Ptesident 
Carter's recent wage and price control 
proposais, all. agree that the success of the 
plan hinges upon compliaace from 
government and big business. 

'Tm very optimistic about the 
proposal/* said Dr. Charles Rockwood, 
professor of economics at FSU. "The goals 
set are reasonable and the programs are 
fair. . .there's a chance for a fairly good 
rate of compliance and it will do some 
good." 

Agreeing with Rockwood was FAMU's 
head of economic development. Dr. Shirley 
Burggraf. 

"It's a fairly good attempt at a political 
solution to an economic dilemma," she 
said. **The alternatives are either a major 
recession or mandatory controls. . .1 think 
the corporations and unions both 
understand these alternatives, and for 
those reasons will try to make it work." 

However, Dr. Ray Solomon, dean of 
FSU's college of business, said he was 
pessimistic that the proposal will do much 
good. Solomon said he feels the proposals 
are "a step in the right direction, but it is 
probably too little in scope and overdue." 

"Hasily 10 to 15 percent of government 
spending could be wiped out overnight 
with the elimination of even a small portion 
of what has become a jungle of federal 
bureaucracy," Solomon said, pointing to 
unnecessary regulatory agencies such as 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, the agency 
that regulates airlines, which inhibit 
competition and have done much to destroy 
the American taxpayer's incentive. 



Bvtggraf and Rockwood seemed pleased 
with the president's decision to use force in 
seeing that business and agencies comply 
with the proposal where Solomon said he 
opposed government regulation. 

Pointing out that other administrations 
have tried such wage price proposals, 
Burggraf said she feels the Carter 
administration will have more success with 
the programs because it is using its 
"clout" to back up guidelines set for wage 
and price controls. 

"The Carter administration tends to 
bulldog its proposals more than the Nixon 
administration." she said. "It will use its 
governmental regulatory powers to press 
firms to comply." 

Rockwood said he favors limited controls 
also, but adds that "wage and price 
controls won't stand by themselves. They 
must be coupled with government 
spending and monetary policy. . .and they 
(the administration) have a way to go on 
those two fronts." He said he liked the 
guarantees provided to workers in the 7 
percent formula, and feels they will do a lot 
of good. 

"This is the first time the president has 
said we guarantee results or you get your 
money back; it's an unusual thing and very 
important." 

Solomon, on the other hand, said he 
doesn't think "arm-twisting is the proper 
way to go." 

"If we have proper leadership from the 
White House we will not have to twist 
arms," Solomon said. He pointed out that 
increased governmental regulation directly 
feeds inflation by reducing competition, 
and, said to him, competition is the key 
component of a healthy capitalistic system.

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The FSL student senate has been lax in its duties, and it 
shows. 

An iqiooiiiiiig aiMlil of student governmeBt reviewed 
Wednesday by student body President Neal F^^e&naB and 
Vice President for Student Affairs Bob Leach, indicated 

the student government association has failed to make 
necessary periodic audits of the financial records of 
student organizations. 

And the reascm for a lack ci internal audits? Sin^y, SG 
has had no student body comptroller since last spring. 

The student senate is responsible for the selection of 
such a comptroller. 

Our obvious questions are where is the comptroller, why 
hasn t he or she been appointed, and how can six months 
possibly elapse while this post renuuns uniyied? To whom 
diould we turn for answers? 

Friedman says he's not to blame, since he can only 
request action of the senate. He says he pushed for a 
comptroller early on in his administration, but was put off 
by the student senate. Porhaps Senate President Randy 
Drew can supply the reasiMis for the unlikely d^y in an 
appointment, if he can take time enough out of his crucial 
politicking for selection as the FSU homecoming chief. 

In any case, we hope the new student senate, to be 
elected next week, will have the presence of mind to make 
the appointment of a student body comptroller a tc^ 
priority. 

The comptroller, had he or she been around, could 

conceivably have dealt with another problem cited in the 
audit — illegal travel reimbursements by the state for 
Florida sales tax. 

Another criticism . in ^ audit, one that muversky 
ad mini s tr ators and student polkicians need to dear up, is 
tlie oooom pmnted out hi the audit diat some pec^le not 
currency enrolled at FSU are being hired for Other 
Personnel Service (OPS), or part-time positions. 

The problem as we see it, stems from a conflict between 
FSU personnel codes and student finance codes. The 
former say OPS workers need be stnd^ts only three out (rf 
four quarters to qualify for the postticnis, while the latter 
states that a student has to be full-time and currentiy 
enrtrfled to hold an OPS post. 

Qearty, the conflict needs to be eradicated by some 
revision of one code or the other.

It is only fair to begin by saying 
that I am grinding my own axe in 
HTiting this.

Self-deprecating humor is how 
I cope with being of an 
unconventional size. For those of 
you who know no such handicap, 
it may be difficult to imagine what 
a difference it makes; I can assure 
you. however, that it is standard 
procedure for people to make 
ceaseless references to it. From 
my earliest school days, when I 
began to accumulate an impres- 
sive list of nic' ..ames. to my 
adolescence and the stiff necks I 
acquired at junior high dances, to 
my collegiate debate days, when 
my coach screamed at me that I 
couldn't be seen standing behind 
a podium, I have learned to 
regard myself as something of a 
freak. Now 1 beat others to the 
punch, volunteering the jokes 
myself. What it boils down to is 
that I don't expect to be taken 
seriously. Why? Well, first of all,, 
consider a language full of 
expressions like *"the short end of 
the Slick. " Consider spending the 
entire fourth grade being known 
as "Cowstail." Consider that, 
although I am a wage-earning, 
tax-paying adult, strangers feel 
perfectly free to pat me od the 



tx>ttom, tweak my on the nose, 
pick me up bodily, and dien have 

the incredible gall to think it's 
' cute'" when I resound angrily to 
such outrages. In essence, my 
space gets invaded with the same 
disrespect with which children 
are (mis-)treated. 

Yet it could be far worse. For a 
woman, at least, being "petite" 
is often an attractive quality. 
Doctors do not caution me about 
heart attacks; the police are able 
to visualize me as someone whose 
sexuality falls within their realm 
of protective authority; I am never 
advised to wear flat heels or go on 
a diet in order to render myself 
more attractive to men. Being a 
woman, I am rarely accused of 
"overcompensating" or of "hav- 
ing a Napoleon complex." In fact, 
as I begin to understand sizism 
more fully, 1 am taking myself 
more seriously as an athlete and 
developing some real pride in my 
physical capabilities. One of these 
days. I may even cease my self- 
mocking. 

But to be a tall woman! a short 
man! overweight! is to endure a 
never-ending assault on one's 
sexuality, health, social adjust- 
ment and psychological well- 
being. In a society which makes 
sexual appeal a status symbol and 
a material commodity, sizism is 
yet another insidious way of 
dividing the pie unequally. The 
Fat Underground Collective, a 
militant group concerned with 
sizism. has this to say: 'The 
popular belief that fat people eat 
too much has led to the condusioa 
that fat people choose to be fat, 
and people get that way by 
lacking will-power or by gorging 
themselves on goodies is without 
foundation. Ample evidence from 
nutritional, physiological and 
genetic research supports the 
viewpoint that fat pcxij^ are M 



by biology, not dioice, and can't 
effisctivdy get tlihi because it's 
not in tiieir bodies' natures to be 
tlnii. But to dwefloB this question 
would be to miss the point of this 
article. For here we want to show 
how the persecution of fat people, 
under the assumption that they 
CHOOSE to be fat. is particularly 
sexist. Society punishes fat men 
and women by taking iheir 
sexuality away. Fat women are 
punished most severely. For. in a 
society where women are chiefly 
sex-objects, a woman's sexuality 
is really all that she has to bargain 
with in the first place." 

Taking away a uoman s 
sexuality is no damn joke. It 
means exclusion from all manner 
of jobs. It means being laughed at 
by the police upon reporting a 
rape. It means denial of proper 
medical care. ("Who'd want to 
make YOU pregnant?") A Talla- 
hassee OB GYN suggested to the 
Feminist Women's Health Center 
the formation of a self-help group 
for fat women on the grounds that 
doctors find it disgusting to treat 
them. Above all. it means being 
the object of general pity or 
contempt: a total assault on one's 
justification for being alive at all 
The health problems society 
creates for fat people are nothing 
short of deadly. .Although ^ 
percent of diets eventually fail, 
doctors keep on prescribing them; 
after all, diets are a billion 
dollar industry. This mean 
addiaion to diet pills, near 
starvation, wiring jaws together, 
intestinal operations, and

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BOR rule counter to FPIRG funding plan

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Lditor: 

Since the name-calling has started again. 
I m compelled to respond — hopefuUy for 
the last time. 

First off. Marshall Reissman calls me a 
liar, but stating that the refund would be 
available through the mail after the third 
week of classes, he was told this by FPIRG 
director Tom Quinn. Being in law school,- 
Marshall, you should have realized that the 
FFMKG director was not the sole source for 
\()ur information. Since the university 
would be collecting the fee as a part of 
tuition, they naturally would be the ones to 
consult — which 1 did. Mr. Brandewie, of 
student affairs, assured me that any refund 
would have to go through the normal 
channels, just as if a student dropped 
classes, and wanted a tuition refund. This 
process, unfortunately, takes a minimum of 
four weeks. And even if FPIRQ were to 
handle the refund, the university would not 
be able to transfer the collected funds in 
time for a refund during the tlurd week of 
classes. 

FPIRG. a consumer research organiza- 
tion, is currently petitioning to establish 
itself in Florida and at FSU. There are many 
consumer problems which a FPIRG could 
solve, thereby, benefitting both students 



and the community. The controversy, 
however, lies in the funding method sought. 

FPIRG currently proposes adding a $2 fee to 
each student's tuition. Should a student not 
want to contribute, he could notify FPIRG 
and obtain a refund later in the quarter. 
There is a BOR rule which states *'Each 
university is authorized to collect on a 
voluntary basis additional fees from the 
students for the financing of charter 
non-profit public interest research 
organizations if at least 5 percent of the 
student body at each respective university 
sign a written petition requesting that sudi 
fees be collected. . 

The agruments are stemming from this 
BOR rule. Does a mandatory payment of S2. 
with a refund made available later, comply 
with this BOR rule as it pertains to 
voluntary collection? On Sept. 29, 1975, the 
attorney general, Robert Shevin, gave a 
written opinion concerning this dilemma to 
Rep. Barry Richard. Here is an excerpt of 
this document: "It is readily seen that the 
first plan (mandatory collection/refund) 
does not appear to comport with the 
accepted definitions of 'voluntary* or 
'voluntary act.* In this case, the student is 
required to pay an additional amount at the 
tii|ie of his or her registration. There is no 



FPIRG funding not unfair tax* 



Editor: 

So often, things are done on behalf of the 
"general public.'* For instance, five 
student senators were able to defeat an 
endorsement proposal before the student 
senate on the FPIRG concept and funding 
mechanism. These five senators felt it was 
their duty to protect the students from such 
an "unfair tax.** 

In regards to the "unfair tax,** the 
students will decide if it is unfair or not. 
Presently, we have collected in excess of 
1,700 signatures endorsing the FPIRG 
concept and mechanism. This represents a 
base of support greater tfian that of most 
student senators (approximately 2,300 
students voted in the last SG election). 

How many freshmen and scqihomores 
know about and understand A&S fees? 
Let*s not forget the $10 health fee. if you 
think student government is doing a lousy 
job, try to get your $2.50 per quarter hour 
back. Two doUars per quarter is a snail 
amount for a person to pay, but it would go 
a long way in the corporation. 

The list of achievements by FIRGs in 
other states is endless. (Presently 30 states 
have organized PIRG&.) The original 
generic drug law was passed because of a 
study done by HRG. The original bottie bill 
was passed because of the actions taken by 
Oregon PBtG. Last year MassPIRG was 
able to defeat a rate proposal of the public 
utility coRipaay in Massachusetts.

FPIRG funding democratic 



In re^KMise to several tsaoes that have 
been raised in The Flambeau mod other 
news sources around town. I would like to 
chffify several misconc eptio a a about FPUG 
and its methods. 

The most pertinent point to be raised 
concerning FPIRG's fee mechanism is that 
as it is proposed it is democratic. For this 
fee mechanism to be implemented a 
majority of students have to sign the 
petition, then it has to be approved by the 
university administration. The structure of 
the fee mechanism is detailed on the 
petition. To quote from the petition: 
FPOKG shaB be fiMOCod teaogli a 
aw p plcM CMt ai foe of S2 . . .perstadestpor 
qaarter. Amy atadcat wIm does not wU 
to pwtie^ato fai FPIRG sliaB be eirtitied 
to a foH leiinMl wUch wil be avaflaUe 
during the first weeks of each quarter at 



The above clause answers the question 
about who gives out the refunds — FPIRG; 
not student government or the university. 

In our negotiations with the university we 
would like to see several constraints built in 
to the fee system to keep it ^mocratic: 



FPIRG would be respoosOile for informing 
students both at the time of fee pajmient at 
r^stration and again (about a week prior 
to refondlng) in die campus media how 
students should go about getting their 
refund. This can be done either over the 
phone and at a conveniait locatioo on 
campus. The second restraint would consist 
of a re- re fe r e n dum every three or four 
years. This would place a responsibility on 
FPIRG to keep in touch with the students 
and maintain a base of siqiport. 

FPIRG is seeking the type of funding 
known as a refundable fee (not a negative 
dieck-off) for several reasons: Statistics 
available to us show that this is the most 
stable type of funding available; it is 
democratic because a majority of the 
students sign the petition wanting it; the fee 
is nnore democratic than the heidth fee, 
A&S fees, rate hikes in your phone bill, 
taxes on your car, home, property and 
purchases; it looks out for minority n^tsts — 
the minority who don't want it can get their 
money back with a minimum of hassle and 
fhistnitioB; Hie fee will be tax deductible.

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Halloween: The 
Druid^s dogma now 
symbolic hilarity

Most know the origin and original purpose of our major 
holidays either because they stem from our religious 
heritage (Christmas, Easter. Valentine's Day, etc.) or from 
our cultural heritage (Thanksgiving, Fourth of July, etc.) 
But what about Halloween, a holiday that isn't clearly tied to 
our religious or cultural heritage? Where does it come from? 

Simply, it comes from our lost culture, our forgotten 
Druidic ancestry, the culture that was overwhelmed by the 
high-priced spread of Christianity. 

Halloween, or "Samhain " as it was called then, was one 
of the four high holy days of the Druids. It was considered 
second in importance only to the spring holiday of Beltan. 
From the religious rites performed on Samhain. we can 
trace many of the features of our Halloween and learn about 
a feu aspects of the night we should be glad were discarded 
by the wavside. 

Samhain was the holiday of the dead, and all the souls of 
those who died since the last Samhain lived in the clouds 
until this evening, when they supposedly returned to earth 
reincarnated as animals, humans, and the spirits of the 
earth, air, fire and water. 

Spirits, then, were rampant throughout the land on this 
night, and wc mimic them when we don our costumes and 
wander through the night as animals, ghosts and other 
creatures. 

Not all Druidic spirits were what you might call friendly: 
some of them were, in fact, downright nasty, and on 
Halloween we imitate these spirits, too. with our window 
soapings. pumpkin smashings, eggings and other pranks. 

It was also Druidic custom to leave food out — actual full 
course meals — for the spirits who roamed the night on 
Halloween; this practice has. of course, come down to us in 
the form of collecting candy. 

The Druidic peoples extinguished all their household fires 
on Samhain and built huge, sacred bonfires of oak and 
mistletoe on the hilltops. The fires served not only to scare 
away evil spirits, but also as symbols of immortality. From 
these sacred fires, every homehM in the land had to 
rekindle its hearthfires. and the evening was punctuated by 
bits of fire, carried home in gourds or crude lanterns, the 
predecessors of our carved pumpkins and jack-o-lantems. 

Samhain was also a prime night for the legendary Druidic 
magic, vdndi has omie down to vs m tiie mflder form of 
witchcraft (see story page 16). 

The more dreadful and obscure forms of Druidic magic 
practiced on Samhain ce nte re d around divination (telling 
the future), often by gm^ome means. One such practice 
was recoumed as follows by the Diodorus Siculus: 

**On great occasions they practice a very slnu^ and 
incredible manner of divinatm. They take a man who is 
to be sacrificed and kit Mm with one stroke of the swwd 
above the diaphram; and. by observing the posture in which

Despite heavy influences from new wave groups like the 
Cash. Ramones and the Sex Pistols, the members of 
Tallahassee's Mad As Hell claim to be more than just a 
bunch of local punks. 

••We play a little punk. sure, but basically we're just 
high -energy pinheads. Y'know. working boys," said lead 
guitarist and songwriter John Olmstead. 

Formed this summer with Olmstead, bassist Randy Hill 
and drummer Ben Mickler. the trio played its first official 
gig m June at FSU's Downunder coffeehouse as part of 
"Punk Rock Night." They've grown since then, now 
performing about 20 original songs plus covers of the 
Beatles. Who. Stones, and Queen. 

**I guess our main influence on our songs outside of 
punk are the Rolling Stones. Tom Petty and Elvis 
Costello." Olmstead said. "1 write most of them when I 
get pissed-off.'* 

Olmstead claims to have gotten inspiration for the group 
while watching TV one night. "I was just sitting there 
getting madder and madder at society, at those stupid TV 
shows and at myself for being there," he said. just 
couldn't take it anymore." 

Olmstead and the other band members decided to take 
their anger out on their music, flailing away at such topics 
as taxes, big government and automized structures of life. 
Their songs advocate lobotomies for state workers, 
destruction of the new capitol and political exile for 
Dempsey Barron, along with the usual themes of women, 
drugs and basic violence. 

With song titles like "Do the Patty Hearst," "What 
Makes You Think the Weak Survive,** and "Dead 
Mummy." these aren't the kind of guys yott'd find lying 
around listening to Chuck Mangione. 

Onstage they are highly mobile, Olmstead sneering out 
a lyric, then leaping across the stage, attacking his Gibson 
rather than playing it, ripping the air with glorious trash- 
can sok>s. not the eloqokeiit figures of a Qaptoe. '*That*s 
too boring,** he says. 

HiU provides a steady, rhythmic bass line, filling in the 
sound i^ainst Micklers' steady, lock-solid drumming. 
Together, the tloee nHotain a oonstaat level of

high-energy — the key to all good rock, be it X-Ray Spex or 
Little Richard. 

"There just aren't any more alternatives left to music, 
you either kick it out or rot away," Olmstead said, 
explaining his stance. "I spent four years getting a 
psychology degree, and the only job 1 can get is working 
construction, it sucks, I gotta do something!*' 

Mad As Hell hope to begin recording socm, though 
manager Mark Striffler says a period of slow growth stiU 
awaits the group. 

However, if the trio stay mad enough, the anger that 
pours through their amps may just piss eaoagh people off 
to make them snccessfiil.

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Witches of Tallahassee

As a little girl, Arianrhod wanted to grow 
up to be a nun. Today, instead, she is a 
witch. Tuesday night. All Hallow's Eve — 
or Samhain as the Celts called it — she'll 
gather with perhaps a dozen other local 
witches to celebrate. 

The ceremony won't be an ordinary one 
by conventional means. There will be no 
trick or treating. Dracula masks or bags of 
candy. However, there won't be any 
animal sacrifice, hex casting or Bacchana- 
lian orgies either. 

What will occur, Arianrhod (a 
pseydonym) says, will be a peaceful, 
religious ceremony, a communion of sorts 
underneath tall oaks and pines in the 
middle of some North Florida wilds. 

The celebrants, clothed in earthy colors 
of dark brown, will circle around a fire and 
call out — chanting, singing, and praying 
— for the spirits of departed relatives to 
come back to them on this one, sacred 
night. 

A priest, wearing animal furs and horns 
on his head, representing the ancient 
homed god, and a priestess dressed in a 
robe with garlands, a flower wreath in her 
hair, to symbolize the goddess of fertility, 
will lead the coven in a circle dance, 
spreading specially prepared incense 
through the autumn air to enhance the 
appearance of the spirits. 

A small black cauldron will sit on a fire in 
the middle, but no wicked potion will 
bubble inside. Just some cider to drink at a 
feast after the ceremony. 

When the feast is finished, and the 
dan ring done, the tiny gathering will 
disperse, and the attendants will head back 
into town. 

"Witches are just like everybody else, 
they just don't hold the same beliefs as 
everybody else." Arianrhod explains. 
Modem Christianity, she says, has blown 



the issue all out of proportion. 

According to a young FSU history major, 
who calls himself Horus. paganism and 
witchcraft are simply aspects of a holistic 
belief in nature, not a dangerous lurking 
evil. 

"It's just the worship and belief in the 
dualities of nature." he said. "Most 
Christians believe in just one masculine 
god. Pagans and witches believe in both a 
god and a goddess.** 

Witches, or wiccans — wise ones, as the 
Celts called them — belive that the spirits 
of the dead do indeed return on Hallow een. 
Both Arianrhod and Horus claim to have 
seen and felt the spirits at sacred 
gatherings. 

"I usually see them in the fire.'* 
Arianrhod says. "You can feel the 
presence right there." 

Arianrhod, brought up in the Catholic 
Church, became a witch at the age of eight. 
She was initiated by her aunt. 

"I though I wanted to be a nun, but I 
began to see that there was an 
alternative," she says. 

Witches may still cast spetts on their 
enemies, but it*s a foolish thing to do, 
according to Arianrhod, since any spell 
cast would return to a witch three times. 

"Who would want to cast a baneful 
spell?** she asks, adding that modem 
witches concentrate on helpful tasks. 

"Right now we're sending energy to a 
cancer patient up north," Arianrhod notes. 
"Mostly we work on healings. Witches are 
very life affirming — we consider the earth 
to be animate, not dead. We treat it that 
way.'* 

Arianrhod 's aunt died several years ago, 
yet she sayi> she sees her departed 
relative every once in a while. 

Will she see her aunt Tuesday night? 

"Maybe. I haven't seen her in a while 
But she might \ e reuncamated.**

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Court rules attorney who filed 
for bankruptcy can't practice law 



(UPl) — The Florida Supreme Cbwt 
ruled yesterday a prospective youog 
attorney took nalsir advanti^ of federal 
bankntptcy laws to avoid paying student 
loans and is currently unfit to practice law. 

-But the justices, ruhng 4-2 in the case 
with one judge comifing and dissentiag 
in part, left open the poss^Mfity the man 
could win a Florida^ license if he goes 
before the Board €i Bar Examiners with 
evidence to prove moral fitness. 

The 13-page majority decision by C3ilef 
Justice Arthur EngUnd and Justice Ben 
Overton said the actions of the maA — 
identified only as G.W.L. to protect his * 
future apeal — raised serious questions 
about his ability to perform as a hniryer. 

But noting his age and tiie high number 
of bankruptcy petitions filed by other 



graduates from college and professional 
schools in 1976, the majority cononled 
G.W.L. might not have realized die nmal 
implications of his attempt to free himself 
from $9,893 m long-term studeitt kMHtt. 

The case — the first of its kind to come 
b^oie the high court — involves G.W.L.'s 
appeal of the bar examiners* deosioB 
denying him a Florida law license. 

G.W.L. , the majority ' opinion said, 
declared bankruptcy tlnee days before he 
graduated from law school in May 1976. He 
was freed from his debts seven mcmths 
later. 

In the me^time he passed the bar exam 
and appfied for admission to the Florida 
Bar. His request was deferred priding the 
outcome of an investigation <rf his 
bankrui^.

If baseball players, long known to be a rascalioos hunch, 
are getting religion, it's also fair to say that the national 
pastime itself has become a kind of religion to Americans. 
The season just ended was a record one for the game, with 
over 40 million fans attending. The sport that many 
predicted would die out, fading to the increased popularity 
of football and buried by TV, has come back stronger than 
ever in our affections. 

It has been the most exciting baseball season in years — 
a season that, even when it was over, was not over. The 
Red Sox led their nearest competition by over ten games 
until the last month, swooned in September and then came 
back to tie the Yankees and force a one-game playoff. 
During the dreadful September collapse, the statistics on 
child abuse and wife beating in Boston soared. The old 
man comes home from work tired and hot, has a few beers, 
watches the Red Sox get creamed and takes it out on the 
kids and wife. Who says baseball is only a game? In 
Boston, it's a sacred tradition. 

In the West, the most exciting story was the San 
Francisco Giants, not because they won the championship 
— they finished third behind the Dodgers and Reds — but 
because of their enormous improvement. They held first 
place most of the season and broke the all-time major 
league record for one-run victories with 42. It was a rare 
Giants game that didn't go right down to the wire, heart in 
throat, as the San Francisco attendance soared from 
700.000 in 1977 to 1 .7 million this year. 

Friends of mine made a novena to Brother Juniper 
Serra, the California missionary priest who's up for 
sainthood in the Catholic Church; they promised that if he 
could make the Giants win the pennant (a true miracle!) 
they'd tell the new Pope about it. But the Giants died and 
the Pope soon followed, and poor Juniper Serra will have 
to come up with other miracles if he wants to make the 
grade. 

Humberto Cardinal Medeiros, archbishop of Boston, 
stepped out of the conclave that elected Pope John Paul 1

Amin regime in trouble, 

issuing faked news reports 



lyy dmfiit tmi lqu — n 



by Charles p. Wallace 

united press internatioiuil 

NAIROBI, Kenya — A stream of dearly 
fake Ugandan reports of fighting with 
laii/ania, including one yesterday that 
President Idi Amin's troops were 
surrounded, has convinced diplomats that 
Amin is in serious trouble at home. 

A theory gaining credibility in Kenya is 
that the allegations of a Tanzanian invasion 
arc a smokescreen for battles between 
Amin's troops and dissident Ugandan 
soldiers south of the capital. 

The latest Radio Kampala report said 
Amin's troops "have been cut off by the 
invading Tanzania forces," that an air force 
plane was shot diwn by Tanzanian aircraft 
and the situation was growing worse. 

It also said Amin asked his Soviet air 
force advisers to leave for ' 'a short holiday' * 
while his troops stop the invasion "in an 
African way," and he urged his forces "to 
prepare now to die in the defense of their 
mo^erland.*' 



The war comminique was the ihird in two 
weeks giving details of an alleged invasion 
of Ugandan territory west of Lake Victoria 
by a large contingent of Tanzanian troops. 

Tanzanian Foreign Minister Benjamin 
Mkapa called the reports "absolute 
nonsense." Tanzanian officials said the 
border was quiet except for occasional 
forays by Ugandan planes that led Tanzania 
to move a squadron. of fighters to the area as 
a precaution. 

Neutral diplomats said there were no 
indications of fighting between the two 
countries. Diplomats in Kampala said the 
capital was calm and similar reports 
emanated from towns said to be near the 
fighting. 

"These broadcasts seem to be designed 
to obscure what is really going on down 
there," said one western diplomat in 
Kenya. "Frankly, we're not sure what the 
problem is. but it seems pretty serious." 

Though the full extent of the crisis is not 
yet clear, there . are indications that a 



tinancial squeeze may be shaking Amin's 
popularity in the army — the fragile base 
from which the mercurial leader rules 
Uganda. 

The Kampala war communiques speak of 
heavy fighting around Masaka, 80 miles 
south of the capital. In a purge of the 
military earlier this year. Amin fired a 
former close friend who was the commander 
of Ugandan forces based at Masaka. 

In addition. Amin's government is said to 
be running seriously short of foreign 
currency at a time when the price of coffee 
— Uganda's main export — has plummeted 
from last year's highs. 

Because Amin enjoys relatively little 
popular support, he has been obliged to 
secure the army's loyalty by plying the 
troops with extravagant luxury consumer 
goods purchased abroad. 

"Amin exists only because of the army," 
said one uestern diplomat. "When the 
goodies stop arriving from abroad, he will 
be finished. " 



Only eight days before the jjeneral 
election and 25 days since Bob Graham s 
upset victory over Bob Shcvin in the 
Democratic primary, the question has to b€ 
asked: a repeat performance? 

It \vas one of the most heated 
gubernatorial runoff campaigns in Florida 
historv. Shcvin called Graham a "big 
spending libt-ral" and relentlessly attacked 
the Miami Lakes senator's legislative 
record. Shcvin alleged that while in the 
legislature. Graham voted for bills which 
would have cost the state somewhere 
around $400 million. 

"Will the real Bob Graham please stand 
up?" Shevin campaign literature asked. 

The eve of his victory. Graham said a 
"backlash" against Shevin's "negative 
campaign" was at least partly responsible 
for his stunning upset. 

Jack Eckerd must not have been 
listening. 

Eckerd has said publically his philosophy 
is very much like Shevin's. In fact, the two 
are so much alike that Eckerd has also 
called Graham a big spending liberal and 
attacked Graham's record as a legislator. 
Similar to Shevin's style, the head of the 
state Republican Party has also asked "the

A decade or so ago, before the social 
eruptions of the late sixties, coUege 
campuses were quiet, predictable places. 
The faces there wwc predictable, too: 
nubile student, omipetent administrator 
and wise pioiessor made the perfect 
academic sandwtdi, as bland and safe as 
the campus oielmi's B.L.T. 

Any child who dared bare its head on the 
university grounds then was i^ed and 
patted like a prize sheep dog. Any non- 
professorial face over 40 was avoided, 
banned as either the odd local character or 
some embarassed freshman's parent. 

Today, registration lines reveal an older 
and more varied population. The perennial 
freshman remains; but behind him stands a 
young mother, clutching a toddler by one 
hand, untying red tape and jotting down 
class schedules with the other. Farther back 
waits a SO-year-old housewife. 

As freshman enrollment tapers off. adutts 
return to college in greater numbers. 
According to registrar's statistics, there are 
22,000 students at FSU. and almost half are 
over 21. Three thousand of them are 
married. Six oat of ten arrive at FSU already 
having completed some college elsewhere. 
Unfortunately, no record ext^ to tell how 
many of these peopte are parents, how 
many have spent some years put of school in 
the work force, how many provide primary 
support for a family, or how many hold 
<lown a fiill-time job as they attend school. 



cular Information Service, "we've seen a lot 
more adults, both men and women, who are 
interested in changing careers." 

At the Center for Professional 
Development and Public Service. Ernestine 
Boclair noted that the Center's Career 
Series workshop, designed to help people 
plan a career, attracts some people who are 
already well trained for a good job, but who 
want a change. 

"This is bound to be one resuh of the 
changing economy." she said.

Get US out of USSR

scandalous trial and sentencing of Anatoly Shcharansky 
and other human rights activists in the Soviet Union.

Surety agents oppose Revision 1 



Editor: 

On Nov. 7. the voters of Florida will be 
asked to vote either *Yes* or No" to nine 
complex revisions to the Florida 
Constitution. 

Our association is particularly concerned 
with the amendment to Article I S14 
included under Revision No. 1. The present 
Constitution guarantees the right of the 
defendant to release with sufficient surety. 
The proposed change would make money 
bail the last resort. Defendants would be 
released without a guarantee that they 
would be in court. At the present time, the 
private industry bail bond system assures a 
defendant's appearance in oouit. If a 
bondsman's client fails to appear, the 
bondsman must either return the 
defendant to custody or pay the full amount 
of the bond to the court. 

Passage of Revision No. 1 would leave 
our state with a very costly pioblem. in 
terms of nev t-^xr-v md an additional 



burden on our already overworked criminal 
justice system. Crime has increased in 
cities where liberal release programs are 
used, and crime would increase here, 
putting the welfare of our citizens in 
je<^ardy. 

Additionally, we feel that it is unfair to 
the voters of Florida to group 57 
unexplained amendments to our State 
Constitution under one heading, as has 
been done in Revision .No. 1. 

Our elected representatives in the state 
legislature can provide whatever changes 
are needed in our state statutes without 
making changes that are irreversible 
without further taxpayer initiative and a 
voter referendum until the Constitution 
Revision Committee convenes again in 
1998! 

We urge the taxpayers of Florida to 
VOTE NO to Revision No. 1.

Eckerd's outspoken running mate said Graham is clearly a 
liberal who is "trymg to get where the polls say he should 
be" by appearing conservative. 

Eckerd has charged repeatedly, most recently during 
the only televised debate to be held before the election on 
Nov. 7, that while in the legislature, Graham voted for 36 
measures which would increase taxes. 

Conservative Republican state senators supporting 
Eckerd, however, have voted for at least half of the same 
36 bills. 

New Eckerd TV ads, to start airing this week, continue 
the attack on Graham's record. 

Graham said last week after a Capitol press conference 
he doesn't think the aggressive campaign tactics of Eckerd 
will be any more effective than they were for Shevin. 

A slick Harvard-educated politician, Graham will stick 
with the suave "good guy" image that proved effective 
against Shevin and thus far against Eckerd. Currently 
ahead in the polls, Graham said regardless of the type of 
ads Eckerd runs, "there will be no (Graham) counter- 
attack." 

"I don't believe in labels," Graham said in reference lo 
Hawkins' stab that he is a pseudo-conservative. "We have 
run a campaign telling the people why to vote for Bob 
Graham and Wayne Mixson in a positive way and that is 
what we will continue to do," Graham said. 

Nat Reed, who chairs the Eckerd campaign along with 
astronaut £d Mitchell, insisted the label fits. 

i see Graham as a liberal — a part of the big 
government of Florida," Reed said. Contacted last week. 
Reed said- Graham reflects the legislature's attitude that 
"more laws can solve the problem.'* 

Reed asserted that Eckerd is "an excellent 
administrator" but admitted his candidate isn't "as 
colorful and doesn't have the great personality" of a 
professional politician like Graham. Unfortunately for 
Eckerd, Reed is right, minus one important qualification: 
administrators who are poor politicians aren't likely to get 
elected governor. 

Unless Eckerd takes a few more lessons from Bob 
Shevin on aggressive campaigning, he might have a slight 
chance for one of the biggest upsets ever in Florida 
politics.

1 1 protesters killed in Iran

TEHRAN. IRAN — Security pdicc idUed 
11 anti-government demonstrators in 
western Iran yesterday as lens of thonsaiids 
defied armed troops to rally against the 
shah and wildcat strikes by petroleum 
workers disrupted Iran's S20 billioi^ a year 
oil industry. 

The troubled nation underwent its third 
cabinet reshuffle in two months. 

Security units killed 11 demonstrators in 
what appeared to be a major outbreak of 
anti-government activity in the town of 
Paveh, 23 miles from the Iraqi border in 
western Iran, radio reports said. 

Police used tear gas on protesters in 
Sanandaj, east of Paveh, and several odier 
towns, the radio reports said, but they gave 



no details. 

Worsening wildcat strikes by petroleum 
workers disrupted Iran's crucial $20 bfflion 
a year oil industry and shut down a cross 
country natural gas pipe line to the Soviet 
Union. 

h was the tint strike of its kind in Iran's 
oil industry. 

Shah Muhammed Reza Pahlavi received 
Prime Minister Jaafar Sharif Emami in a 
palace audience yesterday and accepted a 
third cabinet reshuffle in two oMmths. 

Justice Minister Mohammad Baheri was 
replaced by Hossein Na|afi and Mustafa 
Paydar became the new minister of state for 
executive affairs, replacing Manouchehr 
Azmoun. 

Two cabinet members recently resigned 
from the two month old government, one

Another day of anti-shah dei 
in Tehran passed peacefully, radio reports 
said, as authorities withdrew tanks and 
armored cars from the capital and opened 
the universities to thousands of youths. 

A large crowd of the students gathered at 
Tehran University, where the mam meeting 
ground was ctecorated with slogans and 
banners calling for an Islamic government. 

In the eastern Iranian city of Mashad, 
military auth<Mities relaxed a dusk to dawn 
curfew by four hours Monday after an 
estimated 25,000 people defied armed 
soldiers and staged a sit-in in the streets of 
the holy city. They were protesting 
reimposition of the curfew, which was 
relaxed earlier this month.

United Seminoles want innovation

f-qual representation of all students and innovation in 
student government are among the major commitments of 
the United Seminole party announced last week. 

"We have gone out and found the best candidates that 
we could." stated Steve Geller, party co-chairperson and a 
founder of the year-old United Seminoles. He emphasized 
the party's philosophy of fielding candidates that include 
blacks. Greeks and dorm leaders in an effort to better 
represent the student body. 

**We have a platform that is committed to significant 
changes," Geller said, "and we have the best candidates 
— candidates who are willing to carry out that platform.** 

The financial aid issue is of major concern to the United 
Seminole party, according to Geller, who spoke specifically 
of plans to insure earlier distribution of financial aid 
checks and an end to misinformation about the availability 
of financial aid to students before their arrival on campus. 

Geller also described the United Seminole stand on 
dorms, another major area of the party's platform. 

"We will work to enable students to get out of dorm 
leases if proper notice is given and replacements can be 
found." stated Geller. "We would also like to see more 
money given to dorms to increase their programming." 

Childcare is another major plank of the United Seminole 
platform. 

"We would like to see one large daycare center 
established to provide low-cost childcare on campus," said 
Geller. "Funding would come partially from student 
government, partially from people using the service and, 
in addition, would be one of the top priorities of the 
student government grantswriter. " 

The establishment of an auto garage is one of the newer 
goals advocated by the United Seminoles. According to 
Geller, the workshop, which would be student-controlled

and equipped with tools and possibly a lift, is quite 
feasible, and would be funded either by rental fees or a 
combination of rental fees and student government funds. 

The United Seminole platform also includes plans for 
the establishment of a branch bank or credit union on 
campus, which Geller said "should be relatively easy to 
establish." 

A more controversial issue the United Seminole party 
has addressed is the decriminalization of marijuana. 

"We're in the state capital." said Geller. "We'd like to 
lobby in the Florida legislature for the removal of the 
outdated and antiquated laws on marijuana usage."
